Marshall 'is so deep it's virtually 
unbelievable." and said he should be 
removed from the presidency. 

In a reaction statement, the United Faculty 
of Florida (UFF) blamed " the lack of any 
effective means for determinating our 
academic and economic conditions," as the 
real cause of faculty problems. 

**It is through collective bargaining that 
faculty can regain rights which have 
traditionally been afforded us." Ron Good, 
president of the FSU chapter of the UFF, said. 

"Success will not be dependent upon the 
*good wiir of an appointed administrator,'* 



Good said, "but rather it will be dependent 
upon the strength of the organization which 
represents its colleagues." 

Marshall responded to Fisher's charges 
saying that faculty unhappiness is "probably 
one of the main characteristics where 
collective bargainor is actively being 
considewfd." 

In a letter to Dr. Fred Standley, president of 
the Faculty Senate steering committee. 
Fisher asked that the committee immediately 
begin an investigation of joint degree 
programs between FAMU and FSU.

Personnel waived the requirements. She ifid not have a 
master's, and only qualified for three years of the experience. 
The other two were spent as a student assistant.** 

** Before they would even consider us/* the woman said, 
'*we had to have a master's degree. We had to go through all 
the hassle of getting our requirement information together, 
only to find that Personnel substituted the requirement for 
her degree and hired her." 

"In tact." he said, "we were not notified she was hired for 
SOUK lime. We found out through the grapevine." 

Department heads are supposed to notify prospective 
applicants that they have been denied a job as soon as it is 
filled. The rejection notice is usually delivered by phone, but 
in this case both received written notice several weeks after 
the hiring took place, they said. 

**I would really like to see if the requirements for that job 
are still the same," the woman said. "I think they've been 
changed for the sake of affirmative action." Both said they 
believe this may also be occurring in other departments at 
FSU. 

"Affirmative action has become black action." he said. 
"The whole system is becoming so lopsided in favor of blacks. 
Why aren't any other minority groups being represented?" 

The two officials contend that there are five other persons 
within their department who would be "willing to walk out 
today if they could find other jobs." 

"It's funny," he said, "but the radical blacks in our 
department have been giving us the most ardent support. 
They don't want any incompetent black to discredit them.'* 

"If FSU really wanted to find qualified blacks to fill 
university positions," the woman said, "they could advertise 
at FAMU or elsewhere on this campus because there are 
plenty of qualified black applicants available.** 

The two persons have encountered controversy as a resuh 
of their protest, they said. "The ramifications of making 
waves is incredible. Everyone is afraid for their jobs." 

**The situation is worse elsewhere,'* the woiaan said, "but 
it's simply atrocious here.** A memo was allegedly released 
this week from .assistant to the president for minority affiurs

Nev\f Gl bill passed 

A new version of the GI bill has unanimously passed both 
houses of Congress and will increase veterans' benefits 
substantially if it is signed by President Ford. 

The bill will increase monthly benefits by 23 per cent and 
extend the amount of time undergraduates may receive 
monetary benefits by nine months. 

A $600 loan provision is contained in the bill for students 
who have been turned down for other loans. 

Ford indicated previously that he would veto the bill as 
inflationary, but Greg Harris of the FSU Veterans' Club said 
Ford **voiced his opposition just to water down the bill in 
Congress, but I don't think he will veto it.'* 

Presently only 36 months of benefits are available to stu- 
dents, while the new bill would extend this time to 45 months.

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Newly-elected senators installed 



Senators of tfic 27th Student Senate were 
installed Wednesday night by Student 

Supreme C ouil Chief Justice John Fleming. 
The meeting was the Senate's first of the 
1974-75 year. 

Before installing the newly elected 
legislators. Fleming called this Senate "the 
most poweiful one in the history of FSU 
Student Government. 

'For the irresponsible, the office of 
Student Senator will be a cheap ego trip," 
Fleming said. For those who take the job 
seriously, he said, it will be * ' exhilerating 
and snnictimes burdensome. 

"The performance of this Senate will 
determine the future of Student Government 
in the state of Florida," Fleming said. 

Although there was an attempt to block the 
election of a Senate President and President 
Pro-tempore, the 38 members chose Apollo 
Visko, a Business major, as president and 



Doug Mannheimer. a Government n^ior, as 
President Pro-tempore. 

"I will do my best to remain impartial and 
to run an effective Senate." Visco said. 

Senator Janice Lester was selected to serve 
as temporary chairperson of the Organization 
and Finance (O&F) committee, Senator Eric 
Johnson will preside temporarily over the 
Judicial and Rules (J&R) committee and 
Senator Pat Quinn will chair the Elections, 
Appointments and Student Services (EASS) 
committee. 

Student Body President David Arono&ky 
addressed the first meeting of the Senate. 

**We have a lot more dedicated and 
responsible people compared to the first FSU 
Student Government," Aronofsky said. "I 
think that we're off to an outstanding start." 

In a six-point address, Aronofsky stressed 
the need for legislative action to provide 
special students with representation in the 
Senate. At this time, no senators are elected 
from the special stwlmt cat^ory. 



It is possible that a ter. cent check cashing 
charge could be imposed in the future, 
Aronofsky said. He urged the Senate to take 
immediate fiscal action to insure free check 
cashing service to FSU students. 

' ' I think that it is also the duty of SG to keep 
a solvent newspaper on castas," Aronofsl^ 
said. In expressing his concern about the 
financial status of the Flambeau, Arooalisky 
urged the Senate to consider an increase in 
SG's Flambeau advertising account. 

Some senators have mentioned the concept 
of a bulk subscription rate, but AxoiMrfsky said 
that such a concept has not yet been 
established. 

Aronofsky also SMd he would endorse 
most, "possibly all," of the recommeada- 
tions of the Ethics Commission. 

**Rnally, academicaUy spetikmg^ we've got 
to get it togetiier," Arondsky said. 

'*! consider the budgeting component of 
the Senate secondary," Aronofsky said. 
^'Students reafly don't care how much the 



Chinese Students Association has in their 
operating budget or how much organizatif 
are allocated for travel to conventions. 

"We have a commitment to improve the 
academic quality on this campus, and there i 
quite a few problems this body cai 
itself to," Aronofsky said. 

He urged that all senators keep lines of 
communication open between themselves, 
the Senate and eadi senator's academic 
department. One of the specific problems 
that Aronofsky cited was the language 
requirement for a degree in Arts and 
Sciences.

20th in a row 



THERE WASN'T MUCH to cheer about in Memphis Saturday, but these two 
cheerleaders found just the right way to keep spirits high: join the rest of the campus 
in the Flambeau Belly Button Brigade!

Despite moving the ball for an incredible 
431 yards of total offense, FSU's ever 
mistake-prone Seminoles lost their 20th 
straight football game Saturday night 42-14 to 
the Memphis State Tigers. 

Searching for the right offensive personnel 
to get the FSU offense untracked, the 
Seminoles used three quarterbacks in the 
game — Ron Coppess, Steve Mathieson, and 
Jimmy Black — while suffering through four 
interceptions and two fumbles. 

FSU's miseries began on the opening 
kickoff when freshman Jim Heggins fun*bled 
the Memphis State kick on his 1 1 yard line and 
the Tigers contn^led. 

Four plays later, MSU quarterback David 
Fowler scored on a four yard run, making the 
score 7-0 with the point-after by Bobby 
Williams. 

On the first play after Memphis State's 
kickoff, the Seminoles tried a trick ^y whkh 
they had worked on extensively in practice 
last week. The play, a Joe Goldsiiiitii 
end-around on which the senior receiver 
passes the ball, resulted in an interception by 
MSU s Ed Taylor. 

Memphis State was unable to get moving 
on their series following that mterception, but 
drove 61 yards on then* next possession to 
take a 14-0 lead. The Tigers, playing before a 
small homecoming crowd, also scored on 
their next series to increase their lead to 21-0. 

With a Larry Key touchdown run of ten 
yards, the Tribe finally got on the scoreboard 
to make it 21-7, and that's how the first 
quarter ended. 

Still, the Seminoles seemed to be in the 
game and even managed to hold their hosts 
pretty well for the rest of the first half. Larry 
Key sprinted for an apparent long touchdown 



at one point which otticials negated by 
claiming the freshman sensation stepped out 
of bounds. 

Late in the first half the Seminoles 
attempted a chip-shot field goal by Ahmet 
Askin which should have closed MSU's lead 
to 21-10. Askin's attempt was blixked, 
however, and Tiger noseguard Steve Gacciola 
raced 78 yards with the ball to turn the field 
goal try into a 28-7 advantage for Memphis 
State. 

If FSU fans had hoped that the Seminoles 
would come out of the dressing room after 
halftime a different team, their hopes were 
quickly dashed as quarterback Ron Coppess 
threw an interception of the first piay of the 
third quarter. 

Steve Mathieson, playing in his first game 
since being injured against Colorado State in 
the second game of the season, came on to 
replace Coppess the next time FSU got the 
ball. 

Mattieson promptly got the Seminoles 
moving, driving from the FSU 20 to the MSU 
two yard-line. Once inskle the five yard line, 
FSU coaches chose to replace MathieiOD with 
Coppess, apparently for Coppess' svperior 
running abflity. 

It wa«i't superior enough, tiiough, and 
Coppess failed to get the Trflie ii^ 
endzone. 

Mathieson was back in on the next series, 
and once again got the Seminoles inide 
Memphis State's ten yard-line, onfy to threw 
an interceptioB. Midway iSknmfjk the fourth 
quarter, Mathieson finally connected with 
Mike Shumann on a 22-yard pass to cut 
MSU's lead to 28-14. 

Two more MSU touchdowns, however, put 
the game out of reach for the Seminoln, for 
the second straight week the vfctlms of a team 
celebrating its homecoming. FSU's record is 
now 0-8 with Miami next.

^^percussions." Aronofsky said. 

Mv eredibility as an effective representative for the 
"student Body before the administration, the faculty, the 
^^'^ard of Regents and in the Capitol has been seriously 
J^'*'pardi/ed," he said. 

Aronofsky released a complete list of all long distance 
tt'lepluMie ealls "for which there might be any question of 
Pt'SMble wrongdoing on my part." The list includes three calls 
j^' Austin. Texas: eight calls to Dallas. Texas; four calls to San 
Rafael.

"I stand ready to answer any and all questions before the 
appropriate bodies at the appropriate time, pertaining to the 
calls or anything else," Aronofsky said. 

The Ethics Commission has recently investigated 
information concerning two trips to Austin and Chicago. Both 
trips were made to attend conventions on higher education, 
which is Aronofsky 's major. 

Upon writing to the people in charge of the conventions, the 
Hthics Commission found that Aronofsky was the only 
out-of state student body president attending the functions. 

Further, the Commission was informed that the 
conventions were held primarily for university administrative 
and staff personnel, not for Student Government (SG) 
representatives.

Goodell, chairman of the 
amnesty program's clemen- 
cy board, said he has warned 
his old friend, President 
Ford that Tuesday's elec- 
tions will be "very bad" for 
Republicans. 

But, he said, the party 
probably will regain most 
losses in 1976 — just as it 
regained many seate in 1%6 
and the presidency in 1968 
after suffering severe losses 



of 1964. 

Goodell served in the 
House and Senate from New 
York before losing his 
Senate seat in 1970 to Con- 
servative James L. Buckley. 
Richard Nixon and Spiro T. 
Agnew worked to defeat him 
because of his strong anti- 
Vietnam activities. 

Citing problems arising 
from the Watergate scan- 
dals, Goodell said in an 
interview that **a lot of our 
better potential Republican 
candidates decided it was 
not a year to run. So, we 
haven't got, in many in- 
stances, our best candidates 
out there.

UNITED NATIONS (UPI) 
— The American dollar, the 
major international curren- 
cy, no longer is regarded by 
some Communist and Third 
World countries as good 
enough to pay the bills of the 
United Nations. 

Inflation and the unstable 

world economic situation 
have created a financial 
nightmare for the world 
body, whose budget for this 
year was set at almost $257 
million. The United States 
pays about one-third of the 
cost of running the 138- 
member United Nations. 

According to a 13-nation 
group which studied U.N. 
finances, inflation and chan- 
ges added almost $79 million 
to the cost of running the 
United Nations and eight of 
its agencies, most of which 
are based for Western 
Europe. 

Because the U.S. dollar is 
the common currency for 
United Nations dealings and 
the fact that the head- 
quarters is in New York, 
numerous critics of America 
want the United States to 
make up the extra costs 
caused by inflation and cur- 
rency changes.

Women's 
Health Center 

This is to bring you up to date on the services being offered 
at the Feminist Women's Health Center. 

It has recenUy become possible for us to lower our fee for 
the vacuum aspiration abortion from $165 to $150. The 
procedure is done under an optional local anesthetic on an 
out-patient basis. The price of the abortion includes all 
Uboratory work (blood typing and grouping, HCG urine 
test, sickle^ex testing for all black women. RPR and if 
necessary a VDRL. hemoglobin and hematocrit, urinalysis 
and tfesue pathotogy), Rhogam if necessary, any method of 
birth coirtrolandathree week check-up. A Pap smear is also 
indttded for women who have not had one within six months 
and, when in^cated. prewrriptiona for vaginal infections are 

'''^Tlh'i^iinan can expect to be in the clinic between two and 
three hours. She wfll be in the company of other women who 
arealsore«»vii«abdrtk«a. A woman health worker explains 
in detail the abortion procedure, any complications that 
could arise and, if desired, all available methods of birth 
control. The health worker accompames the woman mto the 
piw»dure room and describes everything to her as It takes 

place and helps her to refauc, making the procedure as 
comforUble as possible. The combination of our counting 
and the non-travmatac vacuum asinrataon procedure seems 
to provide the kind of h«dth care most women find very 
comforUble and of high quality. We have a 24-hour 
emergency phone service and our physician » on call 24 
hours a day. 

We also offer pregnancy screening for aiqr woman, 
whatever her decision concerning her pregnancy ia, as a free 
service. We feel that women in the Tallahassee and 
surrounding areas should be informed that they can take 
advantage of this service. Pregnancy Screening mdudes a 
two minute UCG pregnancy test and if the woman ifosires, a 
health worker can show her vaginal self-examinatkm with 
the plastic vaginal speculum. 

On the first Tuesday of each month, staff members give the 
Self-Help Clinic slide presentation for women interested in 
learning more about their own bodies and health care. 
Arrangements can be made for bringing the Self-Help Clinic 
or an Abortion Workshop to interested agencies and 
community groups. 

The Abortion Clinic is held on Saturdays, and Pregnancy 
Screening is held on Tuesday mornings and Thursday 
afternoons and evenings. Our phone lines are open from 9 to 
6 o'clock Monday through Friday, providing counseling and 
referrals relating to all aspects of women's health care. We 
find that an appointment system, as opposed to a drop-in 
clinic system, helps to insure a minimum of waiting and 
adequate individual attention for women using our services. 
Therefore, we request that women call us to set 
appointments for both pregnancy screening and the 
abortion dinic

The influence of Roche*s 
background, he is a native 
north Jloridian. and his 
concern for the exploitation 
of some aspects of the state 
come across clearly in his 
choice of materials and their 
presentation. 

The "Piece," however, is 
not intended as a strictly 
Florida-related statement. 
Roche's concern, rather, has 
been to create something 
both universal and timeless; 
something which could be 
related to any time in the 
history of man, in terms of 
the same or comparable 
materials. 

For now, the show 
represents an important 
step, both for Roche and for 
all Southern artists as well. 
This is the first occasion of 
either being given a 
one-man show at the 
Whitney, one of the 
foremost showplaces of 
contemporary art. Undoubt- 
edly, the "Piece" was also a 
new experience for the New 
York art crowd.

Gators growling for SEC title, bowl trip 



GAINHSVILLE(UPI)— "Webeat Auburn, 
wc beat Auburn," came the chant from 
Florida fans among a .ecord crowd Saturday 
at Florida Field after the tenth-ranked Gators 
had struck dou n the number four Tigers 25-14 
in a crucial SEC contest. 

For the second straight year, Florida had 
knocked off Auburn, which came into the 
game unbeaten. And this year as in last, 
Auburn's executioner was a soft-spoken, 
intelligent young quarterback named Don 
Gaffney. 

Last year Florida needed its 12-8 win over 
Auburn on the Tigers own field just to salvi^ 
their season after four straight losses. 

This year, the Gators needed the 25-14 
victory over Auburn to keep alive their hopes 
for their first SEC championship and a 
post-season bowl bid. Representatives from 
many of the major bowls have been scouting 
tx>th teams closely through all their games. 

It was Aiibttm*s first loss of the season.

while Florida ran its record to 7-1 , giving both 
SEC powers identical records. Only Alabama 
is undefeated in the Conference. 

Split end Lee McGriff snared one 
touchdown pass in the game with running 
backs James Richards and Robert Morgan 
running for two more TDs. 

The Gators used their first series of downs 
to mount a drive which fizzled out at the 
Auburn eight after covering 66 yards.

Rainey and Marshall paid $420,000 on July 
1 to Colin Phipps of Tallahassee to purchase 
two tracts of land totaling about 60 acres (Hi 
Lake Jackson. 

Marshall, who now lives in the university 
mansion provided for him at state expense, 
said he intends to keep "four or five" acres of 
the lake for a homesite when his tenure as 
FSU president ends. 

Marshall said he and Rainey are buying the 
lakefront property "on a 50-50 basis, and if 
there is any profit, we'll share the profit 
50-50." 

They have sold eight homesite lots on the 
lake for $240,000 — a $90,000 profit on the 
$150,000 investment. 

FSU Physical Plant Director Ray Green said 
he was "really upset" over allegations that 
Marshall is guilty of a conflict of interest. 

"Records in the secretary of state's office 
show that he (Marshall) is not a member of 
the corporation," Green, who made the 
transaction, said. 

The purchase of the parking lot, located on 
the corner of College Avenue and Copeland 
Street, was finalized last week. The lot is to be 



used {ot university p«ddng after repairs and 
improvements have been made. 

The lot was assessed by the Leon County 
tax assessor at $141,000. The University 
obtaned an appraisal on the lot of $245,000, 
Green said. Pntdiase price of the lot was 
$181,%0. 

"What we paid is essentially the same 
price for the one we bought across the 
street," Green said, reierring to tiie Phi 
Kappa Phi fraternity lot. "Our appraisals 
were recently updated. I don't know if that 
county evaluation has been.** 

Green said the university got a "good 
price** on the parking lot because of financial 
troubles of Commonwealth Corp., the 
company which owned the property before 
being forced into receivership in federal 
court. 

Green said FSU became interested in 
buying the lot several years ago when First 
American Investment Corp. revealed plans to 
build a high-rise apartment building on the 

property. He said FSU officials feared such a 
building would mar the beauty of the front 
entrance to the campus. 

Negotiations to purchase the lot were 
underway well before Marshall and Rainey 
became partners in the lakefront land 
purchase, according to Green. 

"We've been interested in it for a long 
time," he said. "In fact, we leased it for two 
years for parking."

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Kissinger icey notes food crisis conference 



ROME — Secretary of 
Stale Hcnrv Kissinger flew 
to Rome Monday to give the 
kevnote speech at a confer- 
ence called at his own urgent 
suggestion which will con- 
sider how to feed the world. 

Kissinger schedules meet- 
ings with Pope Paul VI, 
ItaJian President Giovanni 
Leone and other Italian offi- 
cios before his address 
Tuesday to the 1,000 dele- 
gates to the United Nations 
World Food Conference. 

The conference was con- 
vened at Kissinger's request 
to tackle the problem of how 
better to feed a world in 
which one out of four people 
is undernourished. 
Hundreds of police sur- 



rounded Rome's Ciampino 
airport for Kissinger's arri- 
val. Leftists have accused 
Kissinger of meddling in 
Italian affairs. American-af- 
filiated firms in Rome have 
been bombed for the past 
three nights, though nobody 
has been hurt. 

The secretary of state flew 
to Rome for talks in Yugo- 
slavia with President Josip 
Broz Tito. Kissinger was 
spending only 24 hours in 
the Italian capital before 
starting a three-day tour of 
the Middle East in discon- 
tinuing effort to bring about 
peace negotiations between 
the Arabs and Israelis. 

Kissinger announced in 
Yugoslavia that he would

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follow up his Middle East 
tour Tuesday through Thurs- 
day with a visit to Turkey (m 
Friday and Saturday in 
search of a settlement ctf the 
Cyprus conflict.

Neal discloses hidden document 



WASHINGTm (UP!) — 
Watergate cover-up prose- 
cutor James F. Neal dis- 
closed Monday a long-hid- 
den ''bombshell document" 
accusing the Nixon admini- 
stration of failing to provide 
promised money and par- 
dons for seven defendants in 
the Watergate break-in trial. 

E. Howard Hunt Jr., a 
mastermind of the Water- 
gate bugging and one of the 
break-in defendants, testi- 
fied last week in the Water- 
gate cover-up trial that he 
wrote the memo Nov. 14, 
1972, and gave it to his 



attorney, William O. Bitt- 
man. 

The memo said that the 
seven defendants had not 
wanted to break into the 
Democratic headquarters in 
the Watergate either on 
Memorial Day weekend of 
1972 or the following June 1 7 
because Democratic Nation- 
al Chairman Lawrence 
O'Brien was rarely in his 
office. 

**Objections were over- 
riden and the attempt was 
loyally made," Hunt wrote. 

The memo said the defen- 
dants' sponsors "compound- 



ed the fiasco" by indecisive- 
ness, failure to quash the 
initial investigation, permit- 
ting an FBI investigation of 
"unprecedented scope and 
vigor," permitting defen- 
dants to fall into the hands of 
"a paranoid judge** — a 
reference to presiding Judge 
John J. Sirica — failure to 
provide promised support 
funds, and "an apparent 
wash-hands attitude how 
that the election has been 
won." 

"The administration, 
however, remains deficient 
in living up to its commit- 



U.S. proposes new world food 
agency to supplement U.N. FAO

When voters go to the natkm 's polls today for the 

purpose of selecting both local and federal officials, 
many political veterans will be closely watching the 
results and, in them, their chances for a 1976 
Presidential nomination. 

Of course, this does not include the Republican 
Party as President Ford has already acknowledged 
his willingness to carry the party's soiled and 
tarnished banner down the campaign trail. But 
with the abdication of Edward Kennedy from 
future consideration, the Democratic Party is now 
sifting through its collection of political handymen 
in hopes of fmding a viable contender. 

Currently, one of the most often mentioned of the 
old stalwMts is that M political war horse, 
Alabama Governor George Wallace. 

Even though Wallace has been confined to a 
wheelchair, he has still been able to maintain a 
strong following in the Democratic Party. Some 
members now whisper that Wallace matched with a 
liberal Northerner could bring the Republican 
reign at the White House to an end. 

In hopes of making this dream a reality, Wallace, 
with the help of his many supporters, has been 
carefully con^nicting tiie new Wallace image.

They say he is different from 
the man who once stood outside an Alabama 
schoolhouse and tried to prevent black children 
from attending school. In effect, Wallace is trying 
toconvince the American public that he is no longer 
a racist and that he finally recognizes the equality 
of blacks and whites.

He is still the 
misguided patriot who thinks America is 
threatened by a Communist take-over.

Gov. Reubin Askew led Florida Democrats in winning every 
state wide election on the ballot yesterday as the state 
followed a national Democratic sweep. 

Askew soundly defeated Republican Jerry Thomas by 
capturing 62 per cent of the vote to be returned to the stale's 
top post for a second term. 

In the closest race of the electkm, former SecieCtty of State 





Richard Stone won the U.S. Senate post in a tight race with 
Republican multi-millionaire Jack Eckerd in a battle not 
decided until most of the votes had been counted. American 
Party candidate Dr. John Grady also ran weU and received 16 
per cent of the votes in the Senate race. 

The only Republican elected from the Leon County ballot 
was School Board member Barbara Todd who defeated 
Democrat George Lundrigan in a local race. In the race for a 
State House of Representatives seat, Herb Morgan defeated 
Republican Sally Muinoe in the 12th District.

Richard Stone won the U.S. Senate post in a tight race with 
Republican multi-millionaire Jack Eckerd in a battle not 
decided until most of the votes had been counted. American 
Party candidate Dr. John Grady also ran well and received 16 
per cent of the votes in the Senate race. 

The only Republican elected from the Leon County ballot 
was School Board member Barbara Todd who defeated 
Democrat George Lundrigan in a local race.

Faculty appointments rejected

To avoid a conflict with the Student Body 
Constitution, we regret that we cannot 
accept the faculty appointments you desig- 
nated in your memorandum of October 22," 
Union Board Chairperson Regina Largent. 
^rote in a memo to Director of Recreation 
and Leisure Services Robert Kimmel and 

McClellan. 

Article V of the constttution stipulates that 
the composition of the Board shidl be estab- 
lished by the Board. 

According to the recommendations set this 
summer by the Unioii Board task force, 
*hich included McClellan's appointed 
faculty and staff members, the omipositicm 



includes four students elected during the fall 
quarter, four students elected during the 
winter quarter, two faculty members elected 
by the Faculty Senate, one alumnus, the 
Director of Recreation and Leisure Services, 
and two career service or administrative and 
professional members. 

In appointing the faculty and staff 
members, McClellan said he wished that a 
full complement oi the Union Board would 
* 'carefully review the proposal" of restruc- 
turing set by the summer task force. 

"We can accept the appointment of Edwin 
F. Norwood, Ernest Williams and Dave 
Riddle, as these appointments do not appear 
to be m conflict with the constitution." 
Largent said. 

McClellan said yesterday that he has not 
yet had time to read tiie Largent memo and 
therefore would not comment. 

'*I ahve to do some researdi before I can 
give an opinion," Kimmel said. 



Simmons would not com- 
ment on statements made by 
Sliger and FSU President 
Stanley Marshall to the 
effect that the program was 
"unfair to FSU" and "edu- 
cationally unsound." 

"If that's their feeling, 
we're just going to have to 
accept it," she said. 

Simmons seemed optimis- 
tic about the chances for 
success under Action Form 
Two, despite the consider- 
able opposition that has 
surfaced at FSU and the lack 
of any consensus among 
faculty members at FAMU.

"The state has passed a good coHective bngaining law," 
Markdsald. "The legislature wants these thnigs to be settled 
instead of having a crisis with President Marshall every 
week." 

The BOR is doing "everything it can to stifle our effort" 
including the hiring of a Syracuse, New York consultant fum to 
advise them on labor relations. Markel sakl. 

"The state university system is being run by non-teacMng 
bureaucrats who have destroyed professionalism and 
coilegiality," Markel, a speech professor at the University of 
Florida, contended. "The university is the only organization 
with institutionalized mistakes — Stanley Marshall is an 
institutionalized mistake.'* 

Markel said that UFF would want to hold an election, even 
though the union could become the legal agent for faculties 
without one. 

According to the collective bargaining law, if a union has 
expressed support through authorization cards of over 50 per 
cent ofthe state faculties, it may become the bargaining agent. 

"1 don 't think it 's physically possible for us to have a hearing 
on elections and unit definitions before January. ' * Carl Lange, 
PERC coordinator said. 

"Once the BOR and the unions have come to an agreement 
over what the actual employe union is, it must come before the 
commission for authorization." Lange said.

Student Senate elections and recent allegations 
concerning inappropriate phone calls by Student 
Body President David Aronofsky, Student 
Goverament seems to be reeling from one scandal 
after another. 

There have been a number of ballot irregularities 
for the past few Student Government elections, but 
this time the forgeries of write-in candidates could 
have led to the selection of invalid officers. 
Fortunately, the situation took care of itself when 
neither of the questionable candidates were elected . 

But it is quite possible that a situation of this 
nature could develop again in the near future. 
Student Government officials and the Electimis 
G>mmission should now begin to dose all of the 
loopholes to prevent any further tampering. 
, Also caught in the third floor crunch is Student 
Government President^David Aronofsky, who has 
reportedly indulged in a number of long distance 
I^one calls to members of his family at the state's 
expense. Questions have also been raised over two 
trips that Aronofsky made to Chicago and Austin, 
Texas for the purpose of attending educational 
conventions. 

Aronofsky, in a fashion that would make Nixon 
proud, has denied any wrongdoing and claims that 
in due time he will reveal everything. Aronofsky 
says that each of the phone calls were made in the 
interest of Student Government, but that it would 
not serve his interest to explain further. 

If indeed Aronofsky has nothing to hide or be 
afraid of, then he should clear up the allegations by 
telling all of the facts and the circumstances 
surrounding the phone calls. Public officials are 
always <^n to charges and accusations by their 
opponents or people who may misunderstand the 
situation. And if officials respond quickly and 
openly to the statements, then usually there is no 
cause to take any further action. 

But when elected officials such as Mr. Aronofsky 
retreatinto^rottdsofvagueand evasive answers, it 
is time to worry. Own up, David — either you did or 
you didn 't . We don 't want to hear any more of these 
*'when the time comes" explanations.

While I agree with 
O'Reillv when he states that 
It IS unfair to attack parents 
as "racist white Americans 
and hypocrites for attempt- 
ing to provide their children 
with a sound education," the 
issue in South Boston is far 
from simply an educational 
matter, it is in every way a 
racial issue. 

For seven years I lived in 
an area that breeds "little 
platoons" of racist bigots 
every generation. An area 
that condoned the actions of 
their little "comunity men.** 
when they vandalized and 
burned down the house 
which was to home the only 
Mack family in South 
Boston. During my exper- 
iences there. I watched in 
horror as the first and only 
black pupil at South Boston 
High was hung by his feet 
from a third story window, 
witnessed myself the suf- 
ferings of the second and 
only black, a frightened girl 
as she attempted to with- 
stand the assauh on her li- 
berties by several of James 
H Burke Jr.*s community 
spirited Irishmen. I was 
beaten as well for simply 
picking up her books after 
she was thrown to the 
ground and spat on.

Wake Up Your Mind

Introduction and Registration for a new series of 
Speed Reading classes will be tonight at 7:30 in Room 
201 Longmire. 

This special course presented for FSU students by 
Student Government teaches a moten way of 
im|»t>ving and increasing reading speed and eompre- 
hension. The coarse reveals the important secrets 
behind speed reading that in themselves will help to 
double or triple your current reading rate. 

According to J. R. Witmer, A.A.E.H., the instructor 
and Director of the Cybernetic Institute, the abridged 
course is more convenient, taking only two weeks, than 
commercial or school courses lasting a quarter, but it is 
more difficult, and only students who are serious about 
changing their slow reading habits should enrolL 

Ahready, nearly 1800 FSU students have taken the 
course, making it one if the largest and most successful 
self-improvement courses on campus. Results from the 
class show up fast, most students double their reading 
ability within the first two nights, over 70 per cent of th(> 
students are able to reach 800 wpm by the fourth and last 
sessions. There is an increase in comprehension too, as 
the class learns to become more active and searching in 
their reading, rather than remaining passive in their 
mental attitude as they read. 

A poll of students' feelings about the effects of this 
course and Witmer's special teaching and motivation 
nwthods riiow 44 out of 45 feel they ha ve profited from 
the eourse. Tliat Is a significant pooit in frivor of the 
course. 

Before being faced with approaching finals, you can 

take this two-week course, learn to improve yourself 
and your own reading. It's a good feeling to be making 
headway through all your req uired text reading that lies 
ahead as well as catch up on what you are behind.

Big Brother may be coming^ but he's not here yet

FSU's computer system H 

a cursory glance appears to 
be something straight out of 
the Orwellian future, but Big 
Brother is not expected to be 
watching you any time soofi, 
at least not at FSU. 

An intricate array of 
checks and counter-checks, 
tight security, and careful 
management has been set 
up to insure that 1984 never 
becomes reality. 

Although Honeywell 
12oos, CDC 6400z, and IBM 
360SOs all have the ominous 
ring of Machiavellian me- 
chanical brain trusts, they 
are in fact only non-thinking 
machines that do what they 
are told. 

FSU is presently telling 
two different computers to 
perform two essentially 
different functions. The 
Northwest Regional Data 
Center (NRDC), a six-day a 
week. 24-hour a day 
operation housed in the 
windowless recesses of the 
Williams Building, is using 
its IBM 36050 to perform a 



myriad of administrative 
tasks ranging from registra- 
tion to maintaining a student 
data base. Research and 
instruction are the primary 
functions of the Computer 
Center's CDC 6400 and 
newly acquired PLATO 
system. 

The NRDC has come a 
long way since 1%1 when it 
was equipped with a 
computer that could do little 
more than sort ocmiputer 
cards, according to the 
Center's system analysist 
Bill Norwood. 

Their present computer 
can handle a million bks of 
informatkm and provides 
services for the Board of 
Regents, Florida A&M, and 
the University of West 
Florida, as well as FSU. 

Much of the Center's FSU 
operation revolves around a 
student data base. In 
connection with this, Nor- 
wood and his associates are 
planning to make extensive 
use of what are referred to as 
Cathode Ray Tubes (CRT).

Faculty cautious of resigi lation 



Muted caution character- 
ized faculty reaction Wed- 
nesday to FSU President 
Stanley Marshall's state- 
ment that he will resign if an 
informed majority of the 
faculty feels he should. 

An unscientific random 
sample of faculty found 
general dissatisfaction 
among those questioned with 
the job Marshall is doing, but 
no organized movement to 
bring about his resignation 
was apparent. 

Dr. Greg Choppin. Chem- 
istry Department chair- 
person, said he had "not 



always been pleased with the 
job President Marshall has 
done, but to come out blankly 
for resignation would 
strengthen the administra- 
tion's position because we 
would be seen as agitators." 

Choppin said he does 
believe there is "general 
unrest among a large 
segment of the faculty." but 
he said he is against taking a 
general vote among the 
faculty to settle the question. 

"It would be a popularity 
thing: we would have to 
sharpen the issues," Chop- 
pin said. "I could see a group 
of faculty examining the 



direction of the university 
and coming up with 
recommendations to change 
that direction." 

Dr. Robert Fisher, chair- 
person of the American 
Association of University 
Professors (AAUP) chapter 
at FSU. said it was time for 
caution. 

"We have to see how 
things develop," Fisher said. 
"If a suitable mechanism can 
be found for asking the 
faculty's reaction to this 
question, I think it should be 
asked. I think a lot of people 
are thinking on how to posie 
this question of resigna- 



tion." 

Fisher said he saw no 
movement to take an 
immediate vote on the issue. 

Dr. Hardin Goodman, 
Humanities undergraduate 
department chairperson, 
said "Nobody is about to 
start a petition." He said he 
believed the faculty and 
administraton often viewed 
the same issues but did not 
always attach the same 
priority to them. 

•'This resentment has 
been progressively building 
for a long time." Goodman 
said. "What form it will take

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
— Presidefit Ford sees 
the oongrcsskMial elec- 
tions as no defeat for 
himself nor his policies 
and asks the victorious 
Democrats to join him in 
beating inflation, the 
chief White House 
spokesman said Wed- 
nesday. 

"The President said to 
me he expects Congress 
to act responsibly; we will 
act responsibly; we will 
meet them halfway,** 
News Secretary Ron 
Nessen said. "He doesn't 
consider the economy to 
be a partisan issue. 

"The President is 
holding out a hand 
saying let's work toge- 
ther because this prob- 
lem is too important to 
play politics.

Nessen said there is 
**no gloom, no despera- 
tion** in the White 
House. 

*'lt wasn*t a very good 
day for Republicans and 
it wasn't a very good day 
for Republicans he cam- 
paigned for." Nessen 
said. He rejected any 
idea the Democratic tide 
was a rejection of the 
President or his policies 
although Ford 
campaigned for 47 candi- 
dates as Vice President 
and following his taking 
office Aug. 9, barn- 
stormed across the nation 
for the GOP. 

"Nobody here feels 
yesterday's election was 
a vote of no confidence in 
the President's economic 
program," Nessen said. 

Although Ford called 



inflation the No. 1 cam- 
paign issue. Nessen said 
that **we wouldn't dis- 
agree that it was a refer- 
endum on Watergate.*' 

Ford is pushing for the 
lame duck Congress to 
enact his program — in- 
cluding economic action 
and confirming Nelson A. 
Rockefeller as vice presi- 
dent — and Wednesday 
beginning work on a 
hold-the-line 1976 bud- 
get. 

Ford stayed up until 
1:30 a.m. monitoring re- 
sults and telephoning 
congratualtions to Re- 
publican survivors inclu- 
ding governors-elect 
James Rhodes of Ohio 
and William Milliken of 
Michigan plus Sen. 
Robert Dole of Kansas.

U.S. District Court Jud^ 
John J. Sirica took no imme- 
diate action but was ex- 
pected to hear oral argu- 
ments on the demand within 
a few days, with the jury ab- 
sent.

"Mr. Parkinson is entitled to 
a trial under circumstances 
where his counsel can de- 
fend him forewarned of the 
existence of evidence which 
the government has termed 
'a bombshell.* ** 

That "bombshell," which 
surfaced Monday with the 
jury out, is a memorandum 
written two years ago by 
bugging conspirator E. 
Howard Hunt Jr. that links 
the administration to pled- 
ges of hush money and par- 
dons for the Watergate 
burglars. 

Hunt had denied writing 
such a memo until a month 
ago, when he admitted it to 
the prosecutors.

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Democrats now 
given a chance 



With Tuesday's etection tesiUts tabulated, it is 
clear that the nation's voters have rejected the 
politics of former President Richard Nixon and 
current President Gerald Ford, and turned to the 
Democratic Party for leadership. 

There is little doubt that the economy was by far 
the fccemost issue on voters' minds. Even 
President Ford acknowledged that the voters had 
apparently spurned his economic proposals and 
that he must now work with Democrats to solve the 
inflation cri«s. A whole slew of new Democratic 
leaders are readily avulabte for Ford to summit 
with as the Party consistently racked up victorks 
across the nation. 

This election most certainly reflected the 
changing attitudes now permeating the political 
process. In Omnecticut, Ella Grasso became the 
first woman to be elected to a governorship. 

1972 presidential losers were winners as 
Senator George McGovern was re-elected along 
with Refvesentatives Shirley Chisholm and Wilbur 
Mills. Missouri Senator Thomas Eagletim was 
tapped for a second six-year term and Gary Hart, a 
former campaign aide for McGovem, was elected 
for his first term as a Senator from Colorado, 
ousting Republican Peter Dominick by a big 
margin. 

All totaled, the Democrats picked up 45 seats in 
the Horn and five seats in the Senate while 
increasing their governorship total by five. This is 
quite a turn of events in view of the sweeping 
presidential victory which the Republican Nixon 
enjoyed in 1972. 

The PCTiocratic mandate is hopefully a sign tfiat 
the country can now turn itself around and be 
guided by resourceful leadership. Many of the 
newly elected officials bring to their positions fresh 
ideas and invigorating personalities. The results 
are enooaraging, especially after tbe many 
indictments and scandals wimh have recently 
plagued both local and federal governments. 

The potential is present, we have now only to 
exploit it.

The point of the letter is to 
bring to your attention my 
awkward situation and 
maybe save your future. 

On the 12th day of Sep- 
tember, 1974, at one p.m. I 
was arrested by a Detective 
Hicks. After being jailed, I 
was told my arrest was for 
iO^aUy receiving the ser- 
vices of Clearview Cable TV, 
supposedly by numing a 
wure to a small four oodet 
box on the side of our apart- 
ment house. 

Approximately four 
months ago I made a con- 
tract wfth Qearvicw CaWe 
TV to provide my apartment 
with cable, but they later 
(fenied their service existed 
at any point on my street. 
When I informed them, at 
this point, that a cable line 
did exist, they told me an in- 
vestigation would be made 
and that any illegal lines 
would be disconnected. No 
such investigation ever took 
place, so I contacted them 
again with the same restult, 
nothing! My logical conclu- 
sion was that either they had 
chosen to deny me the 
service, or that their com- 
pany was so poorly managed 
that they were unable to 
provide the service. 

Three months later, I am 
arrested, jailed and charged 
with a felony, for a cable line 
I attempted to inform Clear- 
view of. My lawyer expects a 
fee of $1500 to defend me, 
not to mention a fine or five 
years in prison I may have to 
serve. In conversation with 
the manager of Clearview 
Cable TV in TaUahassee, he 
told me that "the Stitte 
Attorney's Office," which 
Hicks works for, "is oat to 
hang somebody on that 
diarge." WeU, people, I re- 
fuse to be used as a "scare- 
crow," 1^ local auth or iti es. 

What is really pathetic is 
the fact thitt since I oould not 
obtain caMc, I never boi^ht 
atv, nor have I ever owned a 
tv as kmg as I have lived 
here at fliis a<kiress. There 
were seven other people be- 
sides myself that, under law, 
are as guilty as I am 
assumed to be, tmt they 
have not been touched, 
though the authorities have 
full knowledge of this feet. 
My advise to you is not to do 
business with Clearview 
Cable TV, unless you are 
willing to take the risk.

The 
swimming team, which is 
supposed to complete its 
workout by 5 p.m., has 
continually remained in tiie 
pool until almost 5:30.

Now the latest 
indignity: the pool is going to 
close at 5 p.m. and we won't 
be able to swim at all. 

Numerous persons have 
attempted to work out an 
equitable solution to the 
problem, but Mr. Carlyle, 
the swim coach, and Mr. 
Kimmel, the university 
official in charge of the 
Leisure Program Office, have 
offered only to allow the pool 
to remain open from 5 to 5:30 
on a trial basis for two weeks. 
If enough students (in the 
officials' judgment) do not 
use the pool during that time, 
it wnM be dosed at 5 p.m. Of 
course, the university does 
not appfy the sane rale to its 
otiier focflities in lequiriiig 
that a eertito munher of 
persons use the track or the 
library between certain 
hours, or else they wiU dose 
the track or tiie library to aH 



Several of us have bad 
p r o blems , and our docttin 
have ordered us to sv^nr 
daily.

More than anjrthing, that verse describes the feeling one 
?ets when listening to the music of Jimmy Seals and Dash 
Crofts. Their sound is intricately produced yet innately 
simple, capable of creating and evoking a variety oi 
emotions in any listener. The nnnmial harmonies weave 
around one another in an almost oriental fashion, 
supplementing a curious (rf jais, rodk, eom^, blues 
and classical modes. 

Seals and Cn^ know how to please with a show en- 
compassing everything from delicate^ hauntmg but honest 
vocals to lively sax soloa and deetric mandolin blues riOk 
And it's not altogether uncommon to find to andienee 
in with rfappfng hands and ctomping feet, lor tke 

sound and feeling of Seals and Crafts* music is, in a word, 

unique. 

At the age of five, Jimmy Seals was both learning the 
PMtar and playing a Sears catatog fiddle given him by, las 
grandfather. By age nine, he was a Texas State FkMle 
(Champion and a steady member of eoontry groups travelii^ 
throughout Texas. He soon mastered the tenor saxophone. 
*hich remained his primary instrument until the formalion 
01 Seals and Crofts years later. 

Crofts, too, showed uncanny early musical ability, 
he studied piano classics at the urging of his mother. He 
^jentually lost interest, giving into other pursuite sudi as 
P aying ball for awhile, but the music of a smaU late night 
j^mphis rhythm and blues sUtion rekindled the desire to 
P^y and he took up drums. 

^mmy and Dash met in junior high school and eventually 
members of a musical group that lasted throughout 
^school. After graduation, they headed for California in 
^and became part of the Champs, whose hit "Tequila* 
^ 'ix million copies. The Champs toured the world for 
on the strength of their hit. until one day. they 
7^ wto obscurity. 
Da k Croats' next venture was a group called the 
'^nbreakers with Dash on drums. Jimmy on rhythm 
sax, Louie Shelton on guitar and Joey Bogan on 
J^- Three female singers, all sisters, rounded out the 
nurrilH^*^ within two years Louie, Dash and Joey had 
girls, ail daughters of manager Marcia Day. It 



was Marcia who carried the seed of Jimmy and Dash*s 
eventual decision to become Baha'is. but during one of the 
group's many meetings where discussions of the Faith and 
the Writings took place, the Dawnbreakers decided to go 
their separate ways. 

**We just felt the need to be alone, to study and find 
ourselves — what we were and what we had truly become as 
individuals," recalled Dash. 

During this period. Dash began to play mandolin and jam 
with Jimmy quite often. The music was different from 
anything they had done in the past. 

**We knew that this writing did not emanate from us," 
said Jimmy. "CaU it what you will, bnt I guess we got tuned 
into a higher force and higher awareness." 

**We found the Truth and onr vehicle lor e xprr s i ing it was 
our mu«c** added Dash. 
Thus Seals and Crofts was formed. 
Jimmy and Dash recorded three albums before the 
release id *^ufflm«r Breeze.** That record laid the 
foundation for what was to be a nuijor new force in the mumc 
of tke 70*s with hits Uke "Summer Breew** and *^innming- 
bffd.** Their next disc **Diamond Girl,** went goM in four 
days and platinum soon alter. 

Seals and Crifts are ciirrentiy readying th^ newest LP, 
**Unbom Child,** for release. Notably, ^ omitains thdr first 
public stand on a cruckl issue <^ the day, abortion. As the 
title cnt, it is a moving and meaningful ex p e ri e n ce. Other 
songs inchide **Desat People,** Dance 1^ the light of the 
Moon" and *Xedges." 

Jimmy and Dash are also workteg on a book chronicling 
thefr history and the lives of the people around them. 
Centering around 7818 Hollywood Blvd., onee the hoime of 
Marcia Day, known as '*Marcia's Plaee," (now torn down) 
the book talks of the groups in terms of the people 
influencing their lives. 

Seals and Crofis wiD also be dmng a television qiecial in 
April or May <rf 1974. 

Unity, a baste Baha'i prmdple, is present and evident in 
hoth the lyrics and music of Seals and Oofts, and music is a 
worM language which has the power to bntk 4amn the 
barriers raised by racial national and rel^;kNis b^otry. in 
that way , the musk of Seab and Crofis has moved many an 
audience to great spiritual heights. But they are not, 
however, musical evangefists, preferring not to engage in 
onstage proseljrtising. Instead, Senii and Crofts invites the

"We believe that the arts and sciences reflect the 
progress of mankind," said Jimmy, "and what we*re trying 
to do is put in our mumc what is happenmg for ua and hope 
that it displays some progress."

according to Dr. George 
Bedell, BOR director of 
personnel and faculty rela- 
tions. 

**There are a lot of bridges 
to be crossed before an 
election can be held,** 
Bedell, formeriy of the FSU 
Department of Religion, 
said. 

•'What they're (PERC) 
doing now is establishing 
procedures for elections." 
Bedell said. "UFF wanted to 
talk about recognition of their 
union and the holding of an 



election, but those rules 
haven't been determined." 

The PERC hearings are 
scheduled to adjourn Friday 
afternoon. 

Once election procedures 
are set down, the bargaining 
unit must be determined, 
according to Bedell. In order 
to be recognized by PERC. a 
union must have signed 
cards from 30 per cent of the 
faculties in the state. The 
UFF and the American 
Association of University 
Professors (AAUP) have 
emerged as unions with the 
stongest faculty support. 
Bedell said.

President Stanley Marshall redefined his position on 
resigning at the Student Semite meeting Wednesday night. 

* i wouldn't rush into resignatkni/* Marshall said. **lf after 
the issues were heavily weighed, and people were not carried 
away, and the majority of the fixity wanted my resignation. I 
would resign.** 

Marshall said his earlier statements had been 
misrepresented in Wednesday *s Flambeau and Tallahassee 
Democrat. 

"However, 1 don*t believe much of what 1 read about me in 
the Flambeau, as 1 expect that yov (the Senate) don't believe 
much of what you read atKNit yoa,** he said. 

A number faculty members have expressed a lack of 
confidence in Marshall's ability to run the universitv. -Several 
have openly called for the president*s resignation, but other 
have acted with more caution. 

"Nobody is about to start a petition,** said one faculty 
member Wednesday. **But the resentment has been building 
for a long time.** 

Marshall first mentioned the possibility of resigning as the 
speaker at a lecture series dealing with ways to humanize the 
university Tuesday. He said then that he "would resign if a 
majority of the faculty, who were informed of the issues, 
wanted me to." 

"It was a cordial, constructive exchange," Marshall said of 
Tuesday's discussion. "I even sat down while giving my 
speech ' ' when the fifteen to twenty people present chose to sit 
in an informal circle to discuss issues, Marshall said. 

He also reaffirmed his belief that a majority of the faculty 
will not ask for his resignation. 

A coupon appears on page four today which allows the 
faculty to voice their opinion on the issue of Marshall's 
resignation. Faculty members must sign their name and 
department to verify the vote, but all information will be held 
confidential.

were "still some bad aspects to the bill." 

Marshall said the most trouble stems from 
the fact that although SG now has the 
authoritv to spend the A&S fee, the fiscal 
responsibility for the money still lies within 
the administration. 

•*We need to remove some responsibility 
from the administration, or return control to 
the administration," Marshall said. 

In speaking on parking problems, Marshall 
said * 'we will always have a bit of discontent" 
and the essence of the problem is that there is 
not enough space available for the amount of 
cars on campus. 

Although there have been suggestions to 
buy land^ around the campus for parking 
spice. Marshall said there is not enough land 
avaiUble to accommodate the growing 



demand for space. 

••We will have to move to multi-stofy 
parking facilities," Marshall said. Marshall 
has asked the Board <^ Regents to give prime 
consideration to an allocation of $3.63 million 
for three multi-level parking complexes which 
would house approximately 640 cars. 

Marshall also suggested a bond issue to 
finance the building of a garage, using 
parking charges to pay off the issue. 

"Extending campus bus service to the 
stadium is a commendable idea." Marshall 
said. "If anvbodv has good ideas, the 
administration is open to those ideas." 

In defending his affirmative action policy, 
Marshall said ''We have not tried hard 
enough in the past to employ minorities. 

"While I believe the prime mission of the 
universitv is academic excellence, we are also 



the employer of 5,000 people," Marshall 
said. ••We have an obligation to do what 
Coca-Cola and U.S. Steel do — that is. 
provide a better opportunity for blacks and 
women. 

**If somebody doesn't apply some 
pressure, how does anyone without experi- 
ence get on the inside of the job market?"

WASHINGTON — U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica 
Thursday declared Richard 
M. Nixon's secret tapes to 
be proper evidence in the 
Water^^ate cover-up trial, 
overriding defense objec 
tions that the\ were illegal 
wiretaps and thus inadmis- 
sablc.

Kissinger continues Mideast plans 



JERUSALEM (UPI) — Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger rounded off his talks with Arab leaders and flew lo 
Israel Thursday apparently convinced that the door remains 
open for his step-by-step Middle East settlement formula 
which he believes to be **the only possible erne.** 

Kissinger met King Hussein in the Jordanian capital of 
Amman Thursday, then flew to Damascus for talks with 
Syrian President Hafez Assad, most likely th^ toughest Arab 
stop. 

In Jerusalem, Kissinger was informing Israeli leaders of 
the conclusions he had reached from talks in Egypt, Saudi 
Arabia, Jordan and Syria. 

After his two-hour talk with Hussein, Kissinger told 
newsmen: 



ISoviets comment on 
Democratic sweep 

MOSCOW (UPI) — The Soviet Union's newspapers 
said Thursday the U.S. election results reflected 
disillusionment with the Republicans rather than 
cntliusiasm for the Democrats. 

The Government newspaper. Izvestia, said voters were 
influenced by Watergate and the economy. 

* 'The results reflect discontent with the ailing economy, 
with inflation and with growing unemployment. They 
reflect fears that the present economic recession will 
develop into a true crisis." Izvestia said. 

Describing the Watergate affair as "a symbol of 
political corruption." Izvestia's Washington correspond- 
ent. Stanislav Konfrashev, said "On the eve of the 
elections, much was said about the scepticism of 
Americans. This was manifested in the apathy of the 
voters. 

"Despite noisy calls for civic consciousness, it proved 
impossible to rouse voters into activity." 

The Communist party newspaper Pravda said "The 
results cannot be regarded as an expression of broad 
support for the Democratic party." 

Izvestia said the vote was "not so much for as against." 



"I have explained that the United States would continue to 
make efforts to bring about a just and lasting peace in the area 
on the basis of the step-by-step method which we believe to be 
the only possible one.** 

Kissinger had earlier obtained new support for his efforts 
from Egyptian President Anwar Sadat and King Faisal of 
Saudi Arabia. 

But the Syrians, known to be adamantly opposed to partial 
solutions of a kind that could leave Syria*s demand for Israeli 
withdrawal from the Golan Heights unsolved, apparently did 
not budge from their stand.

The program planning of 
the Leisure Program Office 
displays a lack of considera- 
tion for the entertainment 
needs of blacks. This can be 
witnessed by the tjrpc of en- 
tertainment that was 
brought to campus last year 
and the intended entertain- 
ment planned by this or- 
ganization for this year.

After the demise of the Dawnbreakers, Jtmniy Seals and 
f>tah Crofts found themselves at a crossroads of their 
lifetimes. 

Neither particularly wanted to get back into the music scene 
immediately, and considered this respite an opportunity to do 
some soul searching. 

"We just felt the need to be alone, to study and find 
ourselves — what we were and what we had truly become as 
individuals,** Crofis said. 

At this point in time. Crofts began learning the mandolin 
and jamming with Seals quite often. The combination of 
guitar, mandolin and writing, featuring tight, high harmonies 
was unlike anything they had heard up to that time. They 
knew something other than worldly ambition was causing 
these changes. 

"Call it what you will," Seals said, "but I guess we got 
tuned into a higher force and higher awareness.'* 

Thus, Seals and Crofts were born. 

Three albums were recorded before their first truly big hit 
after "Tequila." "Summer Breeze" was the turning point, 
and proved that low-key. somewhat spiritual lyricism and 
easy, flowing instrumentals could sell to a generation raised 
on the Allman Brothers and Led Zeppelin. 

Two songs paved their way to gold from that LP, the title 
song and "Hummingbird." which exemplified the natural 
feeling of love and peacefulness. 

"Diamond Girl," their next Warner Brothers album, was 
gold four days after its release and platinum soon after. On 
the strength of two solid singles ("Diamond Girl" and "We 
May Never Pass This Way Again") this disc lasted over a year 
on Billboard's Hot 100 album chart. 

"Unborn Child" followed, and artistic success was trailed 
by controversy resulting from their first public stand on an 
emotional issue. The anti-abortion position aroused the ire of 
several feminist groups, but this had little effect on the 
album's sales. The title song proved to be as lilting and 
memorable as any song they had done to that time, and 
received much airplay on AM commercial stations. 

Seals and Crofts have recently been back to the recording 
studio, and a new LP is expected to be released before 
Christmas. 

This concert tour is actually only a 10-day circle of prime 
markets. Daryl Stewart, LPO Assistant Director, believes

**We are getting less 
qualified personnel l>ecause 
the requirements have been 
lowered, but the duties 
remain the same. And of 
course, the pay scale has 
been drastically reduced,'* 
he said. 

Miller agreed that the 
downgrading is detrimental, 
* 'especially for the morale of 
the employes." Miller said 
the state action was "shock- 
ing." 

There has been specula- 
tion am«>ng some library em- 
ploves that this policy 
might be related to the 
sute's efforts to insure de- 
segregation in all facets of 
employment. 

State regulations specify 
minimal qualificatioas for 



applicants opting for a un 
verstty job. Usually the de- 
partment will requure a 
further set of qualifications, 
but these hiM^e come under 
fire because tiie state believe 
they may be prohibkive, 
according to the library 
spokesperson. 

Consequently, l>ecause of 
both state and university af- 
firmative action polldes, un- 
qualified individuals are 
being granted jobs that re- 
quire more specialized skills 
than they may possess, the 
spokesperson sa^. 

"StiMlents are getting the 
shaft in the long run since 
almost ail areas of student 
involvement on campus will 
suffer wkhottt adequately 
personnel,** he said.

MIAMI — As ihc final gun sounded 
Friday night in the Orange Bowl, tlnding the 
Seminoles winners for the first time in two 
years, the FSU sideline exploded in ecstasy 
as the pent-up emotions and frustrations of 
20 defeats escaped in all directions. 

As Miami players across the field trudged 
off with their heads hung in embarrassment, 
the Seminoles pounded each other's backs 
and carried coaches off the field on their 
shoulders. A knife was quickly produced 
from the dressing room and a small square of 
pol3^urf from the Orange Bowl's west end 
zone was cut loose to be brought back to 
Tallahassee. 

President Stanley Marshall faced tele- 
vision cameras nearby amidst the chaos. In 
the dressing room. Head Coach Darrell 
Mudra did the same, surrounded by an 
inpenetrable knot of sportwriters from all 
over the state, many of whom were covering 
a winner for the first time in quite a while. 

Senior offensive lineman Bob Jones wept 
openly for joy as he tightly clutched the game 
ball. A sportswriter from Central Florida 
giggled and hugged ever>' player he could 
find, while other newsmen scurried to get 
as many quotes as possible before deadlines. 

Athletic Director John Bridgers circulated 
about, congratulating the players and grin- 
ning broadly, as did Vice President Steve 
McOeUan. 

**1 feel great,** Bridgers said as the cele- 
Inmting went on around him. don*t know if 
I've ever enjoyed a win more — and I don*t 
think Tve ever waited as long for a win, 
either.** he laughed. 

Sophomore defensive back Joe Camps, 
whose interception late in the fourth quarter 
insured the victory, said, '*! tell you. it*s 
great. AU year, Oiach Mudra hia told us to 
play Ifte men and to play the game the way it 
was supposed to be played. Tonight that's 
what we did. tt feels reaBy good." 



Senior linebacker Bert Cooper, who led the 
team once again in tackles, said. "I'm glad 
for the coaches and the team, it's been a long 
time and it's been hard."

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U.N. explosion I Arms breakthrough foreseen

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — A bomb explosion damaged 
the United Nations Association book store and 
information center early Sunday. A caller later told a 
newspaper and a radio station the blast was related to the 
F*alestinc Liberation Organization. 

Police said the bomb went off shortly before 3 a.m. at 
the book store in the Wilshire district and caused about 
S5.CHX) damage to the store. It also blew out plate glass 
windows in three nearby businesses. 

Investigators said a young male caller telephoned the 
Los Angeles Times switchboard and radio station KFWB. 
an all news station, but they were not able to interpret 
whether the bombing was a warning to, or from, the PLO. 

There w ere no injuries in the blast, police said. The area 
was virtually deserted at the time. In each instance, the 
caller signed off with the words, "never again,** a slogan 
used in the past by the Jewish Defense League. 

One police source said the blast had the intensity of 
from 15 to 20 sticks of dynamite, but officers could not 
immediately determine the type of explosive. Some bomb 
fragments were recovered from the store. 



WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger thinks he finally 
may have achieved a 
breakthrough in Moscow that 
could lead to a new 10-year 
arms limitation accord with 
the Soviet Union, aides said 
Sunday. 

President Ford and Soviet 
leader Leonid I. Brezhnev are 
expected to discuss an 
emerging Soviet-American 
joint approach to long-term 
arms control when they meet 
at Vladisvostok this month. 

It was unclear, however, 
whether the two statesmen 
would announce a significant 
step forward after their 
meeting. No specific details 
were available on the 
reported progress achieved 
by Kissinger during his Oct. 
23-27 visit to Moscow.

Pot amendment pushed 



Did you know that a joint in your car, if 
discovered by police, could result in the 
confiscation of your vehicle? 

An amendment that would prevent 

nnfiscation of any vehicle, vessel or aircraft 
1 violation was for possession of 35 or less 
^rams of marijuana has been proposed by 
the Rorida Organization for the Reform of 
Marijuana Laws (FORML). 

The present law calls for confiscation 
regardless of the amount of cannibis 
possessed. The state confiscated 25 to 30 
vehicles during 1973, acccH'dtng to FORML 
assistant director James East. He said the 
organization will push the amendment 
during the next state legislative sesskm. 

East maintained that alcohol is the number 
one cause of highway deaths, but penalties 
for dronken driving impose oniy the 
suspension of the convicted person's drivers 
license. 

"This is just another case of the severe 
social and legal injustice imposed cm 
^juana users,'* East said. 

According to East, FOftML is not 



encouraging the use of marijuana while 
driving a car, but merely pointing out the 
inequities between marijuana and akohol 

laws. 

"The convicted drunken driver is : subject 
to a 30-90 day suspension of his license, 
while the pot user is apt to lose his or her 
vehicle," East said. "It just isn't a fan: way 
of administering justice." 

According to Assistant State Attorney 
Gary Smigiel, **A11 we have to do is prove the 
drugs were physically in the car. We get the 
arresting officer to testify that the drugs 
were there. A chemist in the crime lab testi- 
fies that the drug found is a controlled 
substance. We alse get an affidavit from the 
Secretiuy of State showing that there are no 
leins on the car." 

Upon confiscation, some of the vehicles 
are used by the city's narcotics squad. 
Others are traded in as part of the city's 
equipment. 

East said that if the present amendment is 
not approved, FORML will push to have the 
state also confiscate motor vehides driven by 
drunken drivers.

The affair, held in conjunction with Jose Cuervo 
and Playboy Enterprises, featured July 
**Playniate" Carole Vitale and all the free tequila a 
person could stomach. Also in on the activity was 
the "honorable" Mayor of Tallahassee Eari 
Yancey who served as an Honorary Chairperson for 
the evening. 

Our civic minded mayor, mi behalf oi the dtizras 
€i Tallahassee, presented Miss Vttate widi a key to 
the city. 

The event was publicized as an attempt to **kick 
off Homecoming week in a manner which had never 
been attained before and to unify the Greek 
System, " but in actuality, it was nodiing more tfian 
an advertising gimmick for both Playboy and 
Heublein, Inc. 

In a Student Government advertisement, 
members ai the media were ' 'emphatically invked 
to attend and jofai in the festivities, " leading one to 
assume that the organizers were mostly concerned 
with receiving extensive local and statewide news 
converage with the goal of publicizing Jose Ciiervo 
Tequila Gold. Furtiiermore, the presence of Kfiss 
Vitale can be construed in nothing other than sexist 
terms. The obvious connotations between those 
who drink Jose Cuervo Tequila Gold and Miss 
Vitale need not be mentioned. 

But we do not object to the party itself. If 
students want to get together and drink, while 
ogling former **Playmates," that is certainly their 
business. However we do take issue with events 
that purport to create unity between the Talla- 
hassee community and Florida State Uuversity, 
when in fact, they are nothing other than cheap 
publicity stunts. 




Wealth now means corruption 
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Money is the mother's milk of politics, unless one happens 
to be a Republican. Followers of the elephant are cursed 
when in possession of vast hordes while apostles of the ass 
are lauded when in receipt of copious quantities of cash. 
Since the Democratic Party is the people's party and the 
Republican Party is the "big business" party, it must be a 
coincidence that the Democrats heavily outspent the GOP 
last Tuesday. Due to Richard Nixon's unfortunate methods 
of raising capital, it could be some time before the real **fat 
cats" come back to the fold. 

The Democratic Party's "fat cats" are still pouring funds 
into the coffers. The Committee on Political Education

That is 
morally wrong and unconstitutional. But since the majority 
of Congress is Democratic and union-financed, nothing is 
done. COPE needs to be subjected to the same laws govern- 
ing corporate political involvement, or the laws restricting 
the corporations should be repealed.

noting that Spiro Agnew was ousted for taking monrv an: 
Nelson Rockefeller may be denied confirmaiiun bccausi' he 
gave it away. What a curse! h used to be that wealth mi r 
success: now it means corruption. A gift from Nels^)n KtKi 
feller of $50,000 is, on scale, like this writer giving awa\ fif' 
cents. It doesn't mean much, except that whoever receiwt 
my fifty cents owes me a pack of cigarettes. If Rocky lent 
anyone less than $100,000, he would be embarrassed and the 
receiver would be insulted.

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Seminoles halt 20-game loss skid; 1-8 on the year

Taking over on their 45 yard line. FSU drove to a touchdown 
in ten plavs with running backs Leon Bright and Fred Miller 
pounding the middle of Miami's line, which was without the 
services of All-American nose guard Rubin Carter. 

With the big Miami defender on the sideline in street 
clothes with a sprained ankle, FSU exploited his absence and 
finally scored when Bright scooted off right tackle, breaking 
tackles all the way to score standing up with 3:57 left in the 
first quarter. 

Miami*s ensuing drive ended on FSU*s 37 when Aaron 
Carter intercepted for FSU. The first quarter ended with the 
Seminoles driving and it took the Tribe just four plays to 
score, when a poised Mathieson found tight end Joe 
Goldsmith despite a strong pass rush. Goldsmith flew down 
the right sideline 48 yards for FSU ' s longest touchdown of the 
year. 

The Seminoles failed to score again for the duration of the 
first half, due in no small degree to the booming punts of 
Miami's Rod Huffman, who time and again turned the ball 
over to the Seminoles deep in their own territory. 

The third quarter proved to be more of the same. On FSU's 
first drive. Mathieson drove his team. to the Miami 18, where 
Ahmet Askin fwt up a field goal atten^ which was judged 
wide. 

Miami quarterback Kary Baker was eventually booed off 
the field, and in the fourth quarter sub quarterback Frank 
Glover sparked his team to a quick scoring strike. 

On his second play, Glover eluded a strong FSU pass rush 
to hit tight end Witt Beckman, who is the older brother of FSU 
tight end Ed Beckmaa, with a perfectly thrown bomb.

An officer trained in 
emergency heart care was on 
the scene in six minutes and 
massaged ^ stricken man's 
heart until an ambulance 
arrived. 



At the hospital, an electro- 
cardiogram showed no 
heartbeat for 23 minutes, 
but doctors were finally able 
to start the heart up again 
with an electric shock. 



that the fork lost three one- 
thousandths of a gram in 
weight during the bending 
process. 

Using the theory of rela- 
tivity and Max Plank's con- 
stant of action. Dr. Inomata 
suggests that the loss of 
weight is exactly equivalent 
to what would happen if a 
small portion of tiie fork 
suddenly aged many billions 
of years. 

Dr. Inomata concludes 
that mental energy which 
bends materials might cause 
a time warp — aging the 
metal in a matter of seconds, 
causing it to deteriorate and 
bend.

Ramey involvement refuted 



Denncu Kainey had no part in selling land to FSU. 
according to a denial statement issued Friday by Lee 
Fvcrhari, top administrative officer of the Commonwealth 

Corp. 

The statement also "enip'r atically denied" that there was 
any conflict of interest on the part of FSU President Stanley 
Marshall. 

Everhart*s statement was in response to press reports last 
week concerning the purchase of a parking lot at Cdpeland 
Street and College Avenue. 

The reports stated that Rainey was a director of First 
American Investment Corp., the company from which FSU 



purchased the property, and indicated that a conflict of 
intcrrsr mi^ht he involved since Rainey and Marshall are 
parint rs in another land developroent on Tallahassee's Lake 

Jackson. 

According to Everhart, Rainey "hadn't been a director of. 
or had any control over the (First american) Corporation since 
it merged with Commonwealth last January . " 

A conflict of interest in the purchase of the land did not exist 
because Rainey is not a director of the corporation. Everhart 
said. 

FSU officials have confirmed that the university was 
interested in the property before Marshall and Rainey 
became partners in the Lake Jackson development.

Trying to please every 
music lover in Tallahassee at 
the same time sounds 
impossible but that's what 
WFSU-FM is all about, as 
Jim Irwin, manager of the 
station, describes it. 

As a "non-commercial 
public radio station," 
WFSU-FM hold a unique 
position among other Talla- 
hassee radio stations. Unlike 
the other stations, it does not 
have to rely on paid 
advertisement for its exist- 
ence. 

This fact ultimately frees 
the public radio stations from 
the restrictions usually plut 
on commercial radio stations. 
For commercial stations, 
economics define the type oi 
music they play, which 
usually results in the kind 
that appeals to mass taste.

According to Irwin, who 
has been manager of 
WFSU-FM for only six

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'No merger' Marshall says

FSU and Florida A & M University will not merge ttrto a 
^ e university as a final result of desegregation measures 
w being employed within the State University S3rstem, 
I President Stanley Marshall said last night. 
Marshall appeared on the WFSU-TV program * 'Universe 
rspective** to answer questions regarding the 
ntroversia] Action Form U whieh is now being studied by 
th institutions. 

The assumption that the two universities are going to 
rt£c is wrcmg/* Marshall said. "That fits into our working 
ans nowhere." 

Marshal] said ^e unv^rdties **at one time'* served 
tferent roles within the state system but that both schools 
rrcntly serve the same purpose. Mar^aQ said he agreed 



with the idea that aU universities serve the same roles. **and 
that is to educate.'* 

Marshall did say he would encourage the depanments 
studying the feasibiltty of implementing the Action Form U 
guidelines to **pool resources voluntarily** with comparable 
FAMU departments. 

**We need to have our departments look over their 
currkula and faculties and see whidi areas ctmiplement each 
other,** Marshall said. 

Also appearing on the hour long live presentation were 
Executive Vice President Bernard Sliger, Dr. Gregory 
Choppin, associate chairperson of the Faculty Senate 
Steering Committee, and Department of Religion professor 
Dr. Charles Swain.

However, he saic^. the 
university is reluctam to re-

Burnett predicted that the 
bill wffi not have any fftU 



effect on the information 
given to recognized officers 
and service areas of the 
university. 

'1 don't see that this will 
bring about any significant 

changes in the degree of in- 
teraction between official 
units of the university." 
Burnett said. 

The bill continues to limit 
the availability of records to 
third parties, including those 
off-campus organizations 
which might misuse stud^t- 
relateddau. 



Viewed by many as tht 
most integral portion of the 
bill is the section which re- 
moves restrictions on stu- 
dent access to record infor- 
mation in office files. 

"In the past, institutions 
have imposed some restric- 
tions on information availa- 
ble to student." Burnett 
said. **But. the new law pro- 
hibits such withholding, 'we 
need to look at the merit of 
releasing student informa 
tion and new guklelines 
m;<Hi to be set.** 



Heahh. Education and Welfare (HEW) imposed September 
1975 deadline and that he agreed with one professor who 
suggested to him that "eighteen months might allow us to 
do a better job.** 

"But we don't want to use the time element as an excuse 
for doing a shoddy job," Sliger said. 



Both Sliger and Marshall said "giH>d intent'" is no\ 
important in the work currently being done on the HEW 
directive. 

"Good intent isn't enough." Marshall said. "Especially 
as far as time deadlines arc concerned." 

Choppin asked Marshall what control one institunon 
would have over the quality of courses offered at the other 
school. 

"It depends on good will and cooperation among faculty 
members as well as between the administrations of the two 

institutions." Marshall said. 

Marshall also commented on the Affirmative Action 
program now being used as hiring policy by FSU and said he 
didn't feel it is unfair to white males. 

"I don't regard Affirmative Action as being reverse 
discrimination," Marshall said. "The purpose of the 
program is to hire only qualified people, as 1 have 
emphasized repeatedly from the beginning." 

Marshall said the program has been employed by FSU for 
two years but that until recently a very small percentage of 
newly hired persons met the Affirmative Action 
requirements. 

"What we're doing now is looking at a larger p<x>l of 
people hoping it will include a higher percentage of minorii\ 
classes and women than before," Marshall said. "Now, it's 
simply a case of us putting our money where our mouth is." 

On the question of his resignation. Marshall said he didn't 
feel there is a great deal of resentment toward his presidency 
on campus 

•*People in executive positions go through periods of 
strong support as well as weak support.'* Marshall said. 
"University presidents are not chosen by polls and arc not 
typically removed by polls."

Coal miners refuse to 
work without contracts 



WASHINGTON (UPI) — Soft-coal miners, 
following their "no contract-no work" 
tradition, idled the nation's mines Tuesday. 
Some railroads and steel plants immediately 
announced layoffs or production cutbacks and 
the federal government began monitoring 
soft coal exports. 

Negotiators for the 120, 000- member 
United Mine Workers and the Bituminous 
Coal Operators Association renewed their 
protracted contract talks in Washington with 
what industry called **the toughest 
problems'* still to be settled. 

The miners have been pushing for 
increased mine safety as well as pay increases 
and improvements in sick pay and vacations. 

Neither side expressed optimism for a 
settlement before the end of the week. Union 



ratification procedures in which all the 
rank-and-file members will vote on accepting 
a new contract would take an estimated 10 
days to two weeks after that, leaving little 
hope of re-opening the mines until after 
Thanksgiving. 

UMW President Arnold Miller said some 
progress had been made in the talks but 
"Some progress is not enough to undo 40 
years of indifference and neglect." 

Farmer said he hoped a settlement could be 
reached this week but ** We're writing an 
entire contract from Page 1 to the end." 

Reports from the 25 coal producing states 
indicated the walkout was virtually complete. 
The miners, who receive no strike pay from 
the UMW, had expected the walkout and 
many had laid in stores of food and saved 
money in anticipation.

Program still 
needs research 

Under pressure from the Board of Regents and 
the Office of Civil Rights, both FSU and Florida 
A&M are currently investigating the feasibihty of 
offering joint degree programs by September. 
1975. 

In an effort to end segregation in Florida 's State 
University System, the BOR has issued the 
controversial Action Form 2 proposal. In the 
directive, FSU was asked to determine which <rf its 
degree programs can most efficiently be shared 
with FAMU. 

However, the proposed guidelines have come 
under attack from many segments of the university 
community. FSU President Stanley Marshall called 
the proposal ''educationally unsound" and 
encouraged the BOR to reject it. Executive Vice 
President Bernard Sliger said he thought the plan 
was * 'unfair'' and that FSU was being singled out 
to carry more of the burden than it should have 
to." 

By the same token, FAMU officials have not 
been overiy enthusiastic with the proposal so far. 
Gertrude Simmons, Vice President for Academic 
Affairs at FAMU. said that while some peoph at 
FSU are worried about the program, "FAMU is 
worried too." 

Some students at FSU have expressed their 
qualms about the suggested guidelines sayuig that 
a reduction in standards would come about if the 
program were implemented. 

However, as <rf now, there appears to be little 
reason for all of the worry which is prevalent among 
the students and the administration. Repeatedly it 
has been stated that Action Form 2 is still in Ae 
exploratory stages and that no hard and fast 
program has been established. Students who are 
concerned with the lowering of standards should 
take an active part in the development of the 
programs by providing mput to the numerous 
committees which have been created for that 
purpose.

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YSA asks for right to 
reorganize on campus

Banned by the Board of Regents four years 
ago. the Young Socialist Alliance (YSA) has 
recently filed papers with the administration 
to register the organization on campus again. 

However, since they have applied for 
registration on campus, YSA members have 
run into considerable opposition. 

"Assistant to the Vice President for 
Student Educational Services Lu Goldhagen 
has said that she doesn't see any reason why 
we can't be registered," YSA spokesperson 
Mimi Shepherd said. 

But Shepherd said that adrntnistrative 
ofHciais have been stalling. **and they have 
said they want to call us in and ask us if we 
want to bum buildings down.'* 

"Violence is not the point," ^lepherd said. 
They have no right iK>t to let us register on 
ampus." 

In the case of Ccmnecticut vs. the Students 
tor a Democratic Society (SDS), the Supreme 
Court ruled that the SDS has the right to 
recognition although it is considered to be a 
violent organization, according to Shepherd. 



When the Regents banned YSA from FSU. 
Brent Murky, a former YSA member, 
appealed the decision in a Tallahassee court. 

"The BOR tried to piove us a violent 
organization, but did not,'* Shepherd said. 
However, the judge upheld the BOR deci«on. 

The case was then appealed in the Fifth 
Circuit Court of Appeals in New Orleans. In a 
2-1 decision, the three judge paad catted ^ 
case moot because Murky was no longer a 
student. 

The court ruled unammonsly to vacate the 
previous court decision, which stipulates that 
the Tallahassee court ruling can never be 
used as a precedent in any other case, 
Sh^rfierd said. 

Since the YSA chi^ter has applied for 
registration, the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation has begun to hassle members 
and ex-members of the group. Shepherd said. 

"Two FBI agents contacted a former YSA 
member at work, pulled out a poster of Patty 
Hearst, and questioned the person about her 
locality," Shepherd said. * 'Obviously they 
can't really believe that Patty Hearst is in 
Tallahassee."

What WFSU-FM is "really ain iig for' is a group of people 
who will listen all day and benefit from the organie variety of 
music offered on the station, according to station manager 
Jim Irwin. 

This organic variety is the sum of the local and national 
radio shows aired on WFSU-FM. As any listener of 
WFSU-FM knows, no two days are the same as far as the 
content of the shows goes, both musically and 
informationally. 

To increase the variety of * 'cultural expresskms" already 
provided by WFSU-FM, five new shows have been added to 
the line-up since Fall b<pgan.

Both Ford and the Penta- 
gon disavowed the state- 
ment which Bro\^ n made in a 
question and ansv\ er session 
with students at Duke Uni- 
versity Oct. 10. 

Brown said that "the 
Jewish influence in this 
country. . .is so strong you 
wouldn't believe it** and 
added that Jews own many 
of the natkm's banks and 
newspapers.

Askew to ask legislature 
to clear up indictments 



(UP!) — House Speaker-elect Don Tucker 
said Wednesday Gov. Reubin Askew plans to 
ask the Legislature to tackle the Floyd Olris- 
tian indictments when it meets to organize 
next week. 

Tucker. D-Tallahasee. said Askew will call 
a one-day special session today for next 
Tuesday when legislators already will be 
here for reorganization. 

Tucker said legislators will be asked to 
diange the law on assignment of state 



attorneys out of their judicial circuit, clearing 
the way for prosecution of Christian, Trea- 
surer Tom O'Malley and others indicted by 
the Leon County Grand Jury. 

The First State Court of Appeals over- 
turned the Christian indictments last week, 
contending the Askew's appointment of 
JacksonviHe State Attorney T. Edward 
Austin to lead the grand jury was improper. 

The Supreme Court has the lower court 
decision now and Tucker said it probably will 
uphold it. 



Draft evasion reviews ordered 



WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Attorney General William B. 
Saxbe Wednesday ordered 
all U.S. attorneys to review 
the estimated 6.200 pending 
draft evasion cases and dis- 
miss all that do not appear to 
justify prosecution. 

Saxbe gave the 94 U.S. 
attorneys until Dec. 11 to 
complete the reviews unless 

a given office has more than 
250 cases to consider. In that 
event, the deadline is Jan. 
11. 

A Justice Department 
spokesman said this means 



that by some time after Jan. 
11 all persons charged with 
draft evasion will know whe- 
ther they should sign up for 
alternative service, under 
President Ford's amnesty 
program to avoid prose- 
cution. 

Saxbe ordered the U.S 



attorneys to take all reason- 
able steps to get word to the 
defendants whose cases are 
being dismissed. 

"These instructions are in 
furtherance of the spirit of 
President Ford's clemency 
program."' Saxbe said in a 
statement issued by his 
office.

The proposal suggests 
that reserved on-campus 
parking spaces be numbered 
from one to 6300, corres- 
ponding with parking stick- 
ers, h further stipulates that 
all spaces will be designated 
®" a map, so that sticker 
purchasers may choose the 
space they wish to buy. 

For a period of one week, 
the spaces will be put on sale 
^or faculty andstaff members 
at $25 a space.

All other car owners will

It has been generally agreed upon among members of die 
educational community that a university should exist for the 
purpose of creating more understanding between individuals 
and exploring methods which will bring about this end. 

However, at FSU a situation has developed which, by and 
large, refutes this assumption. All of the major segments 
which make up our community are separated, alienated and 
hostile toward one another. Students have little or no trust in 
the administration and are, at times, shunned by faculty 
members. By the same token, faculty members have been 
repeatedly lied to and misled by the administration. To make 
matters worse, the administration, rather than trying to 
create a more cohesive climate has instead been intent on 
playing one faction off against the other. 

Even though it is not always fair to place the blame for 
problems that plague an institution on one person, it is 
warranted and justified in this particular case to attribute 
FSU's languishing state to its President, Dr. Stanley 
Marshall. 

Ever since his controversial and questionable appointment 
in 1969, Marshall has slowly but deftly transformed FSU into 
a haven for wayward administrators. Disregarding 
educational considerations, Marshall has been bent on 
running the university like a major business corporation. This 
trend reached it culmination last year when Marshall finished 
up the fmal touches of his elaborate re-organization 
programs.

Oto can only assume that Dr. Marshall realizes he is io a 
precarious position and is now making an effort to enhance his 
image in the university community. However, this attempted 
change of image does not include any more truthfulness. For 
certain, students and faculty are seeing more of Dr. Marshifl 
and everyone is beginning to recognize him at first glance, but 
there is still a great deal of befiiddlement as to what his 
opinions may be.

Marshall to put aside, at least for the time being, his 
cloistered existence.

Making an appearance last week before a small group of 
graduate students and faculty members, Marshall discussed 
the possibility of his resignation from office. Later, after 
reading his statements in the media, Marshall recanted his 
position and claimed he never admitted he would resign if the 
majority of an informed faculty wanted him to. Apparently, he 
thought that the idea would prove overly invittng to dis^dent 
faculty members. 

Nevertheless, Marshall put aside the uncomfortable 
encounter and made another appearance Tuesday night on 
the television show "University Perspective." During this 
show, Marshall attempted to clear up the Action Form Two 
controversy but had little if any success. He proved once again 
that he is the master of the elusive and can evade a question 
with the best of them.

This year's barbecue will 
be hekl from 4:30 to 6:30 
p.m. on the Band practice 
field adjacent to TuUy Gym.

In addition to a delicious 
meal of barbecue, cole slaw, 
baked beans, drink and des- 
sert, the barbecue enables 
football fans to dine in com- 
fort with the assurance that 
they're only a five-minute 
walk away from Campbell 
Stadium. 

It also is a great time for 
meeting those old friends 
from in and out of town, that 
you haven't seen for many 
moons, or maybe since last 
Homecoming. 

The barbecue has always 
been a part of Homecoming 
although it has changed 
considerably over the 
years. 

When Florida State 
began playing football in 
1947, the barbecue was held 
outdo<H*s on the banks of 
Lake Bradford. Instead of 
being catered by profes- 
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sional food service people, 
the barbecue was home- 
cooked by volunteers — 
many of whom were leading 
citizens of Tallahassee. 

The workmen started 
huge fires the night before 
and the meat was slowly 
cooked and basted for 
hours, timed to be hot and 
succulent just before serv- 
ing time at noon. 

You didn't have comfort- 
able chairs and tables with 
tablecloths on them, but no 
one «u*ed. Mostly, you sat 
on the ground under the 
shade of a big oak or ambled 
about greeting ohi friends.

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Nightsticks are unnecessary for campus police 



During the week of Oct. 14. the FSU Police submitted a list 
of demands and grievances to the administration. Although 
the demands were drafted by force members who belong to 
the Police Benevolent Society (PBS), they are representative 
of the general feeling of FSU Police officers, since 16 out of 
the 20-member force are members. 

Some of the demands are: a request for evaluation of the 
promotion system; and examination of selection personnel 
for seminars; training classes and police schools; a request 
for permission to carry nightsticks; and a request for the 
removal of the prohibition against officers carrying guns 
off-duty. 

Many of the demands are valid, in my opinion. No doubt 
the promotion system evaluation will eliminate some causes 
of uptightness among officers who want to become more 
upward-mobile, as a review of shifts, overtime policies and 
eitra duty assignments will relieve some of the confusion 
regarding labor practices. 

But those last two just don't sit right with me. 

I was raised in a suburb of a city with a notoriously high 
crime rate, and I am well acquainted with everpresent news 
of shootings, rapes and all sorts of violent crimes. 

But not at FSU. 

Granted, we had a rape problem last year that was more 
than just another Excedrin headache, and I am aware that 
once in awhik fringe elements the Tallahassee oommmdty 
like to raise some tcouble on campus. 

Generally, however, Tallahassee has a pleasantly low 
violent crime rate and FSU isn't exactly the kind of campus 
where an individual has to fear for his/her Hie eveiy mlnote. 

So when an FSU Police officer says he wants to carry a 
nightstick as weO as a gun wbA Mace, I say that's othing hut 
bullshh. 

PBS spokesperson John Stevens said the necessity to carry 
nightsticks arose as a result of non-university people out to 

rip off the university oommuiiity" while carrying knives (as 
well as stolen desks, book cases and typewriters). Stevens 
feels that in such cases "a nightstidc might be more appro- 
priate than a gun" for the policemen involved in such 
circumstances. 

What 1 don't understand is the necessity to carry a night- 
stick for "self defense" as well as Mace, ^ich can inci^- 
citate an offender for up to and sometimes over an hour 

with a 10-foot squirt. 

Nightsticks are the kind of weapon that provide the 
opponunity to do much damage while lessening the risk of 
the possible accidental death of the attackee, as could be the 
case with a gun. For this reason in particular, I am against 
the granting of nightsticks to FSU Polie officers. 

I know from past experience a police officer would rather 
crack a skull than shoot someone, for dead lawbreakers are 
difficult to convict. Also, there are strict rules governing the 
discharging of a policeman's pistol, and officers despise the 
paperwork they must do every time they shoot even a 
warning shot. 

1 believe placing a three-foot five-pound nightstick in the 
hand of a police officer is much more of a temptation than a 
holsiered .38 caliber revolver. 

I know there are responsible officers that work for FSU 
^ho may never draw their guns. Mace or nightsticks unless 
faced with almost certain probable cause. But those three or 
four that may be somewhat more inclined to abuse their 
"implements of destruction" could do more damage than I'd 
like to think about. 

Speaking of guns, now that I think about it, I don't believe 
campus police should have them either. 

Contrary to what many police administrators believe, a 
criminal in the midst of committing his or her particular 
crime doesn't even think about whether or not a cop has a 
gun. it's pretty much taken for granted. Yet. the crime rate 
nationwide is appallingly high. Does this prove that guns are 
a deterrent to crime? Carteinly not.

Lecture probes desegregation

Implementation of the 
Title IX laws and Affirmative 
Action were discussed by 
Dr. Patricia Dore of the FSU 
Law faculty and Associate 
University Attorney Jean 
Parker at the Brown Bag 
Lecture Series yesterday. 

Title IX stipulates that no 
person may be discriminated 
against on the basis of sex, 
race, religion or national 
origin in educational pro- 
grams funded by federal 
agencies. 

Some problems with text- 
books and athletics * 'haven *t 
been worked out yet,*' Dore 
said. 

Dore criticized comments 
made by the Commissioner 
of the Southeastern Confer- 
ence and Flambeau Sports 
Editor John Meyer that 
appeared in the Oct. 31 issue 
of the Flambeau. 

**Both attacked the regu- 
lations of Title DC," Dore 
said. "The side where they 
came down on is where I ob- 
ject." 

Dore characterized their 
attitude as inferring * 'since 
the pie isn't big enough, you 
(women) shouldn't have 
any." 

'if intercollegiate athlet- 
ics were self-supporting, 
maybe they would have 
stronger ground," Dore 
said. "But only ten per cent 
are self-supporting in this 
country — the other 90 per 
cent are paid for by tax- 
payers. 

'i would not think our 



athieiic program is self-sup- 
porting," Dore said. Athle- 
tics which involve tax monies 
**is the point 1 have very 
serious problems with. 

"1 see no reason if the 
budget is tight that women 
should be excluded on the 
basis of sex,'* Dore said. 
Such discrimination is prohi- 
bited by Title IX provisions. 

"A female athlete is a 
threat to the money pie ais 
much as she is a threat to 
jockdom," Dore said. 

While speaking of the role 
confusion which develops in 
such situations, Dore said, 
"A woman can be a coal 
miner, a career woman, or a 
professional and still be 
feminine, whatever that 
means." 

The major cop-out of Title 
IX implementation is with 
large institutions' emphasis 
on the business of football, 
according to Dore. 

"My personal opinion is 
that the only justification for 
athletic programs is educa- 
tion experience," Dore said. 
"Problems arise with the big 
business of football. 

"Health, Education and 
Welfare is bending to the 
powers that be in intercol- 
legiate footbdl," said Dore. 

There is already an effort 



by athh tic departments to 
have ti>*>tball programs ex- 
cepted from the admission 
regulations of Title IX, which 
could ruin the programs if 
they have not met the quota 
of women, according to 
Dore. 

•We don't have an option 
on affirmative action at this 
university because of our lo- 
cation, the courts, and Title 
IX, " Dore said. 

However, Dore did say 
there are "serious prob- 
lems with the implementa- 
tion" of affirmative action at 



FSU. 

**We must act rcds*>nabl> 
as well as tairl\ . " lX>rc said. 
"The prcscfii attitude is not 
coruliKuc to really encoura- 
gmg the advancement ot 
blacks and females on this 
campus. 

"1 do not believe that is 
the intent of Dr. Marshall." 
Dore said. "1 believe the 
effort is being made in good 
faith. 

"But does it make sense 
to make a numerical gi^al 
that has no relationship to 
talent?" she said.

Steering Committee 
Chairperson Dr. Fred Stand- 
lev said some faculty mem- 
bers feel the need to make 
their feelings known through 
a general faculty referen- 
dum, but seemed to be 
against a general vote on the 

subject. 

Associate chairperson Dr. 
<jreg Choppin said such a 
general referendum may 
turn into a popularity con- 
test, and that he did not 
favor such a measure. 

"This question of resigna- 
tion could turn out to be a 
serious boomerang for the 



faculty," Choppin said. 
"The correct way to respond 
if to set up a committee to 
draw up an evaluation form 
of the administration." 

Fisher recommended ba- 
sically the same proposal in 
his letter, stating that the 
evaluation could be used to 
evaluate administrators as 
SIRS forms are used to 
evaluate faculty members. 

All members of the 
committee seemed to agree 
that some action must be 
taken. One member said the 
faculty-administration rift 
had rached "crisis propor- 
tions," and that some^ reme- 
dy must be found. 



"We aren't out to get 
Marshall." said Norejane 
Hendrickson. "We're out to 
get the best education possi- 
ble at FSU." 

Committee members con- 
stantly reminded each other 
that "Marshall started aU 
this talk of resignation," and 
that the problems might not 
be present "if he hadn't 
opened his damn mouth."

It was the vear when the world marveled at 

an around the world flight by three coura- 
geous American aviators and the young girls 
the Florida State College for Women 
(PSCVV S marveled at any male brave anough 
to set toot on campus. 

It was 1924. a year when peanuts and 
when oft-canipus women were watched over 
by motherly matrons. "Will she inspect our 
rooms every morning?" some anxious soul 
(not necessarily a freshman) wished to know. 
Someone else displayed a lively interest in 
learning where the new matron would 
reside. According to the Flambeau of the 
day, which was no doubt reassuring to the 
girls, the matron would devote herself to the 




happiness and comfort of the off-campus 
girls while living on campus. 

It was the year when the Junior Dance, 
despite the trials and minor tragedies of 
Sophomore Day. was a howling success. 
About 300 ladies and gentlemen attended. 
Rivalry was keen to get a dance with one of 
the fascinating "vasolinos" — E. Peper, E. 
Gerald, L.B. Oylen or V. Romph. Helen Dut- 
ton delighted the audience with one of her 
clever readings, which was encored by an 
essay on "Boys." The Juniors were compli- 
mented on having such a "peppy" dance to 
start off the season's festivities. 

It was the year when the Busy Bee Cafe 
was billed as the most up-to-date cafe in the 
city with its courteous treatment, prompt 
service and reasonable prices. By dialing 
"3 T.B. Bryd and Son with flieir fine 
groceries and "everything good to eat" 
could be readied. Those were the simpler 
days. 

It was the year when the meeting of the 
freshman class was blessed by the 
appearance of a mysterious Iccturor by the 



name of **Tissie." Tissie gave a short talk on 

the conduct of the FSCW girls off-campus, 
bringing out the point that a college is 
Judged by the type of girl it sends out. 

The year was also marked by the 
appearance of the greatest cellist in the 
world, Pablo Casals. Count llya Tolstoy, son 
of the great prophet of peace Leo Tolstoy, 
also appeared. The Flambeau bannered his 
coming as an event derserving the 
recognition of modern college women. They 
urged the girls to sacrifice a pot of rouge and 
get a ticket to the Count Tolstoy lecture. "Let 
the whole college, eleven hundred strong, 
turn out to do honor to an amabassador of old 
world culture!" 

Actually, there were 1,185 girls enrolled at 
the beginning of the 1924 academic year. 
According to officials at the time, the school 
was growing so rapidly that state legislators 
could hardly keep up with its progress and 
requests for increased appropriations. 
Regulations at the time required that all 
students eat their meals in the College 
dining room, which was capable of serving 
1,000 women. 

It was the year when senior class cheer 
leader Irene Chambers opened the typical 
Student Government meeting by singing the 
college song, which has since been lost to 
posterity. Several other peppy songs added a 
happy note to the meeting. One can only 
unagine the striking figure our dear 
president would present while leading the 
Senate in vibrant song. 

The year marked Tallahassee's Centennial 
and, as is the case with all such affairs, the 
finest woman in the land had to be searched 
out and heralded as Tallahassee's Own Girl. 
The winner was to lead the ceremonial ball, 
and was to have other honors showered upon 
her. A friendly contest for the purpose of 
selecting the "finest gh-1 in our midst" was 
the way it was all desc^bed. 

Such classic literary worits as "Grammati- 
cal Love" were held in high esteem by the 
proper girls of FSCW in 1926. It goes 
something like this: 

You see a beautiful girl walking down 
the street. You are struck with her 
Feminine charm. 

If she is Singular, you become 
Nominative. 

You walk down the street changing to 
the Verbal Subject and then become 
Dative. 

If she is not Objective in thb Case, 
you decide to become Plural.

The double standard 
treatment of men and 
women was harshly criti- 
cized by the 1949-50 
students. Women students 
were required to obey a 
number of restrictions that 
were not applied to the men. 
A few of these rules

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In 1954, FSU President Doak S. Campbell announced a 
record enrollment figure of 8,451. These students, like their 
contemporaries, faced a world of ctvil rights and McCarthy 
trials. But all was not on the serious side of life. 

The American college girl 1954 edition was described as a 
**honeybun who has golden hair and a smile leashed with 
atomic power." Betty Gooch and Jimmy Messinese were 
named Betty Co-ed and Joe College and Betty Wilman was 
named Homecoming Queen. 

In 1954, Frank's Drive-In was the place to eat. Faivers 
offered * 'delicious pizza pie" for 85 cents. And, naturally, you 
bought your books at Maione's and your argyle socks at Nick's 
Toggery. 

This was the year when FSU attended its second bowl game 
— and lost to Texas Western 47-20 in the Sun Bowl. 

When the school year began in September, the major points 
of controversy were well under way. On the national level, 
civil rights was the issue of most concern. The Supreme Court 
ruled in May that segregation in public education was 
unconstitutional. In a special section, the Flambeau explored 
the topic, collecting opinions from various Southern 
university newspaper editors. 

A University of Alabama statement read, "with gradual 
integration, individual Negro students will have a chance to 
demonstrate their ability. With a sudden flux, there would be 
little chance for the colored." 

"You can lead a horse to water but you can't make it 
drink, "the Mississippi "Reflector" editor said. "The United 
States Supreme Court led the nation to a turmoil laden stream 
last spring and in effect told it to drink." 

The editor of the University of North Carolina "Tarheel," 
Charles Kuralt, now of CBS News, said, **What has been said 
has been in favor of quick integratbn of Negroes into the 
University, and almost everyone here agrees that 
desegregation will be no problem when it comes — whether 
that is next week or five years away." 

Naturally, integration faced opposition in the Tallahassee 
area, but most of it seemed to come from outside the 
university community. 

The McCarthy Trial also got underway in 1954. A Gallop 
Poll indicated tliat "better educated people are nM»re inclined 
to vote against McCarthy than those with less formal 
education." Fifty-five per cent of tiiose coUegiates and past 
collegiates polled favored a vote of disapproval of McCarthy 
by the U.S. Senate. 

One item, particularly timely in view of today's political 
scene, concerns then Vice President Richard Nixon. Never 
passing up the opportunity to editorialize, the Flambeau 
editors said, "When history is recorded, it is likely that the 
crowning achievement of Vice-President Richard Nixon's 
pre-election hoodwinking will be his naked implication that 
the Democratic Party is closely associated with the 
Communist Party." 
The editorial commentary continued, "Surely voters aren't 
^ so gullible as to believe everything Mr. Nixon has fed them. 
The Republicans seem to think so though. If they're wrong, 
Mr. Nixon has pulled the stops on his fast slipping party." 

Local issues were not lacking at FSU in 1954. Students 
favored the granting of the 18-year-old vote by saying, "Our 
nation's young men and women have the greatest stake in 
today's decisions. ''What is done will affect their tomorrows; 
will determine what kind of world they can expect as their 
heritage."

One situation w hich was coming to a head that year was the 
ever-bothersome parking crunch. Some 300 cars were 
registered and stickered by students and university employes 
in what was termed an effort to "provide a means of quick 
identification of all cars involved in parking or traffic 
violations on campus.*' 

Fines for parking violations were an inflated 50 cents when 
paid within 24 hours of the offense. The price of parkig errors 
increased to a maximum of $1 .50 if the offender was slow in 
paying his or her debts to society. 

Student Government had its problems, too, this year. The 
Flambeau reported, **It's hard to understand why the FSU 
student body ignores its Student Government. The issues are 
not lacking in Student Government, but there is a huge void 
where interest should be." 

Another report stated, **The 1964-55 Student Senate had 
enough crnitroversial moments to satisfy even the most 
ambitious (^headline writers afthough most issues dealt with 
the compositicm of Student Government itself/' 

During the spring semester, a Florida Ckcuit Court issued 
a charter to the Student Body which was described as 
'^offering promise of an era of dynamic govermnent." 

In 1954, the tradition of freshman servitude to upper 
classmen was still alive and well at FSU. "Rat Courts" were 
held throughout the school year to try disobedient freshmen 
for their offenses. Convictable offenses included the 
neglecting of one's duty to greet all upperdassmen in a 
friendly manner and attempts at insubordination revealed by 
those who failed to wear their respective **rat caps."

The highlight of the many activities associated with 
Campus Chest was the annual dance. The music of the 
Commodores, the Overtones, the Devilaires, and The Ravens 
was featured at the event. 

Nineteen fifty-four was also the year that FSU made the 
jump into big time football . After losing their first two games 



to Georgia and Abilene Christian, the Scminoles v amc ha , 
finish the season 4-3. After the initial losing sti- t 
defeated Louisville. VMI, Villanova and North Caroh ^ ^ 
The team's only other loss resulted in a 33 0 victory b 
Auburn. 

The FSU basketball team lost only four games m .

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fSU campus life shows changes in 1959

FSU was the sire of both 

vsical and ideological 
Changes during the 1959^ 
academic year. 

However semblances of 
stability could be found in 
some areas of campus life. 

Two dormitories were 
constructed and dedicated in 
November of 1959. One was 
named in honor of Dr. 
Katherine Dorman, whom 
the FSU director of housing 
said "was conccmed with 
the aesthetics in the halls." 
The other dedication was for 
John G. Kellum, business 
manager of the Florida State 




College for Women for 38 

years. 

The University Union was 
in the planning stages at that 
time, adn two polls were 
taken to determine student 
needs and the desires of 
campus organizations. The 
most favored aspect of a 
student union was found to 
be hoped-for expanded 
parking facilities. The pools 
also showed a need for a 
swimming pool, a cafeteria, 
an information desk and a 
P St office, in addition to the 

ther rooms and offices to be 

built. 

Another major addition 
announced at the beginning 
of the academic year was the 
nuclear -Van deGraff' 
accelerator. The three mil-

In addition to physical 
construction and purchases, 
there were occurences which 
reflected a new mode of 
thought concerning student 
rights and racial dtscrimi- 
nation. 

One dispute lasted for sii 
months, after two student 
senators charged that the 
procediifes of the judicial 
branch of the student 
government were oaamsti- 
tutional and that students 
were being "forced to sur- 
render their American rights 
when they come to FSU." 

The two senators clainled 
that honor court should be 
bound by state and federal 
constitutions and charged 
that in student trials, the 
accused was denied a public 
trial by jury, did not have the 
right to be confronted by the 
witnesses against him, and 
was compelled to be a wit- 
ness against himself or her- 
self. Also, they said, the 
chief justice acted as prose- 
cutor. 

The Chief Justice of the 
Honor Court responded that 
the trials were held in pri- 
vate to protect the accused 
from bad publicity and that 
the justice did not act as 
prosecutor. 

The student senate began 
to hear bills on amending 
courts trials. However, a 
student poll had to be taken 
to determine the amount of 
support for the right of a 
defendant to a public trial 
and to confront his accusers. 

These two rights were 
finaUy granted to students 
after the student body 
approved them by a 2 to 1 
majority as constitutional 
amendments. 

Another problem of stu- 
dent rights regarding a loy- 
alty oath was questioned byt 
he American Association of 
UnWersities (AAU). At the 
time, some universities were 
discontinuing federal loans 
under the National Defense 
Education Act, because par- 
ticipating students were re- 
quired to sign an oath of 
loyalty to the U.S. govern- 
ment as well as an affidavit 
swearing that the student 
had never been a member of 
a subversive organization. 

Although one letter to the 
editor in the Flambeau 
stated that "Our left-wing 
friends are once more rising 
to their self-appointed task 
of making every display of 
loyalty to our government 
and Constitution the butt of 
ridicule and scorn," the FSU 
Faculty Senate adopted a 
resolution urging Congress 
to repeal the oath require- 
ment. 

A major transitional oc- 
curance in Tallahassee took 
place in March of I960, 
when FAMU students held a 
quiet march in the jtowjl^^". 



area and went iirto Wool- 
worth's to sit at tiie huieli 
counter. 

When the blacks entered 
Woolworth's, two FSU 
students were already sitting 
at the counter and had 
ordered coffee. When the 
FAMU stndmts tried to join 
them, the lunch counter was

then. The fonrt FSU 
students returned to tlieir 
car and six o ffi cer s sur- 
rounded the car and began 
insulting the students by 
telling them that **you*re 
worse than niggers; yoo're 
soos-of-bitdies" and tliat, 
'*you look like niggers 
turned insnde out.*' 

After 35 FSU and FAMU 
students were arrested, Gov. 



Leroy Collins asked FAMU 
officials to restrict students 
to their campus temporarily 
**as effectively as possible" 
while FSU President Strozier 
proposed a bi-racial commit- 
tee to mediate the situation. 

By May. five FSU 
students and six FAMU stu- 
dents were convicted for the

pus was also released that 
year. Dean of Students R.R. 
Oglesby said he believed 
that too much religion was 
stated in terms of abstract 
theology which didn't have a 
practical application to life. 

In April a 25-iBch 
lead-pipe bomb was found 
with just Va of an inch of fiise 
left to bum, near Kellum 
Hall. A Kellum Hall counse- 
lor saw the homemade bomb 
and defused it just before it 
was to explode. Similar 
bombs were detonated 
during the month and 
William Tanner, a secutiry 
officer, stressed that "stu- 
dent action to stop the inci- 
dents** was necessary.

petitions calling for the re- 
instatement of Groot as 
President. His case was re- 
considered by the Honor 
Court, and Groot j-egained 
his office. 

But, alas, the smallest 
mistakes in life catch up with 
you sooner or later. Groot 
was indicted last year for 
soliciting illegal campaign 
contributions for Edward 
Gurney. 

While the FSU Students 
Acting for Peace staged a 
demonstration against the 
Vietnam War (they called it 
a conflict back then) picket- 
ing the Union and downtown 
Tallahassee, the Flambeau 
printed an editorial entitled 
"Be Smart— Go ROTC." 

Besides the oommisaoo, 
think of the experience yoo 
will get in the job yon 
dioose/* the editoria] said. 
**Where else ooM a man 
jnst ont of college be friaced 
in omtfol of hnndieds of 
men and thousands of M- 
lars wordi of equipment?" 

The student press con- 
flicted with the adnunistra- 
tion over the student maga- 
zine ''Smoke Signals." The 
Administrative Council 
banned the ^stribntion of 
the April issue of the 
magazine because, "in addi- 
tion to libdous materials 
the publication contains 
materials which are vulgar. 

"It should be understood 
that it is only because of the 
danger of prosecution and 
harm to the reputation of the 
univeristy that the magazine 
was withheld from distribu- 
tion, the editor said. 



Aside from these serious 
issues, the students in 1964 
were very concerned with 
school spirit. Flambeau 
writer Bob Rackleff called 
for an old-fashioned panty 
raid to increase spirit. "In 
the course for striving for 
greatness, FSU has sacri- 
ficed spirit in order to pro- 
mote maturity,** Rackleff 
complained. 

SG took action to increase 
school spirit by assigning the 
SG Rally Bureau with the 
responsibility of planning 
pep rallies, motorcades and 
student activities for all 
football games. 

Although it doesn't fall 
under the category of school 
spirit. Student Senate sug- 
gested, in 1964 that a gun 
closet be put in a security 
aSBcc at Smith Hall, giving 
students access to guns at afi 
hours, lessening the temp- 
tation for students to keep 
tiieir guns in dorm rocmis. 

Off-campus parties were 
not acceptable until 1962. In 
1964, they were legal only 
when registered with the 
program director of tiie Uni- 
versity Union.

The star player of 
the team in 1964 was Fred 
Biletnikotf. now a wide re- 
ceiver for the Oakland Raid- 
ers. Bill Peterson was 
coaching the Seminoles at 
the time.

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1969: FSU enters era of protest

On January 20, five years ago, Richard 
Milhous Nixon was sworn in as the 37th 
f' sidcnt of the United States. 

Dr. John Champion, FSU*s President, 
attended the inauguration that day. When he 
returned, ( hampion denied rumors that a 
!tderal appointment was in the offing for him. 
On Keb. 12. in the midst of administrative 
' loil. Champion created the new position 
I \ccutive Vice President and bestowed the 
lonor upon Dr. J. Stanley Marshll, dean of 
ihe C ollege of Education. Six days later, after 
•he third administrative resignation in a 
month. C hampion resigned and the Board of 
Regents named Marshall acting president. 




The administrative shuffle and Students for 
a Democratic Society (SDS)-inspired unrest 
was dominating the headlines on local fronts, 
while Nixon's Vietnam stance and Agnew's 
"effete snobs" speeches were garnering 
national attention. 

Women's liberation was in its burgeoning 
stages across the country as well as at FSU. 
Leading designers in New York were saying 
that the rugged western look for men would 
be the acceptable mode of fashion for the 
coming year. Consequently, coeds adopted 
dirty jeans as standard apparel as they 
initiated the transition toward unisexual 
clothing. 

The following is a monthly account of some 
of the more relevant topics of conversation on 
FSU's campus in 1969. 

Januaiy — Enrollment for winter quarter 
exceeded 15,000. The SDS presented its 
demands to the administration, though the 
organization was not yet recognized by the 
BOR or the administration. The demands 
included the disclosure of police files on 
students, disarmament of campus police, the 
banning of narcotic and political spies, 
establishment of a program in Afro- American 
cultural history, terminatkui oi f^ans for the 
university's physical extension into 
Frenchtown, turning the bookstore into a 
student-faculty co-op, allowing a student- 
faculty committee to hire and fire faculty and 
administration, and stopping the sending of 
student information to draft boards. 

On the 16th, two students were arrested 
when the SDS picketed an address made at 
Westcott auditorium by former United 
NaticMis Ambassador Arthur Goldberg. Frank 
Schrama, an SDS leader, was arrested for 
disorderly conduct. At one point, Schrama 
confronted acting Vice-President of Student 
Affairs Dr. John Arnold and asked why he 
hadn't been allowed inside with a sign. 
Arnold said it was against regulations. '*Are 
your regulations superkir to the Constitu- 
tion's?" Schrama asked. The student fell

Chahners resigned to take tiie post of 
Chancellor wk the University of Kansas. Six 
days later. Dr. Charles Wellborn resigned as 
University Chaplain and Dr. Leo Sandon 
replaced him. The next week Champion 
resigned for the second and final time. 

In the spring of 1968 he resigned over the 
controversial censorship issue which was 
dividing the faculty and the administration. 
He was later hospitalized and Chalmers 
assumed the post of acting university 
president. Champion was reinstated shortly 
after his recovery from nervous fatigue. 

In his first statement on SDS, Marshall 
barred the organization from campus, citing 
the group's tactics of consciously disobeying 
the law as a reason for his decision. Active 
protest continued. 

March — BOR bans the SDS statewide. 
The University of Utah recognizes SDS. 
James Earl Ray pleads guilty to the slaying of 
Martin Luther King, Jr. 

April — The Florida legislature defeated by 
a 66 to 39 vote a bill which would reduce the 
penalty for first-time marijuana offenders. 

On the 24th, Jack Lieberman was placed on 
his first administrative probation for actions 
at a demonstration. At Harvard, police 
clubbed through a mass erf students 
demonstrating against the presence of ROTC 
on campus, to recapture University Hall from 
dissidents. Sirhan Sirhan is convicted of the 
slaying of Senator Robert Kennedy and 
sentenced to die in the gas chamber. 

Alay — More SDS arrests. As an answer to 
the illegal activities of SDS, the "Silent 
Majority" is formed at FSU to seek 
progressive changes through l^al admin- 
istrative channels. The new group is partiaUy 
funded by outside sources in :the Tallahassee 
comnnmity and football C6adi BIO Petmon 
endorses them. Marshall disassociates 
Mmself from the group publicly. 

Led by Lieberman and Ride Johnson, a 
group of 400 recaldtrants mardied on the 
^te capitol to present demands to Florida 
Governor Claude Kirk. The demands include 
the dropiping of charges agamst those 
arrested and the abolitimi of the universtty's 
blacklist. lieberman was escorted into the

capitol by highway patrolmen as the students 
waited on the steps for Kirk's appearance, the 
Governor refused to speak to any more than 
one person and told Lieberman he woidd not 
leave his office. 

The Student Senate and FSU's Gcdd Key 
censured Marshall after he order the arrest <^ 
four SDS members. Among those arrested for 
''vulgar and profane language" were Rick 
Jcdmson, ''Radical Jack'* Lieberman, Phil 
Sanford, and Jon Madsen. 

Jidy ^ The plan of "cooperative 
arrangement" between FAMU and FSU to 
share facilities began. The guidelines 
provided for inter-university cooperation in 
academic courses, faculty and student 
exchanges, and were adopted by the BOR. 

Septwher — Students sought an FSU 
version of the University of Florida's 
Rathskeller where students may lie served 
beer. 



International news included the Depart-

Ruby Diamond is every bit 
he grand dame that her 
legend implies. A small 
woman, she is soft spoken 
and extremely articulate. 

She is a native Talla- 
hassean, bom here 88 years 
go.

remember when the roads 
were just dirt lanes, and the 
few sidewalks consisted of 
wooden planks.** 

Miss Diamond said that 
Homecoming in 1905 was 
not much different than it 
will be Saturday. "We had a 
regular football team, and 
everyone went out to support 
it. I don't recall a parade, 
and the other festivities were 
conducted at night," she 
said. "I don't think the night 
celebrations were continued, 
but those were the only dif- 
ferences.** 

Miss Diamond's large 
bright blue eyes seemed to 
be looking passed her 
surroundings, reliving that 
Homecoming 69 years ago. 

Then her thoughts tra- 
veled to graduation. "Our 
class was the first to use a 
cap and gown ceremony. We 
held the commencement in 



the Capitol, and Governor 
Broward presented our di- 
plomas. 

**I was always sort of 
timid, so I didn't make the 
valedictoriam or salutorian 
speeches,'* she reflected. 
**But my classmates 
wouldn't let me get away 
without dmng something, so 
they made me 'giftorian.' " 

As "giftorian," she pre- 
sented each of classmates 
with a symbol characterizing 
their personality. According 
to her, the presentation was 
such a success that "no one 
wanted to listen to any of the 
other speakrs." 

Some of the myths that 
have sprung up around Miss 
Diamond have revolved 
around her wealth, the mys- 
tery of her reclusiveness, or 
the claim that she owns the 
whole top floor of the 
Floridan Hotel, where she 
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resides. 

None of these are true, 
and another is about tc be 
laid to rest: most people in 
the FSU community believe 
that her full name is Ruby 
Pearl Diamond. 
'My classmates would not 
be satisfied until they had 
given me a gem for a middle 
name.*' she laughed. "My 
real middle name is irrele- 
vant, but the 'Pearl' stuck. 
They even asked me if I 
wanted it printed on my di- 
ploma because they began to 
believe it." 

Ruby Diamond has contri- 
buted greatly to FSU. The 



auditorium which bears her 
name, the propertv on which 
the Fine Arts Building rests 
and the adjoining parking lot 
are but a few examples. 

"I offered the university 
part of my antique collec- 
tion, but they turned it down 
because they couldn't insure 
it," she said. "I want to help 
students, and. of course, 1 
have a vast affeaion for my 
alma mater." 

Ruby Diamond never 
married because her fiance 
died. "1 guess the good lx>rd 
never meant lor that to be," 
she said softly.

Tonight's premiere of "Romeo and Juliet" 
in the Fine Arts Bailding heralds the opening 
of FSU*s conception of Shakespeare's early 
tragedy. 

With perionnances slated for S:15 tonight 
throng Saturday, Nov. 16, and again next 
week ftom Nov. 20-23, this prodaction of the 
classic Elizabethan love story is not being 
portrayed in the foiniliar Franco ZeffireOi 
style. 

Under the direction of Lynn Thomsmi, head 
of the undergraduate theatre training 
program at FSU, this "Romeo and Juliet" 
depicts two young people who "grow up," 
unlike the portrayals in Zeffirelli's film, 
"where he kept them naive and impulsive 
throughout their lives," said Thomson.

Besides that, most of the action In the play 
is caused by accidents, seventy-five to be 
precise, which is not typical in Shake^>eafe*s 
early tragedies. And because it is one of 
Shakespeare's early tragedies, "Romeo and 
Juliet" does not show the internal workings of 
a single mind that is so prevalent in the bard's 
work. 



The set for the production also contributes 
to the mood of the play in that "the 
environment is stressed as a way to increase 
the aspects of violence" in the ptey. sakl 
Thomson. 

"Even the peacemaker in the play tries to 
make peace through violent means," she 
said. Thus Verona is portrayed as a decadent, 
violent city with "crumbling baking hot 
Italian walls." 

Elements of fantasy also appear in the set. 
The reason for this, Thomson explained, is 
that "Romeo and Juliet" is an archetypical 
play where the characters represent elements 
of life itself. 

The tragic pair are played by graduate 
theatre students Tom Lantzy and Janus 
Au man with Tybalt being portrayed by John 
Schneeman.

The 
title song captured the 
imaginations (and the wal- 
lets) of listeners nationwide, 
for it was unlike any sound 
that had reached commercial 
success to that time. 
Mandolin was considered 
the instrument of bluegrass 
bands and Italian lovers, and 
hearing it adapted to a

"Hummingbird," one of 
the songs from the "Sum- 
mer Breeze" LP, also re- 
ceived extensive AM Top-40 
airplay, and it, too, found its 
way onto the Billboard list of 
hot sellers.

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History of Homecoming a varied one

Remember when your parents used to tell yoo about 
wo-digit telephone numbers and 15-ccnt malteds? 

How about zoot suits and war bonds? 

Back in "the good old days/' Florida State University was 
onsidered a good old school, steeped In tradition, sometimes 
f a rather offbeat variety. 

As most of you who went through freshman orientation 
{ready know, FSU was originally the Seminary West of the 
uwanee and later evolvikl into the Florida State CbOege for 
omen. Homeamiings were not anywhere near the giant 
cstive occasions they are now, at least if the 1923 Flambeau is 
nv indication. 

There was no mention whatsoever of any kind of 
lomecoming celebration in any paper until November 1926, 
A \ ( r, during that era, Thanksgiving week was designated 
u i Fven ' ' competition week for the women of FSCW. It 
cms as though the student body (of approximately 1,500) 
us divided into groups of equal numbers, and each group 
arntd cither **Odd** or **Even banners in various types of 
tmcnstrations of prowess, both physical and intellectual. 
Basketball, volleyball and various tests of knowledge were 
he bases of "Odd- Even" competition, and evidently the 
I \a\t\ was considered the high point of the year. Following 
Odd f ven" games, demonstrations of unity between 
pportcrs of each team aroused spirit and pep among the 
iiuknts. Demonstrations were often elaborately staged 
rodijitions featuring "deafening roars, coffins borne by 
orrovv till mouners and tombstones bearing the names of last 
car's Hven team.** 

Another biggie was the Thanksgiving dance, which 
ncluded gentlemen from the nearby Oxford School, and an 
)rchcstra that played famous tunes of the day. 
Hven though students and alumni sent letters to the editor 
oncerning FSCW's lack of homecoming, little was done 
bout it. Part of the reason was because it was almost 
raditional for the women to "visit the boys' ' in Gainesville for 
he University of Florida's homecoming celebrations. The 
irst mention of a Homecoming as we know it was in 
ovember, 1928. 

(nior Rush Wednesday To Open Week's Whirl of 
miccoming Activity" reads a front page headline. The story 
aid, among other things, that "all classes await 
cmoiisirations eagerly, many alumnae will return" and that 
dance in the dining hall will end the week of activity. 
Odd Even competition was still the height of the 
elcbration, which included a dance, dinner, and believe it or 
'M. a funeral. Mrs. Edward Conradi, wife of the College's 
resident, died after a short illness. Because of the 
nexpected "act of God," all homecoming events that had not 
een completed were postponed. 

The highlight of the first issue of fall semester 1934 was that 
ncmg with men was to be permitted in all sorority houses 
nd certain dormitory parlors. The Thanksgiving/ Homecom- 
Dance was held Dec. 1 and men were admitted to the 
rmal affair. Not only did the Flambeau list what FSCW 
omen made reservations, but it also printed the names of 
heir dates. Music was supplied by an orchestra from Quincy. 
berc were indications that the Odd/ Even competition was

every bit as strong, and a new twist to the old footrace was 
adopted. Representatives from both teams had to outdo each 
other m planting their team's colors on top of the various 
prt)minent buildings on campus. 

Even though the influx of "alumnae from all over the state" 
made the 1^34 Homecoming the largest to that time, many 
FSCW women still went to Gainesville for the University of 
Florida's Homecoming activities. 

An alumnae council was formed that year, and among its 
responsibilities was the planning of activities for returning 
FSCW graduates during Homecoming week. 

Nineteen forty three was a year for buying War Bonds and 
showing concern about the "yellow tide" of Japanese soldiers 
overrunning American bases in the Pacific. It was also a year 
for almost 70 alumnae to return to the Florida State Collge for 
Women, their alma mater. 

The annual Odd/ Even clash was still going strong, as were 
the traditional Thanksgiving dinner and dance. The Even 
team presented a spoof of "Cinderella" which they called 
"Cindereven," and their presentation proved to be the hit of 
the Homecoming festival. 

By 1953, ten years later, Florida State College for Women 
had evolved into Florida State University, with its own men, 
football team, fraternities and newly instituted HoflMOoming 
activities that are now considered traditional. 

The Odd/ Even rivalry went the way of 23 skidoo and 
raccoon coats, and the Homecoming Dance gained stature by 
inviting orchestras of national calibre to play. Charlie 
Spivak's orchestra, billed as music with **the sweetest 
trumpet in the world," featured soloists Eileen Rodgers' 
vocals and Joe Tucker's baritone. 

FSU*s annual Pow Wow in Campbell Stadium featured tiie 
Marching Chiefs in concert, as well as the University Singers, 
the Collegians and the Choral Union singing such hits as 
'Tour Land and My Land," **Way Down Upon the Suwanee 
River," * 'Going Home" and the Alma Mater. 

Food aplenty also highlighted the '53 Homecoming, as 
Garnet Key and Gold Key held a banquet and over 1,300 
alumni were expected to participate in a barbecue at Camp 
Flastacowo (now the Reservation) that offered pork, beef, 
vegetables and ice cream. 

The Brothers Four (anybody remember them?) were the 
stars of the 1960 Homecoming festivities, which also featured 
the Glenn Miller Orchestra at the fcmnal dance. Floats and 
fraternity and sorority house decorations were judges for 
originality and beauty, and among the winners were Pi Beta 
Phi sorority. Pi Kappa Phi fraternity and the Baptist Student 
Union. 

Charlotte Goodman was crowned Homecoming Queen and 
brought impressive credentials to her throne. Not only was 
she a Phi Beta Kappa scholar, but also a Garnet Key honorary 
member, yearbook feature editor and Kappa Alpha Theta 
sororitv sister. 

One positive change during that Homecoming was the 
curfew relaxation. Women were permitted to return to their 
dorms or sorority houses as late as 1:30 a.m. Friday and 
Saturday. To compensate, sorority houses didn't receive 
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guests Sunday night "thus giving housemothers a rtst *' 

"Peace Is Relevant " was the theme of the 
Homecoming, which featured the most massive Pou Wow 
show to that time. Topping the bill was Mason Williams, the 
iroubador and p<x.M who first gained expt^sure as a writer for 
the Smothers Brothers Comedy Hour on CBS and later 
composed the nearly immortal ' (^lassical Gas." Next in the 
lineup was Stevie Wonder, who at the time was in the process 
of ditching his "Little" tag and coming into his own as a 
performer and songwriter. Black comedian Stu Gilliam was 
the emcee for the show, which also featured the Bar Kavs, 
Carta Thomas and star of the New York produ ct iop of "Hair" 
Jennifer Warren. 

Controversy reigned over the naming of Homecoming 
Queen Lynn Owens, mostly due to rumors that black nomiaee 
Regina McLin actually polled more votes than Owens. 

Winners of the Parade Float Contest were Zcta Tau Alpha 
and Sigma ICappa's "It's Late— It's Late." Kappa Alpha 
Theta and Phi Gamma Delta for "Where Have All the Flowers 
Gone? ' and Sigraa KapfM/Theta Chi's ''Femx the World 
Together.** 

Nearly everyone remembers last year's Homecoming, *'A 
Gathering of the Tribes, * * which turned oat to be historic only 
because of, its ludicroiisness. **The Fastasmaglorical Flash 
and Filigree Holocaost/' LPO's (then UPCs) uiswer to Fow 
Wow, featured such astomidiiig performeri as Konar, the 
Hindu Fakir (who walks up a ladder of swofds bafcfoot), 
Heitfi LaMothe (who dives fron 40 feet into a leaspooiifiil of 
cough syrup). Flash Cadiflac aad the Contmei^ Kids 
(remember how exciting they were m "American Gfailiti"t) 
and, almost. Tempest Stom, who was d rop p ed litoin the 
program due to tlie lewd nature of her act (Imagiiie aayone 
stripping naked on a 40 degree Tallahassee night). 

The Tallahassee Ftaaungo FoundatioD pteseated an 
ahernative homecoming to freakier alumni, which featured a 
nocturnal air show. Homecoming Masque Seplica and 
* *pseudo-parade. ' * 

Again, the Mardiing Chiefe led the musical extravaganza 
during the parade and halllinie of the I fo meoo m ing Game, 
with a special presentation cente red on jazz. 

Oh yeah, the football team lost to Memphis State 13-10, but 
Hodges Ikfitdidl gamed over 100 yards in the game. It is 
probably ridiculous to say that they led at halftime, b«t as oae 
alumnus from the class of *S8 said, **atleastitwasaaeicitmg 
game.** 

Which brings us to this year and Renaissance '74.

When Dr. Darrell Mudm was hired to 
rescue the football fortunes of Florida Stale 
last January, the Semim^ had skidded 
about as far into oblivion as was possible for a 
major college program. 

Stridden by dissension on the team and 
buffetted by embarrassing newspaper 
disclosures, the Tribe entered the 1973 
season idready discouraged and lost every 
game on the schedule to compile a 0-11 
record. 

Less than a month later, Head Coadi Larry 
Jones announced his resignation, and FSU 



began the search for ^ right man to turn 
around their program. 

Enter Darrell Mudra. 

Modra's first task was to give his young 
team some confidence and scmie pride, white 
convincing them that the road back to 
respectability would be difficult to travel but 
not impossible, and here Mudra emf^tically 
succeeded. That in itself may be the most 
striking difference between this year's team 
and Larry Jones* infamous finale. 

Mudra's task was made easier by the fact 
that the Seminoles are a young team , and they 
know that their future is ahead of them.

Darrell Mudra is a man of great candor, and 
he says what he feels both in victory as well 
as in defeat, indeed, he has been criticized at 




least once for being so open, but that is just 
the kind <rf person he is. 

In an extended Flambeau interview 
Wednesday, Mudra was characteristically 
candid in assessing his short reign at Florida 
State. Mudra is no stranger to rebuOdmg 
floundering football programs; in fact, his 
record shows that it is his specialty.

••Every place Fve ever been, the previous, 
coach was either fired or pressured to resign 
because of tiie pressure of losing. So every 
team Fve ever taken ever has had a lot of 
problems. It takes time to turn a program 
around, to get all the litde things straightened 
out."

despite whatever may have happened in the 

past. 

It was also made easier by the 
encouragement, support, and confidence that 
the Tallahassee oommuntty has given Mudra 
and his staff despite the long string of losses 
that continued tfarou^ the first eight games 
of this season. 

Student support, though far from 
unanimous, has been strong, and average 
attendance at Campbell Stadium is up some 
12,000 per game, though the switch to night 
games is a factor in that increase. 

The Seminoles have been within striking 
distance in most of their games this season, 
losing four of their games by a total of 15 
points while nearly upsetting the nation's 
top-ranked team. Alabama, 8-7. 

The improvement in Mudra's first year is 
striking, and can be seen bv comparing scores 
against the Florida Gators. Last year the 
Seminoles were trounced 49-0 by the GaTor'» 
in the last game of the season. This year, the 
Seminoles faced a Gator team which is 
improved over last vear. and still stayed with 
them most of the game before falling by just

In additimi, 
FFIRG has served as a coordinatlhg body for several local 
community action projects. 

FPIRG is funded by a voluntary increase of $1.00 to the 
stwknt activity fee. In this manna' FPIRG is aUe to hire 
prof essimials who ease the proMem ot continaity in leader- 
ship and expertise in areas of research. FPIRG can provide 
a mechanism for students to work together with full time 
professimials and other members of Florida communities to 
help solve many of our pressing problems. 

At ^present, ovor one half mfflkMi students contribi^ over 
$1,000,000.00 annually to operate 25 PIRGS across the 
country. Another dosen PIRGS are in the process of 
organizing, throughout the UJ3. PIRGS are combining 
efforts to work on state, intmtate and national problems. 

In summary, the purpose of FPIRG is to create a student 
funded, studmit controlled organisation of professkmals 
who wiU work with students to attack a broad range of social 
issues inehiding consumer protoction, govemmei^ and 
corporate irresponsibility and oivvtmmental preservatkm.

The following week Steve 
•^athicson. a sophomore 
quarterback who had been 
'"lured in practice after the 
^ '^^nido State game in 
^ picmber, returned to 



practice. And when the 
Seminoles got to Memphis 
for the Memphis State game, 
they wound up using all three 
at quarterback ~ Co^iess, 
BladL, and Mathieson. 

But Mathieson pleased 
FSU coaches most by his 
performance against the 
Tigers, and got the starting 
nod against Miami last 
Friday night, it was the first 
time Mathieson started for 
FSU, and he was to lead the 
Seminoles to their first win in 
two years. 

So even though the 
situation can change at any 
time, one of the most 
important results of the 
Miami game may have been 
that the Seminoles finally 
have a clear number one 
quarterback. That fact can 
only help FSU's confidence. 

Another significant aspect 
of the Miami game was that 
the Seminoles finally elimin- 
ated the crippling mistakes 
that have dogged them in 
every game this year at the 
most inopportune times. 
They did make mistakes 
Friday night, but they were 
not of the disastrous nature 
that plagued them so often in 
those first eight losses. That, 
too, should help to build 
confidence. 

The win over Miami 



probably couldn't have come 
at a more crucial time, as 
Mudra admitted a week ago 
today (before the Miami win) 
that the losses were 
beginning * *to take then* toll a 
little bit on tiie coadiing 
staff,** which was feelmg 
more pressure each week to 
come up with a win. Now that 
a win has finafly come, FSU 
coaches can relax a bit. 

Both players and coaches 
have been a little looser tfiis 
week, though they are taking 
their preparations for Vir> 
ginia Tech seriously. 

Thankfully for the Semin- 
oles, injuries have never 
been a significant factor 
through the first nine games, 
unless Mathieson really 
turns out to be the Tribe's 
savior at quarterback.

which the Seminoles used to 
end The Great Losing Streak 
at 20, winning 21-14. 

But Key spent the rest of 
that happy game on the side- 
lines, watching as the Tribe 
beat up the Hurricanes, h's 
not a happy memory for the 
soft-spoken Key. 

**I was blocking on a draw 
and 1 think somebody missed 
his block and ran into me," 
Key described. 'The first 
thing I thought of was that it 
was my knee. I had already 
had my knee operated on 
this year, and 1 was really 
scared that I had hurt it 
again. 

**I was happy that it 
wasn't the knee, but I was 
mad, too, because I wanted 
to play. I wanted to be a part 
of that win instead of just a

.Last year Vkgniia Tech 
stonned to a 2-9 fecxird and 
shortly after the season 
eaded, Tecli Offensive 
Cdotdinator Dan Hmuung 
returned to FSU, which he 
had helped to coach daring 
the Semiiioles' glory years. 

FSV, too, had fiUen on 
hard times since Henning 
left for VPI. But the Semi- 
ncies were going to have a 
new head coach, and 
Henning decided to return. 

Another refugee from last 
year's VPI team came with 
Henning, a young quarter- 
back named Steve Mathie- 
son. Last week Mathieson 
started his first game for the 
Seminoles, and it just so 
happened that his debut was 
the game which snapped 
The Great Losing Streak. 

Mathieson figures to be 
the starting quarterback 
SMurday night when the 
Seminoles play Virginia 
Teich, and both Mathieson 
and Henning have a little 
extra incentive in this year's 
Homecoming as a result. 

**I really want to have a 
good game against them/' 
Mathieson said yesterday 
before practice, "and I'm 
sure G>adi Henning does 
too." 

Both Henning and Matth- 
ieson are familiar with their 
fom^r team. "I know a lot of 
the guys and what they're 
d^Nible of doing," Mathie- 
son said. "I know how they 
are speed-wise and how they 
cover deep in the secondary, 
iHiidi should give me an ad- 
vantage. 

**They have some good 
ball players and they're 
capable of winning," he 
continued. **I don't know 
why they lost so many last 
year, maybe it was their 
attitude. I'm sure that's 
changed under the new 
coach." 

**Last year they played 
most of the time with three 
linebackers, while this year 
they're using two lineback- 
ers and a noseguard. but I 
don't think they'll be that 
jnuch different.

Anne Hardwick was FSCW's first athlete to achieve 
litemational fame.

on campus at present. Two other clubs with similar purposes, 
the Numeral C lub, and the Three Torch Club did not survive. 

Camp Flastacowo, on Lake Bradford, whose name was 
derived from the first several letter of the school's name, and 
was later renamed the Seminole Reservation, was purchased 
in 1917. It, too, was a focal point of athletic endeavors, 
although it was primarily a recreation area used as a site for 
some of the odd-even contests. The ride to the camp was a 
much more difficult one then, covering impaved, dusty, 
bumpy country roads. 

In 1947-48. FSCW admitted males and changed the name of 
the institution to Florida State Unviversity. Compared to the 
hey-days of the odd-even contests, which were soon 
discontinued, this began a dormant period insofar as 
women's athletics were concerned, and then men's athletics 
were essentially "the only games in town." 

The transition of women's sports into the present day status 
was achieved largely through the efforts of three individuals, 
Kenneth Miller. Keith Pichford, and Martha Moore. Mqore 
was an FSCW alumna and participated in the odd-even games 
during her undergraduate days. She administered the team 
sports. Dr. Miller and Mr. Pitchford started programs in track 
and field, and golf, respectively. 

The Athletic Association became the Women's Athletic 
Association, then the Women's Intramunds Association, and 
in 1973, the WIA dissolved and became part of the 
intramurals department housed in Tully Gym.

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Chief, princess may be 
out of Homecoming

HonieocMiiuig's Chief-Prin- 
cess concept may be 
dropped as a result of a 
Student Supreme Court 
decisoin handed down yes- 
terday. 

Acting on a request by 
members of the Black 
Student Uniion (BSU). the 
Court ruled that this week^s 
run-off election was invalid 
and that a **Co-chief and 
co-princess** be named to 
preside over Homeooming. 

However, in a speoMi 
session called last night, the 
Inter- Fraternity Council 
(IFC) indicated that it wiU 
ignore any changes in 
Homecoming procedures 
handed down by tiie Court, 
the Homecoming Committee 
or the administration. IFC 
decided to recognize the 
present Chief and Princess, 
Steve Lancaster and Julianne 
sewell. regardless of man- 
dates to the contrary. 

A complaint concerning 
the Chief-Princess election 
procedures was first directed 
at FSU Student Body Vice 
President Jan Pietrzyk 



Tuesday afternoon by mem- 
bers of the BSU. The 
complaint included allega- 
tions of ballot box stuffing, 
improper set-up of polling 
locations and general viola- 
tions of election procedures 
as dictated by the Student 
Government Constitution. 

The IFC, cb-ordinator of 
the balloting, was consulted 
and grievances were aired 
before Wednesday night's 
meeting of the Ethics 
Commission. 

At that sessicm, attended 
by Homecoming Committee 
heads and Student Body 
President David Aronofsky, 
several SG and BSU officials 
questioned the validity of the 
dectimi procedures. 

Student Jackie Eaton 
testified that there were 
numerous instances where 
poll watdiers permitted the 
same person to vote several 
times. 

**This is not a black-white 
issue, but I think a new 

election needs to be held," 
Eaton said. 

Dr. William Wheelerof the 
Counseling Center suggest- 



ed that the runoff election, 
w hich was held in spite of a 
clear plurality for candidates 
Steven Lancaster and Emma 
McGraw, was the cause of 
McGraw's defeat. 

"Inequities are built into 
the election system," he 
said. "There still is not a 
valid working structure for 
blacks." 

Student Senator Gary L. 
Holmes presented three 
proposals to those assem- 
bled. The first stated that 
because of improper hand- 
ling, the whole election 
should be invalidated. As an 
ahemative suggestion, he 
reoomnmded that if the 
election were to be upheld, 
then McGraw should share in 
all of the iKmors. 

Lastly, Holmes suggested 
the formation of a conunittee 
whldi wookl **nieet immed- 
iately to insure that a similar 
situation will not occur 
again.** Pietrzyk sakd he 
would do **everydilng in my 
power** to see that the 
irregularities did not happen 
again. 

While some officials 




indicated that action be taken 
immediately. Vice President 
for Student Educational 
Services Eddie Bass said he 
feared for the reputation of 
FSU. 

"We're going to affect and 
embarrass two fine women 
and we're going to affect and 
embarrass a fine univers- 
ity,** he said. "No matter 
what we decide, it*s going to 
shake someone up.'* 

When a compromise 
between BSU and IFC 
officials could not be 
reached, the issue was 
turned over to an emergency 
session of the Court. 

Three justices heard 
arguments from IFC, BSU 
and Homecoming Committee 
representatives yesterday 
morning. In a unanimous 
decision which was later 
appealed by IFC members, 
the Court ruled that McGraw 
and Sewell be named 
"co-princesses." The Court 
also declared Robert Courv 
"Co-Chief," despite the fact 
that he lacked a plurality in 
both elections. 

The IFC immediately 
questioned the jurisdiction oi 
the Court on the case and 
appealed the ruling to the 
administration, represented 
by Bass.

WASHINGTON — Spur- 
red by soaring food prices, 
the wholesale price index 
spurted upward by 2.3 per 
cent in October and sig- 
nalled higher consumer 
prices in the weeks ahead, 
the Labor D^aitnmt ao- 
nonnced Thursday. 

The iadcK, whlcfa oonnsts 
of data collected by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, is 
based on prices that manu- 
facturers charge to retailers 
and joMiers, who in turn 
deal with the consuming 
public. Thus, increases in 
the wholesale prices usually 
are passed along to con- 
sumers in ensuing weeks. 

The index for October 
stood at 170.0, which meant 
that wholesale prices last 
month were 70 per cent

hgher tiian they were in the 
base year of 1967. 

The Bureau said the 
wholesale price jump was 
due mostly to an increase of 
4.7 products and processed 
foods and feeds in October 
after a September decline. 

That percentage would 
represent a 54.6 per cent in- 
crease in food prices on an 
annual basis. Food price in- 
creases eclipsed some opti- 
mistic indications in the 
wholesale prices of indus- 
trial products. 



Leading the rise in whole- 
sale food prices were cereal, 
bakery goods, edible fats 
and oils, milk, pork and 
eggs. Prices of beef, veal, 
fish, poultry and vegetables 
declined, the bureau said. 

The October surge was 
sharply higher than the 
September increase, whose 
modest 0.1 per cent gain had 
caused some administration 
officials to repress hopes 
that inflationary pressures 
were easing. 
Despite the overall rise in 



the food category, the 
bureau said wholesale farm 
products in October were 0.5 
per cent lower than October. 
1973. But manufacturers 
processing raw farm goods 
into cereals, frozen dinners 
and other convenience pack- 
aging have raised wholesale 
prices 19.1 per cent over the 
same period, accounting for 
the higher prices consumers 
pay in the supermarket. 



Foods account for 32 per 
cent of the wholesale index 
and industrial commodities 
68 per cent. Industrial 
commodities are the goods 
used in the manufacture of 
most consumer durable and 
nondurable goods.

Sawhill said in a speech 
prepared for a conference in 
New York City that the oil 
price situation is "ominous 
and grave" and that relief 
from high prices charged by 
the petroleum exporting na- 
tions is "urgently needed." 

Morton, meeting in Wash- 
ington with state-level rep- 
resentatives who must plan 
for the impact of any ex- 
panded off-shire drilling, 
described in detail the ad- 
ministration plan to triple 
offshore leasing. 



By tripling the current 
rate of 3 million leased acres 
a year, Morton said, the 
United States can reduce its 
reliance on high priced im- 
ported oil and protect itself 
against the possibility of 
another Arab oil embar^.

Schlesinger noted that 
"the human psyche cannot 
withstand society's acceler- 
ating speed," and that "un- 
trolled growth may mean 
the full extinction of life." 

Because of these observa- 
tions. Schlesinger said our 
policy choices would have to 
be altered and controlled in 



**There is a certain opti- 
mism in America's legacy of 
conversion and propenrity 
for chance," Schlesinger 
said. * 'There is abundant 
evidence of our capacity to 
diange om objectives," he 
said. 

As an example of the end 
of one age and the beginning 
of another, he said, '*A diild 
can no longer look to the 
parents as modds or for 
authority." 

In additicm to the require- 
ment of social omtrc^, Sch- 
lesinger said, "Mankind 
must learn to share the re- 
sources is has. Without co- 
operation, the age of control 
will be an age of tyranny." 

Earlier Wednesday after- 
noon, Richard J. Bamet, Co- 
director of the Institute for 
Policy Studies in Washing- 
ton, D.C., led a discussion 
on "The Priorities of U.S. 
Foreign Policy in a World of 
Dwindling Resources. 
Bamet questioned wheth- 



er the foreign pcrficy "game 
plan" of former PTendem 
Richard Nixon and Secretary 
of State Itairy Kissinger to 
provide military and techni- 
cal assistance to stable but 
often authoritarian govern- 
ments was really the best 
plan in the long run.

resources to its efforts to ac- 
quaint university women

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'Romeo and Juliet' production shines on stage 



If Shakespeare had seen Wednesday night's mainstage 
performance of "Romeo and Juliet" he would probably have 
commented "Thou art as long as the night was cold.** 

Other than that, the show is excellent. 

The acting is good, the set is beautiful, the lighting very 
effective, and the fencing choreography convincing and 
exciting. 

All of this, of course, adds up to an enjoyable, engrossing 
production of the well-known play which was directed by Lynn 
Thomson, head of the undergraduate theatre training 
program at FSU. 

The problem with doing Shakespeare, however, especially 
"Romeo and Juliet," is that most people in the audience 
already have their own conceptions and understandings about 
the play. 

FSU's "Romeo and Juliet," though, is quickly credible, 
especially through the natural, human way that Tom Lantzy 
and Janus Auman portray the famous lovers. A long-haired 
blonde, Auman 's characterization turns a giggly, 
fourteen-year-old into an emoti(|i|ally developed woman in a 
realistic, true-to-life way. 

Lantzy, too, in his depiction of a character that is so often 
thought of in terms of the ideal, brings Romeo off the 
pedestal, but in such a way that it is easy to understand why 
Juliet falls in love with him at fifst s^il.

The other actors in the play also performed very well, 
especially John Schneeman, who played Tybalt. His forceful 
portrayal of the vengeful Capulet lent an added dash to the 
stage and his sword fight with Mercutio provided some of the 
most exciting action of the play, as did most of the other 
fencing scenes. 

Bob Jenkins, as Romeo's friend, Mercutio, was energetic 
and commanding. At times, though, he came on too strong 
which detracted from the mood of a scene or two. 

Contributing to the success of the production along with the 
acting of the entire cast is the large, multi-dimensional set. 
Depicting a Renaissance Verona, it utilizes the revolving 
stage for scene changes in a smooth, transitional way. 

As most of the acton of the play occurs at the Capulet's, the 
audience becomes most familiar with the arches, stairs, 
platforms and balconies of that part of the set.

Inter-Fraternity Council 
President Hilton Tyre said 
that the IFC, sponsor of the 
elections, agreed with the 
Steering Committee's decis- 
ion to invalidate the election. 

"We thought that the 
Hlack Student Union's (BSU) 
ompromise calling for a 
o-chief and co-princess was 
not the thinij to do," Tyre 
said. "A dual chief is 
asinine." 

According to Eddie Bell, 
BSU President, the BSU was 
willing to compromise by 
having a co-chief, oo-prin- 
cess arrangement. 

On Friday, Bell made a 
personal appeal to President 
Stanley Marshall to invali- 
date the mii-off electkm and 
to declare the nia-off 



candidates co-chief sad 
co-princess. Marshall stood 
by the Homecoming Com- 
mittee's dedsion to caned 
the event and dedare aft six 
<tf those selected in the first 
election to serve as ofiBdal 
aniversity emissaries. 

Controversy arose last 
week when the BSU 
questioned the necessity of a 
run-off election which elim- 
inated candidate Emma 
McGraw, who had won a 
plurality in the primary. The 
issue first went to a 
Wednesday night meeting of 
the Student Government 
Ethics Commission. When 
an agreement could not be 
reached between the BSU 
and the IFC, the dispute was 
handed over to an emergency 
session of the Supreme 
Court. 

Following a unanimous 
decision by the Court in favor 
of the BSU which recom- 
mended a co-chief, co-prin- 
cess arrangement, the IFC 
appealed the ruling to the 
administration. Consultation 
with Jean Parker, university 
attorney, and FSU President 
Stanley Marshall ensued and 
Eddie Bass, Vice President 
for Student Educational 
Services, announced a decis- 
ion to uphold the Supreme 
Court mandate.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 

Congress laandies a three- 
pronged investigation this 
week into how much con- 
sumers pay — in dollars and 

cents — for the many 
government regulations de- 
signed to protect the pubHc 
and safeguard the environ- 
ment. 

President Ford, who has 
called the review a long-over- 



due project, says Congress 
ultimately should identify 
and eliminate" those federal 
rules and regulations that 
"without any reason** in- 
crease costs to the consumer. 

There is no doubt that 
rules covering such things as 
air and water quality, worker 
safety and food purity are 
reflected in consumer costs. 
But there also is controversy 



ERA supporters 
display optimism 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Leaders of the women's political 
movement claim they amassed enough votes in the 1974 state 
legislative elections to virtually guarantee ratification of the 
Equal Rights Amendment, possibly by next June. 

The amendment, which would eliminate discrimination by 
statute, already has been ratified by 33 state legislatures. 
Five more states must ratify is before it can become part of the 
U.S. Constitution. 

A computerized survey of legislators elected Nov. 5, done 
by the League of Women Voters, shows the ERA proponents 
won what appears to be a majority in at least six key states 
which previously rejected the amendment.

Social Work piacement 'penalizes student' 



The field placement policy 
in the School of Social Work 
is open to challenge from 
dissatisfied students, ac- 
cording to Social Work 
student Pat Thofuas. 

The present policy, as set 
down in the FSU catalog, 
states that failate to accept 
an assignment negotiated by 
t he Office of Fidd InstnictlfMi 
relieves the dBce of My 
further responsibility to 
provide social work field 
instruction experiences and 
courses for the student. 

Thomas was assigned 
placement in Chattahoochee 
this fall, and accepted the 
placement. However, be- 
cause of financial difficulties, 



Thomas later had to reject 
the assignment. With four 
hours of class to finish and an 
internship to complete, 
Thomas was faced with the 
possibiltty of being forlndden 
to complete his degree. 

Thomas diallenged the 
policy saying that ' *the policy 
is punitive. The student is

Efforts needed 
to aid hungry 



The Flambeau would like to tiiank students, 
faculty, administrators and staff personnel who 
contributed to the Homecoming hunger fund drive 
held last Friday. Over $200 was collected for 
victims of poverty in the Tallahassee area. 

The money will now go to the Associated 
Charities of Tallahassee where it is to be converted 
into food coupons which will be distributed among 
the needy of Leon County. 

However, the amount collected Friday will make 
only a small dent in a hunger problem which is 
rapidly becoming a crisis situation. With the 
financial collapse of Commonwealth Capital 
Corporation and several other businesses, the 
Tallahassee economy is in dire straits. Starvation 
and malnutrition are imminent possibilities now 
that families who were surviving at a subsistence 
level are unable to make ends meet at all. 

The Inter-Fraternity Council, along with other 
organizations, is now making a highly 
commendable effort to gather food and clothing for 
destitute people. But it is time for the entire 
campus community to pool its capabilities and tap 
the financial resources of the univer^ty. Maybe 
through action of this type, hunger can become less 
of a reality for those who now must suffer it daily. 

Legal rights for 
the consumer 

The last in a series of fora sponsored by the 
Florida Public Interest Research Group (FPIRG) to 
help educate the student-citizen-consumer on his 
or her legal rights will be held tomorrow night at 
7:30 p.m. in Room 70 Bellamy. 

Scheduled to speak are Paul Hartsfield, Qeric of 
the Circuit Court, and Randy Mutter, President of 
the FSU chapter of the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU). 

In the past, these fora have proven to be very 
benefkial to students by providing them with 
information which might not otherwise be readily 
available. It would appear to be in the best interests 
of students and faculty members to attend this 
lecture and take advantage of the resources 
offered. 
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Gun legislatioti seems to 
be a very dangerous pros- 
pect, unless you happen to 
have complete faith in the 
police forces and armies em- 
ployed in this country. 

Are your willing to place 
my life in danger by taking 
away a right that might keep 
me from being destroyed by 
those who are supposed to be 
here to defend me? 

A gun may be my only 
means of defense if policing 
forces in this country are or- 
dered to restrain the citizen- 
ry, as in previous cases at 
Kent State and elsewhere. 

If guns are, for all practical 
purposes, legislated out of 
existence by the same people 
that subject you morally and 
financially, then (mly police 
and the armed services will 
be in possession of firearms. 

In addition to self defense, 
families and other groups 
will find guns necessary to 
hunt game when tiw next big 
depression comes, unless 
they have farms large 
enough for complete self- 
sustenance. Sudi a farm is 
not likely, consklering the 
present scarcity of land, but 
possible. 

The gun issue is another 
reason why so many persons 
can no longer align them- 
selves with either liberal or 
conservative policital ele- 
ments. The conservatives 
want guns for tradition's 
sake (notwithstanding fears 
of Russian aliens), and the 
liberals want to protect, for 
as long as possible, the 
humanist state-monopoly 
system they have helped 
to create. 

Liberals seem to think that 
they have created a fine cor- 
porate nation and they plan 
to keep it that way, even if 
they have to force everyone 
to obey at gunpoint. And it's 
just not fair to the police if 



they are going to get shot at 
in the performance of their 
duty. 

It is no wonder that blacks 
want control over their own 
neighborhoods. The police 
cannot be trusted to protect 
the victim of an individual 
crime let alone a class 
marked for oppression. 

It should not be necessary 
to describe the many cases of 
police corruption here, but it 
must be pointed out that if 
there is a general wide- 
spread dissolution of civil 
rights, the police will, for the 
most part, be on the side of 
the rulers and not the ruled. 

So, if you are not related to 
a political bureaucrat or did 
not make a large contribiition 
to an elected official, yon 
should be ready to protect 
yourself. In fact, an even 
greater upheaval could take 
place, where the lines of par- 
tisanship are not so dearly 
drawn, as with the state vs. 
the peo^e. 

Naturally, one should not 
bo^er to sleep with his gun 
or allow it to make one think 
that he or she is endowed 



with special powers. 

A firearm is only st>me- 
thing which can be used 
either rightly or wriingly. 
depending upon the person 
and the circumstances. A 
eapon cannot be considered 
as inherently evil.

Objection 



Editor: 

I would like to raise sone 
objections to Beth Barber's 
review of Israel Horovitz' 
one-act comedy "Morning" 
(Nov. 13), as directed by 
Gary T. Walters. Specifi- 
cally, 1 disagree with her an- 
alysis of the play and her 
praise of the performance. 

First, Horovitz *s wild farce 
does not deal seriously with 
the problem of racism. Al- 
though he begins with a pro- 
mising, if not original thesis 
(color change), be never fofly 
devdops it. He does not ex- 
plain how this blad^ Harlem 



family becomes strapped into 
patterns of behavior that are 
not white, black or inte- 
grated. The characters 
spount Horovitz's mock- 
black jargon and (by now) 
customary four-letter words 
without ever confronting the 
issue of prejudice head on. 
Instead, his fanciful picture 
of his blacks is just the kind of 
cartoon of a race that should 
give support and comfort to 
hardened racists. If this was 
a "Black Power Comedy * 1 
was not amused. 

Secondly, the director in- 
terpreted the play iaoorrect- 
ly. By the manner In which 
the one-act was staged, I was 
left to believe that Horovitz 
was advocating black supre- 



macy. However, a closer 
reading of the play will reveal 
that the playwright contends 
that a man may pretend to be 
another color, but ultimately 
he cannot escape his inner- 
feelings. When a racist 
threatens, a man will aot 
succumb but rebel. He may 
even commit murder. There- 
fore, Horovitz believes that 
racism is here to stay. 

Certainly, this is no reason 
to allow a revival meeting at- 
mosphere* to pervade at the 
conclusion ot the perfor- 
mance. When the curtain Cell 
on the mnrderiaf of the white 
avenger by the Mack mother, 
both cast and choir burst into 
song and thereby ruined the 
driflMttic eficct. A better 



finish would have been com- 
plete silence, which wouM 
have allowed time for ih^ 
dience to digest the play

"We have never had 
anybody say anything except 
to compliment us," he said.

Devout followers of the 
Baha'i ftdth, both Seals and 
Crofts agreed that their 
religion reflects itself in 95 
per cent of their music. 



"We believe in equality of 
the sexes, of all people. We 
believe in profit sharing.

Jimmy Seals* hat has 
become his most identifiable 
symbol over the years, and 
he began wearmg that style 
six years ago. 

"The first one was a gift 
that I wore three or four 
weeks.

at one engagement, the 
audience reacted favorably to 
it and I've been wearing 
them ever since. Right now 
I'm down to two," he said. 

Their time is fairly well 
divided between their music 
and their families. Dash 
estimated that 60 per cent of 
their time is spent working 
and 40 per cent with their 
wives and children.

StiKkni Body President David Aronofsky faces a Bill of 
Impeachment filed in the Student Senate by Judicial and 
Kiiles (J&R) committee chairperson Eric Johnson. 
The bill contains eight counts of malfeasance and eight 
Hints of misfeasance, all related to telephone calls and trips 
Aronofsky made. 
A hearing has been scheduled Monday, at which time the 
committee will consider the bill and receive testimony 
from Aronofsky. 

" David J. Aronofsky has acted in deregation of his office 
and in violation of his oath as President of the Student Body of 
FSU," Johnson said. ''Aronofsky has committed certain 
ffenses which warrant his impeachment and removal from 
office pursuant to Chapter 406.1, Siection B of- the student 
body statutes.'* 

The statute cited states that any elected officer of the 
student body or any officer appointed to fill the vacancy of any 
elected ofRcer may be removed from office upon 
impeachment by the Senate and conviction by the Supreme 
Court on charges of raalfeasaace, misleasaiice, or 
nonfeasance of office. 

"We're providing a mechanism to get this thing solved,'* 
J&R vice chairperson Steve Powell said. * 'It's up to the Senate 
to recommend impeachiBent to the court.*' 

' 'This is the only way we can properly address a hearing, 
Aronofsky agreed. "Neither my counsel or I believe that I've 
committed any impeachable offenses."

Senate President Apollo Visko said, "This is potentially one 
of the more serious decisions Student Senate will have to 
make, not only this year, but at least in the last ten years." 

Both articles of impeachment cite the same offenses.

Faculty evaluation of 
administrators asked 



A system of faculty evaluation of university 
administrative performance should he 
^d^>pted on every campus in Florida's SU^ 

t'niversity System. 

^at's the opinion of Robert Fisher, 
president of the FSU chapter of the American 
Association of University Professors (AAUP). 

"Ihc faculty needs something more than 
1 occasional opportunity, under provocative 
Tcumstances, to express its attitude toward 
ihe president's leadership," Fisher said in a 
' iter to Faculty Senate presi<tent Dr. Fred 

"^tandley. 

Fisher said the faculty "needs a regular, 
siematic method of evaluating the quality 
«>f university admmistration,** and that the 
'natter should lecehFe tlie "highest priority" 



of the FSU Faculty Senate. 

The letter requested that Standley appmnt 
a task force to design a method of &culty 
evaluation of university admimstn^ors. 

Fisher suggested the evaluation forms 
could he modeled afler the SIRS form 
students use to evaluate foculty. The 
evaluation should be administered annually, 
Fi^iar said, with the feedback going to the 
admini^rators and to the Board of Regents 
(BOR). 

The feedback could he * Valuable to 
administn^ors hi checking their performance 
and should be wekoroed by them,** Fisher 
said. The information sent to the BOR would 
imiicate faculty judgments of the (resident's 
ability to properly discharge his responsO»ili- 
ties, he said.

Six of the counts involve long distance telephone calls made 

by Aronofsky during his term in office. 

The telephone calls include one made to Aronofsky's 
former wife in San Rafael. Calif, totaling $11 .51 ; a call to his 
uncle in Denver, Col. at a charge of $3.45; a call to his brother 
in Dallas, Tex. totaling $5; two calls to his familv in Dallas. 
Tex. costing $11.85; two calls to Steve Vann in Austin. Tex. 
totaling $13.85, and another call to Dallas costing $2.85. 

The other two counts Aronofsky is charged with concern 
travel to conference "within his major field of higher 
education for personal reasons and not for valid SG 
purposes." 

The first trip questioned is one Aronofsky made to Austin, 
Tex. to a conference of university faculty and administrators 
that concerned legal decisions and developments in the last 
few vears which concern universities in the U.S. The cost of 
the trip was $167.55. 

Aronofsky is also being charged with malfeasance and 
misfeasance for traveling to Chicago, 111., to attend a 
convention of the American Association of Higher Education. 
The total cost of the trip was $224.55. 

If the Bill of Impeachment is approved by the .J&R 
committee, it will be sent to the floor of the Senate. A 
two-thirds vote of a quorum of the Senate is required for 
impeachment. 

Impeachment may be appealed in the Student Supreme 
Court according to the student body statutes.

Utility Company lawyer 
Edwin L. Mason testified 
Monday that Supreme Court 
Justice Joseph Boyd asked 
him to prepare a memoran- 
dum in connection with a 
pending court case and "I 
handed it to him and he 
accepted it." 

In an unexpected develop- 
ment. Mason testified that he 
gave a copy of the secret 
memo to Justice Hal Dekle as 
well as Boyd. 

Mason was the key witness 
in the unprecedented mis- 
conduct trial of Boyd before 
the Judicial Qualifications 
Commission. 

Boyd is charged with 
throwing the high court into 
public disrepute by accepting 



r 
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help from an outside attorney 
dealing with only one side of 
a pending case. 

Boyd claims he does not 
know how the Mason memo 
got into his files and says he 
destroyed it by flushing it 
down a toilet. 

Boyd said he found the 
memo in his court file follow- 
ing a golf date with Mason. 

Earlier the commission 
dismissed disability charges 
against Boyd. He claims the 



charge was filed to try to 
force him to agree to a JQC 
trial in private, but he has in- 
sisted on a public hearing. 

The case in which the 
Mason memo was submitted 
involved whether utilities 
could pass on the corporate 
profits tax to consumers. 
Boyd was assigned to write 
the majority opinion. The 
court fnally said the tax 
could be passed along. 

Mason, a former member 



of the utility regulating Pub- 
lic Service Commission, said 
he has known Boyd for years 

and once served on the Dade 
County Commission with him . 

After Mason had retired to 
private law practice and Boyd 
was elected to the Supreme 
Court, the two were frequent 
golf partners. Mason said. 

He said that during a golf 
game in July, 1973, after oral 
argument on the Gulf Power 
case, he and Boyd discussed 
the complexity of the issues. 

Mason said it was 
* 'common gossip" that the 
court was ready to overturn 
the PSC's decision that the 
corporate profits tax could 
not be passed on and that 
Boyd was writing the ruling.

Doug Sims, who received a letter last week informing him 
that his membership had been terminated, said he is also 
platiniiig to initiate an investigation of Giles' actions as

"Kimmcl is 
more concerned with finding where the mud splatters and 
making sure none of it lands in his direction." 

Sims said he believes that complaints made to University 
President Stanley Marshall's office led to a questioning of 
Giles by the administration. He charged that Giles ordered 
two employes to write derogatory statements about Sims in 
the reply to Marshall. 

Amont^ the complaints lodged by Sims were that the golf 
course uas overcharging students, that Giles attempted to 
sell used equipment at a 100 per cent mark up, and that black 
applicants for positions at the course were discriminated 
against. 

"All hiring for the golf course goes through University 

Personnel." Giles said. 

Giles also denied that he had threatened to have Sims 
arrested if he attempted to use the golf facilities. Sims said 
that a friend had overheard Giles say he would have Sims 
"picked up if he sets foot on the Seminole golf course." He 
said he received similar information from two members of the 
g(^lf team who reportedly heard Giles say he would have Sims 
"Busted." 

Giles said that the entire membership revocation procedure 
went through the office of University Attorney Robert Bickel. 

"I'm pretty sure the matter went through Mr. Bickel's 
hands and that it was approved by his office," Giles said. 

Bickel said he "knew about the problem," but claimed to 
be uninvolved. 

"If it becomes necessary for me to become involved, then I 
will." Bickel said in reference to the threatened legal action.

The recent effort to elect a Homecoming Chief 
and Princess, so closely aligned with the 
now-pc^lar nostalgia of the 1950s, has finally 
been abandoned and we are glad to see it. But we 
have become concerned with the racial attitudes 
which surfaced around the event and its 
cancella^on, for they, too, seem to epit<miize the 
fifties. 

When the Inter-Fraternity Council originally 
proposed the election, it was abundantly clear that 
the IFC wanted to control the results. They even 
went so far as to sidestep the normal campus 
election procedures in favor of regulations which, 
in the end, would favor their candidates. Needless 
to say, little of their support was offered to a black 
candidate. 

Also questimable was the behavicM* of the Black 
Student Union. Rather than boycott the event from 
its inception, the BSU instead decided to adopt the 
IPC's tactics and campaign heavily for two black 
candidates. It was only after neither of the blacks 
gained the title that the BSU voiced its objection to 
the affair. According to several reports, they even 
threatened to cause trouble at Saturday's football 
game if the whole election was not invalidated. 

Appweiitly, both of the oigaBlaiiloBS woie to 
inteat on ouddi^ mdo Itey woio pqpmenied that 
they iifled to show any comemt for the m^hods 
being used. 

What started out as an exercise in childishness 
gradually evc^ved into an ugly struggle between 
the races to determine which would be the winner. 
In the end, both turned out to be losers. 

A committee has been established to investigate 
any future Homecoming elections and, hopefully, 
to prevent situations similar to this one from 
recurring. We recommend that the whole basic 
idea be dropped and no future elections be held. It 
seems that contests of this type may inherently be 
plagued by the less attractive emotioiis within us 
aU.

Askew says youth can end 
failings of American system

Governor Reubtn Askew 
stressed the importance of 
the legal professkm as he 
gave the keynote address 
yesterday during the dedica- 
tion ceremonies of FSU's law 
building to Florida Supreme 
Court Justice B.K. Roberto.

Yu's lawyer. Jon Caminez. has aL^rced to a stav of 60 days 
before going to court in order to allow the FPRC time to study 
the problem. 

"If they don't give speedy remedy by Jan. 13, we'll take it 
right to court," Caminez said. 

Yu contends in his suit that he was given no warning before 
the termination of his contract and that no reasons for his 
dismissal were given in the Oct. 17, 1972 notice. 

The BOR Operating Manual stotes that "prior to 
transmission of the notice of nonreappointment, the president 
or his designee should undertake to confer informally with the 
faculty member and explain to him the leaaoos lor lys 
nonreappointment . ' ' 

In a letter to then Dean Martin Roeder, Harrold said, "Yu 
has a language problem that hasn't inqiroved with time. 
Many students have written that Yu is a good professor, 
considering his language barrier." Harrold also maintained 
that Yu's research publications had been modest in quantity. 

In a letter of rebuttal to Roeder, Yu questioned the 
evaluation of "language problem" saying that he could not 
remember students making comments on his SIRS forms to 
that effect. He also argued that the number and quality of his 
publications con^Mued favorably with those of otbo' jbcalty 
members. 

Yu's SIRS forms for the spring of 1973 were caUed aven^ 
by Provost Norman P. Heydenbuia in s memo to Desa of 
Faculties Daisy Flory. 

"His research productivity is good for 1973," H e ydcnb mg, 
who is now retired, said. "I believe that Yu has some 
for a complaint against his rating based on laa 
during 1972-73." 

However, when Yu appealed to Heydefrtwrg and Executive 
Vice President Bernard Sliger in the fafl of 1973, both refused 
to rescind Harrold's termination notification. Sliger said at 
the time that the decision not to renew v as an administrative 
determination and that such an action was in the best interest 
of the university. Sliger said he felt this was a valid reason for 
not renewing non-tenured faculty contracts. 

in Ids appeal, Yu emphasiied **the reaaon given for my 
termination was solely Iwsed upon opinion, not iMto." Citing 
goverameBt in tiie ssmhiDe, Ya said that the terariaatioa 
should be nullilied OB the grounds that the official act was not 
ttSuM la aa opea mec^i^. 

Yu also charged that his teaching effectiveness and 
research was not adequately investigated. 

*'! have read aiy evaloatioa sheeto oa tins particular 
evaluatioa aadtiiey seem acceptable,'* Yo said. 'Twooalof 
the three evahtated coarses gave me high rating." 

**My work Is reoogaiaed by several highly prominent 
mathematicians in my area. One member of the National 
Academy of Science and one chief editor of a respectable 
professional journal, neither of whom I have any personal 
relationship with, have agreed to support my research Aith 
positive references if 1 seek another academic position. These 
facts certainly support my contention that my research was 
not adequately investigated." Yu said. 
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Amendment sets 
trial procedure 

The Legislature met in special session Tuesday to amend 
the law so former Education CommismMier Floyd Christian 
and Treasurer Tom O'Malley can be tried and dear up what 
Republicans call "Cabinetgate." 

Earlier, the 48tii Florida Legislature was sworn in and then 

formally organizing itself widi House Speaker Don Tucker, 
D-Tallahassee, and Senate PTeadent Dempsey Barron, 
D-Panama Qty, assuming contnri for the next two years. 

The First State Court of Appeals overturned the Christian 
indictments Nov.5 daiming that Gov. Reubin Askew's 
assignment of JadLsonville State Attorney T. Edward Austin 
to the Leon County Grand Jury was illegal. 

Altfiough not mentioned in the dedsion, the indictments of 
O'Malley, former State Sen. George HoOahan and Clearwater 
architect Walter Melody also are suspect because they were 
handled by Austin. 

Askew called the one-day spedal session, his eighth, to get 
changes in the Governor's power to assign state attorneys so 
Austin can return to Tallahassee and re-file the Christian 
charges. 

Also included in the call was legislation abolishing the 
Interama Authority and freeing an earlier appropriation of 
$6.2 million for construction of a Florida pavilion at Interama 
to pay off project debts. 

Newly elected Sen. Edgar Dunn, Jr., once Askew's general 
counsel, wrote the bill that will overcome the appeals court's 
objections and says it only "restores the status quo."

Justice denies trial diarges 



(UPl) — Supreme Court 
Justice Joe Boyd took the 
stand at his misconduct trial 
Tuesday, swearing he never 
asked a utility lawyer to give 
him a memo he could use in 
preparing a decision worth 
millions of dollars to power 
companies. 

Justice Boyd firmly con- 
tradicted the testimony of 
Tallahassee lawyer Edwin L. 
Mason and his own 
secretary, Mrs. Betty Potts, 
in appearances earlier before 
the judicial qualifications 
commfsakm. 

Mrs. P^tts testifkd that 
Boyd told her several times 
he had asked Mason for the 



memo. Mason testified that 
he had an understanding 
with Boyd he would prepare 
the document. 

**If I had made such a 
solicitation, surely nobody 
here thinks I'm dumb enough 
to have told anybody," Boyd 
said. **I worked too hard to 
get up here (the Supreme 
Court) to go fcmling with any 
utility lawyer.**

University-held info 
now open to students 

A new law which allows college students to examine all the 
information held on them by their university went into effect 
throughout the country yesterday. 

The law. officially called "The Family Educational Rights 
and Privacy Act of 1974," forbids schools which receive 
federal funds from denying access to records to students or, if 
the student is under age 18. from his or her parents. Those 
institutions which do not comply with the regulation may face 
a loss of federal funds. 

The new act guarantees "the right to inspect and review 
any and all official records, files and data directly related to 
them, including all material that is incorporated into each 
student's cumulative record folder, and intended for school 
use or to be available to parties outside the school or school 
system" to students. 

The act requires that schools comply with all proper 
requests within 45 days after they have been received and 
provide hearings on questions of disputed entries.

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Faculty should 
attend meeting 



It appears to be almost certain that the main topic 
of discussion at today's Faculty Senate meeting will 
be University President Stanley Marshall and his 
future role at FSU. 

Although no official position was reached at last 
week's Senate Steering Committee meeting, the 
issue is sure to receive mxe than just cursory 
attention today. 

The Steering Committee discussion was precipi- 
tated by several letters from faculty members 
asking the Senate to provide a forum to consider the 
possibility of Marshall's resignation. Both Steering 
Committee Chairperson Dr. Fred Standley and 
Associate Chairperson Dr. Greg Choppin agreed 
that a general faculty vote on the issue would not be 
the proper way to voice discontent, but did consider 
the feasibility of a faculty evaluation of administra- 
tion officials. 

Steering Committee members seemed to concur 
that some action must be taken. One member 
went so far as to say that the faculty-administration 
rift had grown to **crisis proportions,** and that 
some sort of remedy was desperately needed. 

The Fhunbean agrees timt rotalkiiw between tfic 
imcuhy and administnitioii are not what they should 
be and believes that Dr. Marshall is the prime 
reason for the lack of communication between the 
two bodies. 

For years, a significant number of faculty 
members have been disgruntled with Marshall's 
performance as university president, but have 
been unable to express their discontent through 
some type of legitimate channel. It is time that a 
formal procedure be established so that present 
and future displeasures can be adequately 
conveyed to Marshall and other administrators. 
This procedure should not be restricted to faculty 
use, but should also be made available to both 
stud^ts and staff members. 

The Faculty Senate Steering Committee has 
shown a great deal of courage in confronting the 
subject of Dr. Marshall's proposed abdication from 
offke. We trust that the Senate as a whole will 
handle the ^uation in an exped^t and productive 
manner. 
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Is this action affirmative? 



It is rather ironic that Florida State University, an institu- 
tion of higher learning and presumably therefore at least a 
nominal bastion of liberalism, should be involved in that crass 
display of intellectual dishonesty known as Affirmative 
Action. Universities in general and this one in particular have 
historically been sympathetic to the cause of equality in civil 
liberties and rights. The civil rights campaigns of the 1960s 
were conducted in the name of "equality." An amendment to 
the United States is being emotionally advocated in the cause 
of ' 'equality. ' ' The Civil Rights Act of 1964 was passed in the 
name of **equality." Now, it seems, we are being told that 
some are, in fact, more equal than others. 

The point has been widely (and rather mechanically) 
recited that unless * 'affirmative** steps are taken to forcefully 
emulsify minority groups into the social, academic and eco- 
nomic streams of America, it will never be accomplished. It 
would alse be urged that unless qualification requiremients 
are waived and special effort is made to hire minority groups, 
persons who happen to be members of minority groups will 
never be included in the mainstream. 

This reasoning is no more a valid justification for affb*ma- 
tive action than Hitler's insistence that Jews are racially 
inferior was for the Hokxraust. First, the term "minority" in 
and (^itself is highly misleading. If one were to class^ every 
American by racial, religious and sock>-eGonomic origin mid 
compositkm, the end result would ineviti|bly be the most 
fantastic assortment of minorities imaginable. Americans 
may be many things, but thoroughbreds we are not. If we 
were to be entered in a dog show-like oompetitkm, almost all 
of us would be laughed out of the arena. I've a paralyzing 
suspick)n that the much-maligned WASP we hear so much 
about is America's most slandered minority. 

Secondly, the practice of discriminatory hiring according to 
a quota — excuse me, goal — is patently counter-productive 
to the goal of ultimate social and economic integration. It is 
inherently divisive — qualified people know when they're 
being discriminated against , whether by patronage or design . 
Resentments are stirred; dormant or suppressed prejudices 
flair anew. Another, and less mentioned angle to this 
argument is that it could well insult the intelligence of a good 
many minorities, for it is tantamount to the assertion that 
**they can't make it on their own." Obviously, this is the same 
type of ignorant generalization upon which discrimination 
festered to begin with. 

To assert that schemes such as affirmative action severely 
impairs any quest that may be in progress for academic 
excellence should be redundant. Unfortunately, it appears 
that either the administration and/or HEW have not yet 
considered this — or if they have, they believe it irrelevant. 

If the preceeding arguments are not enough to enjoin the 
practice of such administrative asintnkies as affirmative 
action , perhaps the fact that it is contrary to public policy (e.g. 
SI 12.041. F.S. and Amendment 14 of the U.S. Constitution) 
will. Though little can be documented in the way of evidence 
that either HEW or the current FSU administratk>n are 
interested in complying with authority higher than thenr own 
(be it moral or legal), it would seem that someone would. 



Possibly it would behoove one of those persons damaged h 
this policy to file suit to enjoin the further practia • 
discrimination in this state: perhaps Attorncv Gericral Sh 
would be interested in doing so. In any event, this tiamh;

Q. WiMt factors determine the idnd [brand, dosage] of 
birth oaiM pS m ea ufc e d to each faMttvitbud weaum? 

A. The birth control pill in general contains a combination 
of an estrogen and a progestogen, both of which are 
female hormones. The pill is designed to suppress ovula- 
tion. In the process, it assumes hormonal control of the 
uterus and of the cyclic monthly bleeding. 

The physician will ordinarily start with a pill containing 
the smallest amount of hormone that will accomplish the 
purpose for nearly all of his patients. This will tend to 
minimize the unfavorable reactions. There are many 
excellent such preparations on the market with little to 
choose between them. If the patient has "breakthrough 
bleeding" it indicates that the pill has not taken control. 
Depending upon its severity, the physician may elect to 
wait it out or to increase the dose for a few days, or to 
change to a stronger preparation. 

On the other hand, if the patient has a side reaction, 
such a vomiting, edema or depression^ the physician may 
put her on a weaker preparation, hoping that the change 
will not induce breakthrough bleeding. As an alternative, 
he might try her on a preparation containing a different 
pair of the two hormones. If none of these maneuvers 
succeed, it may be n^»ssary for the patient to use a 
different method of ocmtraception. 

Q. Your comment in the Sept. 30 Flambeau caught my 
attention: that the Health Service does not insert lUD's 
because of the disadvantages involved. Please enumerate 
these disadvantages. 

A. The data vary with the type of device, the population 
involved and the person(s) reportliig. One large series 
showed discontinuation of the lUD in the first year after 
insertion for the following reasons: pregnancy, 2.4 per 
cent; ezpidsion, 4.8 per cent; bleeding and other medical 
reasons, 12.9 per cent; planned pregnancy and other 
perscmal reasons, 2.5 per cent. The total discontinuations 
by tiie end of the first year was 22.6 per cent. At the end of 
six years, the cumiih^ve total was S7.4 per cent. Perfora- 
tion of the uterus at the time of insertion occm in perhaps 
0.1-0.5 per cent. 

It is the opinion of the chief of our gynecology clinic that 
these disadvantages outweigh the advantages for the 
university student type population we serve. Clearly, this 
opinion is not shared by all, for there are millions of these 
devices in use in the United States and an appreciable 
number on campus. 

Q. I have a small scar on my face and would like to know 
what is involved in having it removed through plastic 
surgery. Would this be a one or two visit deal, or would it 
take many visits? It is not very deep at all, but just looks 
bad. Could you give any idea of tlie coat of such an 
undertaldng? 

A. Your questions can be answered only by ^e surgeon 
after he lias examined you and planned the procedure for 
revision of tlie scar. The objective of the surgery is 
replacement of the old scar with a new one which inter- 
feres less Hbe function or appearance.

Indians allegedly given

(ZNS) Hundreds of sick 
Chippewa adults and child- 
ren on the Red Lake 
Reservation have reportedly 
been unknowingly subjected 
to experimental treatments 
or have had diseases go 
untreated while they were 
being observed for experi- 
mental purposes. 

A<x»rding to an article in a 
recent issue of * 'Scientists 
and Engineers for Social and 
Political Action", the studies 
were financed by the 
Department of Defense and 
undertaken by the University 



of Minnesota Medical school. 

The magazine says that the 
experiments on the Indians 
provided the military with 
data on the spread and 
control of impetigo and 
nephritis — diseases that 
commonly struck American 
troops in Indochina. 

Impetigo is a skin disease, 
caused by bacteria, which 
produces boil-like sores on 
the face and other parts of the 
body that can itch and bleed.

FSU President Stanley Marshall called for 
the censure of Faculty Senate President Fred 
Standiey in yesterday's Faculty Senate 
meeting. 

The move resulted from the placement of 
an item on the Senate agenda which 
permitted discussion by Standiey and Senate 
members of recent calls for Marshall's 
resignation. 

Terming Standiey 's remarks "unethical 
and unfair. ' ' Marshall claimed that he should 
not be allowed to speak because the matter 
had not been previously arranged with the 
President's office or the administration. 

"I think the Senate should censure the 
president and any others on the Steering 
Committee who would attempt to speak on 
this today," Marshall said. 

The President added that he witnessed a 
similar attack on then-university president 
John Champion seven years ago. 

•'I was ashamed then and there is no doubt 
that the university conununity has suffered 
from it," he said. 

Marshall termed the suggestion that there 
could be any discussion worthy of faculty 
consideration on the issue as ••ludicrous." 

••We're allowing a few people to go against 
the spirit of truth and dignity on an issue that 
shouldn't exist at all," he said. 

Following a ruling by the Senate 
Parliamentarian which okayed discussicm of 
the resignation issue, Standiey atdnnltted 
three proposals for consideration by 
members. 

The first called for the Senate to provide a 
forum in which Marshall could present 

information on pertinent issues, while the 
others called for a vote on Marshall's possible 
resignation or the establishment of a body to 
evaluate the office of the President. 

Greg Choppin, associate chairperson of the 
Faculty Senate Steering Committee, read the 
panel's proposal calling for the appointment 
of an ad hoc committee to study the state of 



the university. 

The committee would Investigate 
academic, administrative and stndest 
concerns and would hope to provide a 
perception of proUems in these areas. It wfll 
be responsible for conqitlmg a report wincli 
would estabHsh the pertinent focts ki order to 
establish the concerns with regard to 
ftesidential resignation. 

In other action, the Senate approved an 
amendment of policy rehiting to the 
des^nation of graduate students as graduate 
faculty. 

h was determined that no FSU gradnate 
student may be appointed to the gradnate 
faculty or teach graduate oourses except by 
specific approval of the Undergraduate Policy 
Council. 

it was also announced that the Peering 
Cbmmittee has met with Exeottive Vice 
President Bernard Sfiger to discuss the 
upcoming implementation of Health, 
Education and Welfue (HEW) ordmd 
Action Form Two procedures. 

One member claimed that the plan, 
especially the area concerning co o per ative 
programs hclween FSU and Florida KBM 
University (FAMU), "has a very grave 
significance" for graduate and umlergmdn- 
ate programs at the two in stituti ons. 

••This could drastically affect the future of 
oiff outstanding research program," he said. 

Itoner Firiier, eaecntive assastairt lo 
Marshall, anno«iced enroBment figures for 
the current quarter. "We are having a very 
satisfoctory enroUmmit when you look at 
other universities around tiie country," he 
said. 

Adding that enroOnient is at its highest 
point in the history of the university. Fisher 
said that the new tuition fee structure "did 
have a major impact on FSU." 

Fisher cited figures which indicated that 
while enrollment has increased to 21,321 
fee-paying students, most students are taking 
less hours this year than at the same time last 
year.

Trade reform bill in Senate 



WASHINGTON — The 
Senate 'Ftnaace Committee 
voted Wednesday to send to 
the floor a long delayed trade 
reform bill giving the Soviet 
Union nondiscriminatory 
trade treatment in exchange 
for an easing of restrictions 
on emigration of Soviet Jews. 

The bill was reported out of 
committee with an agree- 
ment it will not be acted upon 
by the Senate until the com- 
mittee questions Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger at a 
hearing Dec. 3.

D-La., told a news confer- 
ence that the vote was unani- 
mous among all committee 
members who attended the 
meeting and a canvas of 
absentees indicated they also 
concurred. 
But Long indicated a num- 



ber of committee members 
had some reservations about 
the bill, which could lead to 
amendments on the Senate 
floor. 

The unusual provision 
agreed to by the committee 
Tuesday was adopted on the 



insisttnce of Sea. Henry F. 
Byrd. Jr., D-Va., who wants 
to question the Secretary of 
State on the effects of the so- 
called ' ' Kissinger- Jackson 
compromise." 

"The enactment of the 
committee bill should help 
the economy of the United 
States."

Conflict threatens 
world peace 



Both the Israeli people and the Palestinian 
people have been locked in a bitter and violent 
struggle since the nation of Israel was created in 

Palestinian leaders claim that the land u:>cd to 
establish the nation of Israel was stolen from them 
and have repeatedly demanded that it be returned. 
Millions of Palestinian people now line the borders 
of Israel, living in refugee camps. It is these camps 
which have spawned the numerous terrorist 
organizations that have committed outrageous 
atrocities in order to make the Palestinian plight 
known. 

On the other hand, Israel has been placed in the 

situation of protecting itself on numerous occasions 
from the hostilities displayed by neighboring 
countries and the Palestinians. 

In short, a situation has developed where neither 
group will be happy until the other is beaten into 
submission. 

However, the results of a recent meeting 
between Arab leaders in Rabat, Morocco may have 
opened the doors to a solution to the longstanding 
problem. The leaders disavowed Jordan's claims to 
the lands they lost to Israel in the 1967 war. 
Instead, they proposed that the West Bank be 
ceded to the Palestinian people and, eventually, 
declared a nation. 

The leaders further concluded that the only 
group which could represent the interests of the 
Palestinian people was the Palestine Liberaticm 
Organization (PLO). This means that Israel is being 
asked to negotiate all settlements with one of its 
greatest foes. Understandably, Israel is reluctant 
to parley with the PLO and has thusfar refused to do 
so. 

The Israeli-Palestinian struggle has been a 
threat not only to peace in the Middle East but to 
the whole world for long enough. And while it is 
sometimes difficult to discern all of the emotions 
and circumstances involved between the two 
groups, it is very clear that some type of equitable 
soluticHi most be reacted in the near future. 

It is time for both the Israelis and the 
Palestinians to put aside their hatred and begin 
working toward a settlement of their differences. 
For if they do not, the world will continue to be 
plagued by i^rife and dea^, periiaps on a much 
larger scale than we would care to imagine. 
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W.E.B. Dubois stated in the ''Soul of Black Folk" that the 
color line will be the most salient problem of the twentieth 
century. This statement, written when the century was 
young, has. been validated by years which have seen the 
alleged '^manifest destiny** of the white race lead to the 
oppression and exploitation of darker people throughout the 
world. In America, the statement has been validated by the 
continual existence of an unequal distribution of wealth and 
influence which has confined the majority of blacks into 
ghettos, tapping of their aspirations and dre«Bs. 

Although the recent emergence of Third World nations 
and passage of civil rights legislation have mitigated 
international and national racial conflicts, this century is still 
plagued by the color line. Dubois* statement is valid today 
because people have been conditioned to think in racial terms. 
Therefore, any issue involving blacks and whites becomes a 
racial issue in which people conjure up all the old myths and 
irrational passions. When this happens, disputes involving 
right and wrong, justice and injustice, fairness and unfair- 
ness, become disputes with racial connotations. 

The dispute over the homecoming elections between the 
Intrafraternity Council and the Black Student Union provides 
an example of how a non-racial issue can be inflamed into a 
racial issue. IFC. with the aid of an editorial in the Flambeau 
on Tuesday, Nov. 19, is seemingly endeavoring to make the 
FSU community believe that the BSU objected to the election 
because the black candidate did not win. 
This was not the case. The BSU felt that the many irregu- 



larities in the elections warrentcd their invalidation. A^'.

My surprise came when I 
read the Flambeau's front 
page article entitled "Mar- 
shall will resign if faculty 
wants him to." The article 
never brought out the unity 
of the faculty discussion 
which led up to the question. 
The whole issue had been 
blown out of proportion. As I 
was the only undergraduate 
present, I feel that it is my 
responsibility to let the rest 
of the students know how 
misrepresented this state- 
ment was. It appears that the 
Flambeau used one comment 
(from a speech which had 
many beneficial ideas) to 
launch an attack on Dr. 
Marshall. This was my first 
experience - at seeing the 
press misrepresent someone 
. . . and it was hard to believe. 

Whether the students or 
faculty are for or against Dr. 
Marshall is not the issue 
here.

Steve Ball, an FSU 
graduate who decided to 
forego the "money-makes- 
happy" syndrome and go 
into business for himself, has 
been the co-owner-manager 
of Power for over two years 
now. 

"I graduated m 1971 with 
my Bachelors in Broadcast- 
ing, Radio and TV whidi is 
now Mass Communications, 
I've heard. 1 was a deejay for 
awhile, but no one would let 
me do what I wanted to do,*' 
Ball said. 

He floated from one local 
station to another before 
packing it in to work for him- 
self. 

His standard of living 
dropped considerably, Ball 
says, because "the best 
money I ever made was in 
radio." All they made from 
Pbwer was enough to pay for 
the necessities — rent, elec- 



tricity, etc. "We had no 
spending money," he said. 

Ball says he didn't want to 
create a "head" shop ("You 
know, black walls, ultraviolet 
light and posters all over the 
place") because he felt 
Power had more to offer.

"Everything on him is lea- 
ther or old wood," Chip 
Bloyd, owner and manager of 



Swampstream, said. "I did it 
as a statement of the kinds of 
things that can be done with 
leather."

Swampstream also hand- 
makes vests, pouches, hats 
and, of course, belts.

**Our program with first 
priority is a police complaint 
review board," spokesper- 
son Jack McLean said. 
Persons who wish to lodge a 
complaint concerning a law 
enforcement agency may call 
576-4983 on Wednesday 
evenings from 6 to 12. 

"After we receive the call, 
a six-person review board 
and an attorney will review 
the complaint and then 
submit our suggestions to the 
complainant/* McLean said. 

He said all information 
given to them will remain 
confidential, but that the 
material **might be used 
without stating names to 
create statistics about partic- 
ular incidences or particular 
law enforcement person- 
nel." 

The reason for the group's

Coalition members said 
they represent diversified 
ideas on political and 
economic problems, that 
they are not affiliated with 
any other organization and 
that the group has no 
established intrastructure.

(ZNS) George Harrison's raw vocal chords continued to 
affect his performance for the worse at four shows in San 
Francisco last weekend. Many fans reported later that they 
found it painful and depressing to listen to Harrison. 

George apologized to audiences at the first two shows, but 
said nothing about his ailment at the other two shows. His 
conditions appeared to have stabilized and he took it easy on 
stage — doing a shorter set than originally planned and 
playing silently behind Billy Preston, Ravi Shankar and Tom 
Scott throughout several tunes. 

Harrison was reported to be suffering from laryngitis, and 
some fans feared that if he continued to sing, he could do 
permanent damage to his voice. 

While the San Francisco audiences didn't respond much to 
Harrison's music, they did stand up for his closing song 
* 'What Is Life? ' ' Ravi Shankar and the Indian music set in the 
middle of the show also seemed to bore the crowd. 

By contrast, Billy Preston got an ecstatic response after 
dnging several of his songs. Thousands of fans stood up 
applauding and repeatedly calling for more as he finished 
eadi tune.

The FSU Seminole is 
scheduled to begin daily 
publication here winter 
quarter. 

Organized essentially by 
members of the Greek 
community on campus and 
headed by Kappa Sigma 
fraternity member Lance 
Paskowitz, the paper is 
expected to premiere Jan. 7. 

Paskowitz said the venture 
will be a pro-Greek, 
conservative publication 
which will hope to compete 
directly with The Flambeau.

Seminole representatives 
have approached the admin- 
istration four times seeking 
general advice and possible 
financial and accre di da tion 
assistance. 

The first meeting was 
between Paskowitz and Chief 
Student Affairs Officer Eddie 
Bass. iUxxMTding to Bass, the 
session was "purely an 
organizational one." 

Coosuhations have also 
been called between Semin- 
ole organizers and Vice 



President for University 
Relations Steve McClellan 
and with Joy Bowen, 
coordinator of student or- 
ganizations. 

McClellan said there 
would be no process for 
administrative involvement 
in a new publication. "As far 
as administrative support of 
the paper goes, there is none 
that 1 am aware of.'* 

Paskowitz announced ten- 
tative arrangements which 
would permit Seminole 
staffers to use Room 320 
Union as headquarters. 
However, Bowen said she is 



unaware of any official action 
which would allot Union 
space to be used in 
publishing the paper. 

"Use of Room 320 is 
afforded to all 200 registered 
student organizations," she 
said. "Lance has the 
registration forms and 1 am 
sure he is planning to file, but 
he hasn't yet." 

According to Paskowitz, 
the Seminole is "well on its 
way." Bowden Graphics of 
Tallahassee is to do the 
typesetting for the paper, 
and it will be printed in 
Thomasville, Ga. A name- 



plate for the paper, featuring 
Sammy Seminole and Lady 
Seminole, has also been 
composed by a commercial 
artist. 

Paskowitz says budgetary 
concerns are still unresolved. 

"We are exploring the 
possibility of getting money 
from the administration, 
student government and/or 
the alumni." he said. 'We 
have very good leads for 
financial support."

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Senate reduces 
Nixon allowance 



WASHINGTON — The Senate has voted to chop 
$650,000 from the $850,000 recommended by President 
Ford to help Richard M. Nixon return to private life. 

The $200,000 was included in an $8.3 billion catch-all 
supplemental appropriations bill adopted Wednesday. 

The bill also bars the transfer of the Nixon tapes and 
papers to San Clemente. 

Atthoogh many provisioiis in the bSi will have to be 
recondled between Senate and House negotiators, the 
Nixon funds will be held to $200,000 because tbe two 
chambers apfMioved identical amounts. 

Under provisions of the Senate and House bills, Nixon 
would receive $100,000 of the $400,000 asked for pension 
and allowances. 



Economic program formulated 



WASHINGTON — Senate 
Democrats today adopted a 
seven point economic pro- 
gram for consideration by the 
new Congress which calls for 
wage price controls * 'as a last 

resort." 

Although the resolution 
was approved unanimously. 
Senate Democratic leader 
Mike Mansfield said it did 
not commit any Democrat in 
the 94th G>ngress to vote for 
a program of controls. 

*'The key word is 
'consider'," he said. 

Mansfield ruled out action 
in the remaining five or six 
weeks of the 93rd Congress 
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on the nation's economic allocating credit to help home 
situation.

President Marshall opened 
himself up to any and all 
questions from the group. 
Among the participants was 
a reporter from the Tallahas- 
see Democrat who used this 
opportunity to raise a 
question concerning the 
circumstances under which 
Dr. Marshall might consider 
resigning. Although this 
question did not naturally 
grow out of Dr. Marshall's 
prepared introductory re- 
marks, he responded freely, 
yet carefully, in the manner 
which has been reported. 
There were no follow-up 
questions from the group, 
presumably because there 
was a tacit agreement among 
us that this was not the 
central issue of our discus- 
sion. 

Our purpose as sponsor of 

this series is not to defend 
Dr. Marshall. Not only is he 
fully capable of doing this for 
himself, but our individual 
opinions of his administra- 
tion's decisions and actions 
differ. Our concern is for the 
protection of free speech and 
for our own announced 
purposes: humanizing the 
university. 



The Flambeau's exagger- 
ation of Dr. Marshall's vsords 
and Its consequent sponsor- 
ship of a scicntificalK mvalid 
opinion poll does little credit 
to our campus press. The 
purpose of our discussion 
was to huniani/c: vour aim 
appears to be to dichotomize. 
Wc have attempted to deal 
with issues: you propose to 
deal with personalities. The 
result of your attempt to 
sensationalize may be that no 
university administrator will 
feel free to speak openly and 
informally in a public forum. 
The system will then become 
more autocratic. We will 
be even more cut off from the 
personal, human interactions 
with those who have been 
charged with the manage- 
ment of the university's 
affairs. 

Some of the problems 
within the university un- 
doubtedly never will be 
resolved except through 
contest and confrontation. 
But we must all work to avoid 
character assassinations. We 
must retain fundamental 
respect for each other and for 
the traditions of scholarship, 
humanity, reason, intellect.

About thirty bleary-eyed 
FSU Theatre students will 
make their television debuts 
at 5:30 a.m. Sunday when 
CBS begins filming a special 
usmg Tallahassee locales 
and people. The special will 
be aired sometime next 
March. 

Three segments of "So- 
journer Truth" will be filmed 
at a river fifty miles outside of 
Tallahassee. The special will 
depict episodes in the life of a 
pious, god-fearing black 
woman living in Massachu- 
setts in 1865. 

Red Pipers 
do two plays 

FSU's Pied Pipers, a child- 
ren *s dramatic repertory 
troupe, will present two short 
plays, "The Seven Dwarf'* 
and "Uncle Remus Stories" 
Saturday at 11 a.m. and 1 
p.m. in the Williams Build- 
ing Conradi Theatre. 

Tickets for the show are 25 
cents for both children and 
adults. 

On Dec. 14 the group will 
present their Christmas 
show, "Winnie the Poo and 
His Friend." 



Because CBS is filming the 
special now, a fairly 
temperate location was 
needed for outdoor shots. 
Tallahassee was chosen as 
the spot upon the recom- 
mendation of Amnon Ka- 
batchnik, head of the 
directing section of the 
School of Theatre. 

Besides knowing that 
Tallahassee would fit the 
needs of the physical set of 
the show, Kabatchnik real- 
ized the filming as an 
opportunity to bring the FSU 
Theatre students "closer and 
closer to the professional 
field." The Theatre School is 
"very attuned to having the 
students come in continuous 
contact with top professional 
people," he said. 

It is through Kabatchnik's 



friendship with the special's 
produce, Lois Bianchi, that 
Tallahassee's role in the 
project came about. Friends 
since their days in Yale's 
School of Drama, Kabatchnik 
and Bianchi have woited 
closely on a number of 
productions. 

Their most distinguished 
partnership was probably an 
off-Broadway production of a 
previously unperformed 
Chekov play. 

Chekov had written the 
play as a young man and 
when it was rejected, stuffed 
it in a drawer where it was 
found, without a title page, 
years after his death. 

The play ran six to eight 
hours as it was so once 
Bianchi, her husband and 
Kabatchnik decided to 



produce and direct it they 
had a playwright friend from 
Yale adapt it. 

Unanimous acclaim of the 
play followed its opening on 
off-Broadway. "The critics 
like it," Kabatchnik said, 
**they even did fc^w-up 
reviews in the Sunday 
papers." 

The working association 
among the Biachis and 
Kabatchnik is continuing 
with the filming of "Sojourn- 
er Truth" in Tallahassee. 

When Bianchi began 
planning the television 
production she called Ka- 



batchnik to ask his advice and 
help in organizing the 
production if CBS did come to 
Tallahassee. 

"Her main concerns were 
in several areas," Kabatch- 
nik said. "The weather and 
the locales were questioned. 
She did not want it too cold or 
rainy or for it to seem too 
tropica] with palm trees," he 
said. 

Bianchi was assured that 
the weather would be good, 
the locale untropical, and 
that feature players and 
extras could be cast from the 
Theatre School. She was also

Yeoman was the designer of 
the Veer-T oflrase used 
extensively across the nation 
by college teams, hiduding 
here at FSU.

Energy directive 
prompts criticism

Green said the damage to the pianos occurred during the 
summer when "we shut down the system to repair the air 
conditioning," and not because of the new energy policy. 

Although it has been suggested recently that air 
conditioning systems in other buildings would cost less if they 
were run continuously. Green said the university has been 
using 10 to 15 per cent less energy since titermostat controls 
were begun. 

Dorm residents have raised the issue of a loss of heat in 
their rooms, but Green said the directors of maintenance in 
each dorm are responsible for setting the thermostat. The 
du-ectors have been notified to cut back their use of energy, 
and are to keep the rooms at 68 degrees during the winter. 

The reason ioit climate controls, according to Associate 
Executive Vice President Homer Fisher is that * 'money 
provided for utiUtks this year is exactly the same as last year, 
resulting in a projected deficit (tf between $800,00-$900,000. ' '

Censure not 
impeachment 



By filing a Bill of Impeachment against Student 
Government President David Aronofsky, the 
chairperson of the Senate Judicial and Rules (J&R) 
committee has acted in an impractical manner. 

Last week, Aronofsky was charged with eight 
counts of malfeasance and eight counts of 
misfeasance for allegedly misusing SG funds for 
personal purposes. 

Under question are several long distance 
telephone calls Aronofsky made either to personal 
friends or family relatives, the costs of which 
totaled $48.61. Also attacked were two trips 
Aronofsky made to attend conferences "within his 
major field of higher education for personal reasons 
and not for valid SG purposes,*' according to the 
committee bill of impeachment. 

Aronofsky's actions cannot be condoned; 
however, his putative failures of judgement are not 
worthy of such a serious action as impeachment 
proceedings. 

He has little more than two months left in office, 
making any removal of little consequence if, in fact, 
a conviction is achieved. It also appears likely that 
impeachment proceedings will be used as a 
showcase by the sizeable number of Student 
Government politicos who have themselves 
displayed an interest in the presidency. 

Apparently, Aronofsky is a victim of the 
impeachment-happy attitude which has already 
side-tracked a number of other SG presidents 
across the nation's campuses. 

If an administrative agency, such as the recently 
established Ethics Commission, undertakes a 
self-study program or wishes to investigate certain 
activities, it should procure outside advisement 
and not attempt to conduct an internal evaluation. 
This is not an attempt to degrade the fine work 
already done by the commission or to question its 
motivation, but rather to caution against premature 
and unnecessary litigation.

By 1941 'Citizen Kane" 
was finished and ready for 
rdease amid storms of [ho- 
test by the Hearst press, 
whidi dahned that the movie 
was based on none other than 
the great newspaper mag- 
nate William Randolph 
Hearst. Louis Mayer of 
MGM (who was a perscmal 
friend of Hearst's) offered to 
buy the film outright to keep 
it out of tiieaters, but Welles 
and RKO refused. Neverthe- 
less **Citizen Kane" did not 
do well at the box office. 

Not until a generation later 
have film fans and critics 
recognized the genius so evi- 
dent throughout this master- 
piece. 

Welles transplanted his 
Mercury Theatre Company 
into the RKO film studios, 
assembled the finest techni- 
cians he could find, and be- 
gan work on filming his 
Academy Award winning 
screenplay written in colla- 
boration with Herman Man- 
kiewicz. 



This film debuted Welles 
as a screen actor, as well as 
Joseph Gotten, Agnes 
Moorehead, Ruth Warrick. 
Paul Stewart and Ray Col- 
lins, all of whom played pro- 
minent roles in this and other 
pictures. Everett Solane, 
Dorothy Comingore and 
George Coulouris also turned 
in outstanding perfcmnan- 
ces. 

Gregg Toland, the director 
of photography, has become 
the most honored cinemato- 
grapher of all time, according 



to American Cinematograph - 
er magazine. His innovative 
camera work in **Kane** 
retains a very artistic and 
progressive feel, and his use 
of deep focus shooting and 
high contrast lighting have 
become legendary.

Rape is the topic on a special WFSU-TV "Woman's Way" 
show scheduled for tonight at 10 p.m. on Channel 11. 

Because rape is a major crime which many women are 
reluctant to report, WFSU-TV's Mary Jo Hall and Jim West, 
producers of the daily "Woman's Way" show, decided to 
present the special on rape. 

According to leading criminologists, thousands of women 
become the victims of the crime of rape every year. It has been 
estimated that ten times as^ many rapes are committed than 
are reported. 

Guests on the "Woman's Way" special include Attorney 
(jcneral Robert Shevin and his assistant, Carolyn 
Snurkowski, who will explain the newest legislation 
u)ncerning rape. Sgt. Linda Presnell of the FSU police 
department will discuss preventative measures women can 
take on their own behalf. 

A three-part dramatic enactment of what happens to a 
woman who has been raped, when the crime is reported in 
Leon County, is also included in the special. 

Ruth Sweet, actress in the FSU School of Theatre program, 
will represent the victim, assisted by Ron Stevenson and 
Harry Chaives of the Leon County Sheriffs Department and 
Dr. Calvin Ciirrv. a local gynecologist. 

The state attorney's office, which represents all rape 
victims, will participate with Jim White of the agency 
discussing court procedures and trials. Psychologist Mary 
Tyler of FSU will deal with some of the myths that surround 
the crime. 

Phone lines will be open to viewers during the final 
t^venty minutes of the production, and viewers will be able to 
ask questions of an eight-member panel including Leon 
<^^ounty Sheriff Raymond Hamlin and two representatives of 
the local rape crisis center.

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Committee tables impeachment 



After four hours of testimony from accused 
Student Body President David Aronofsky, the 
Student Senate Judicial and Rules (J&R) 
Lonimittee voted 6 to 3 last night to table a bill 
of impeachment until after the Thanksgiving 
holidays. 

( ommittee member Apollo Visko moved to 
table the bill because of an apparent conflict 
in the student body statutes whkh fails to 



clearly define the committee's role in 
impeachment proceedings. 

The committee plans to ask the Student 
Supreme Court for a declaratory judgement 
as to whether the panel acts in the capacity of 
a grand jury finding probable cause for a court 
case, or as a political body determining 
impeachable offenses to be considered by the 
the full Senate.

Enrollment caps proposed 



FSU will be allowed to enroll 25,000 
'itudents if proposed enrollment ceilings 
recommended by the Council of University 
Presidents are adopted by the Board of 
Regents (BOR). 

'Hie pre g idents met yesterday in Orlando 
and approved enroUment caps for ail the 
universities in the state. 

FSU protested the 25.000 limit here 
because of a desire to grow as large as tfic 
University of Florida, which will be allowed to 
maintain its present enroUment of 27.000. 

Present FSU enroUment is 21.321. 

The couttdimet to consider the limitation of 
enrollment after Gov. Reuhin Ajskew vetoed a 
legislative bill to cap enroament, dting the 
fact that it would give legislative control to 
academic programs. 

Florida Intmatioaal Uohfersily hi Miami 



may increase its enrollment to 30.000 
students, making it the largest school in the 
State University System. It currently 
accommodates i0,589 students. 

Florida Technological University and the 
University of South Florida will have an 
enrollment total of 25,000. 

Florida A&M University. Florida Atlantic, 
the University of West Florida and the 
University of North Florida will have a 15.000 
student limit. 

The 27.000 ceiling at UF is exclusive of its 
medical school and Institute of Food Services. 
Combined with other university enrollment, 
the total there is 28,263. Those two schools 
were excliKled because they are on separate 
budgets. 

The presidents' proposal \\ ill be discussed 
by the BOR and considered for approval at 
thek Dec. 9 meeting in West Pahn Beach. 



without knowing in what capacity we are 
making it," Visko said. 

Article One of the bill of impeachment 
consists of eight counts of malfeasance. 
Aronofsky 's counsel, Tom Lang, challenged 
the validity of the article, stating that 
Aronofsky has been "charged with theft as 
defined by the student penal code" and that 
such charges must be contended with in the 
Student Supreme Court. 

Visko amended the bill to include the 
malfeasance charges, citing violations of the 
statutes rather than the penal code. The 
committee must allow Aronofsky a week to 
prepare defense for the amended charges. 

Article Two involves charges of 
misfeasance, defined by Lang as a "purely 
political indictment." 

"This committee is charged with 
determining whether or not 1, as student body 
president, am fit to remain in office." 
Aronofsky said in a preface to his openmg 
statement. 

Aronofsky said that the eight counts of 
misfeasance involved a question of property 
under Florida State Statutes. In reference to 
six charges concerned with allegedly 
improper long distance tel^hone calls. 
Aronofsky said that, legally, he couldn't have 
deprived Student GovermneDt (SG) of any 
property. 

Under State Statutes, the money does not 
belong to SG. accordhig to Aronofeky. "We 
don't own that telephone account, die State of 
Florida does," Asoadaky said. 



The committee bill of impeachment cites 
calls made to Aronofsky 's former uik in San 
Rafael. California, to his uncle, in Denver. 
Colorado, to his brother and his parents in 
Dallas. Texas, and to a personal friend in 
Austin. Texas. 

Aronofsky said most of the calls were 
justified because he was seeking advice on 
affairs which affected SG. 

"Whenever I have to make a decision that 
affects SG or the student body. I feel that it is 
reasonable to solicit proper advice iii t^rder to 
make the decision," Aronofsky said. "There 
are more calls and more money spent on 
collect calls" to his family than calls made 
with SG funds. Aronofsky said. 

Aronofsky stated that he placed the 
questionable calls to seek advice on his 
possible resignation to take a job offer, the 
lobbying effort to preserve the private 
institution of New College, the procurement 
of more grant money for the university, his 
relationship with the FSU administration, and 
informatioD on the concept of having student 
members on the Board of Regents. 

No oath was taken tnm Aronofsky before 

his testimony, and any evidence collected 
during the hearing would "presumably not" 
be admissible in the Supreme Court, 
according to Lang. 

The hearing was open to the student body, 
and questions were fielded by Aronofsky from 
all persons in the room, whether or not they 
were members of the oonunittee. 



2 grand Juries 
indict Dicicinson

Federal grand juries in 
Tampa and Tallahassee re- 
turned double-barreled in- 
dictments of Comptroller 
Fred O. Dickinson, Jr. yes- 
terday on charges of income 
tax fraud, extortion, con- 
spiracy and misusing his 
power as Banking Commis- 
sioner to block charters of 
three new state banks. 

The indictments capped an 
eight-month probe of Dickin- 
son's personal finances and 
his conduct as Florida's 
Comptroller and Chief Bank- 
ing Officer. The bulk of the 
investigation was carried out 
by the federal grand jury at 
Tampa, which began hearing 
the case last April. 

In Tallahassee, a federal 
grand jury was convened 
yesterday morning and at 3 
p.m.. returned six counts 
charging Dickinson with 
filing fraudulent income tax

returns for the years 1970 
through 1972. 

Dickinson said he will not 
resign either as Florida's 
chief banking official or as 
president of the Nitional 
Conference of State Bank 
Supervisors. 

"I hope and expect to 
continue to serve out my 
term." Dickinson said. "I 
fully expect to be exhoner- 
ated from any wrongdoing. 1 
think the actions taken were 
politically motivated. 

Dickinson was in his Tall?- 
hassee office Monday morn- 
ing, went home for lunch and 



never returned. He was 
served a summons at his 
home Monday afternoon 
ordering him to appear in 
federal court at Tallahassee 
Dec. 2 to answer the income 
tax fraud charges. 

U.S. Attorney John L. 
Briggs said at Tampa that 
Dickinson would be required 
to appear before a U.S. 
Magistrate in Tampa on Dec. 
6 to answer the nine-page 
indictment on charges of 
conspiring to commit extor- 
tion and a misdemeanor 
count of accepting a "loan or 
gratuity" of $26,000 from an 
officer of a Merhtt island 
bank. 

Saying he felt "very 
relieved we've gotten to this 
point and know what we ve 
got to defend." Dickinson 
said that he was completely 
inncxent on all charges and 
"we can prove it."

The removal of State 
Sapreme Court Justices 
Joseph Boyd and Hal P. 
Dckle for judicial misconduct 
was recommended by the 
Judicial Qualifications Com- 
mission Monday. 

The commission voted 
unanimously to find the two 
justices guilty of misconduct 
in connection with alleged 
use of a secret document, 
written by a utility company 
lawyer, in preparing a court 
opinion. 

Dekle additionally was found 
guilty of trying to improperly 
influence Panama City Cir- 
cuit Court Judge W.L. Fitz 
Patrick to rule in favor of a

friend of Dekle's. 

Two members of the com- 
mission disagreed with the 
majority vote for removal of 
the two jurists, saying the 
punishment was excessive. 

The recommendation for 
removal of a justice of the 
state's highest court — 
handed to the court shordy 
before 4 p.m. — was unpre- 
cedented in Florida history. 



The qualifications com- 
mission — which tried the 
two justices last week — 
made its recommendation to 
the state supreme court, and 
also recommended that while 
the decision to remove is 
pending the justices be sus- 
pended from the bench. 

Chief Justice James C. 
Adkins, Jr., saying that a 
majority of the court would 



not want to sit in judgment of 
their associates, particularly 
since they would have to con- 
tinue to work with them 
should the removal not be 
approved, said a special 
panel of judges from around 
the state will be appointed to 
render the final verdict.

Watergate prosecution rests 



WASHINGTON — The 
government rested its Wa- 
tergate covemp case Nfonday 
after eight weeks in court, 
apparently without convinc- 
ing Judge John Sirica tiiat 
the evidence supported 
charges against two defend- 
ants of lying to the FBI. 

With the jury out of tiie 
courtroom, Sirica said if he 
were a juror huBsdf that he 
would not vote to convict 
John N. Mitdiell and John D. 



Ehriichman on two counts 
charging them with giving 
false information to FBI in- 
vestigators. Sirica hinted 
strongly he would dismiss 
those charges. 

Frosecutm' James F. Neal 
argued that lying to the FBI 
was a "veiy, very vital part <rf 
the coverup" and XxM Sirica 
he believed the U.S. district 
court jury should decide the 
diarges even though any re- 
sulting guilty verdict might 



later be dismissed. 

"Frankly, Fm not satisfied 
with the evidence that has 
been offered to prove those 
two counts/* Sirica said. *i 
don't think it*s fair to the de- 
fendants involved to send 
those two counts to the jury if 
the judge doesn't feel the 
evidence supports them."

WASHINGTON — The 
Justice Department Monday 
filed an antitrust suit aimed 
at ending an alleged 27-year 
conspiracy between major 
publishers in the United 
States and Britain to control 
the multibillion dollar En- 
glish language market. 

Twenty-one American 
publishing houses were 
named as defendants in the 
civil suit filed in U.S. District 
Court in New York City, 
Assistant Attorney General 
Thomas E. Kauper said. 

The Publishers Associa- 
tion, a British organization 
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Todcsv will be nicer than 
yesterday, but probably not 
as nice as tomorrow.

The suit said that as a 
result of these practices 
competition among publish- 
ers in the United States and 
Britain has been suppressed, 
international trade in English 
language books has been re- 
strained and bookbuyers 
have been deprived of the 
benefits of open competition.

Dismissal of those charges 
would still leave Mitchell and 
Ehriichman charged with 
counts of conspiracy, ob- 
struction of justice and per- 
jury. 

Mitchell, as the first of five 
defendants named in the 
government's indictment, 
was expected to begin pre- 
senting his defense today. 

Conspiracy to obstruct 
justice is the major charge 
against Mitchell, Ehriichman 
and the three other de- 
fendants — H.R. Haldeman, 
Robert C. Mardian and 
Kenneth W. Parkinson. All 
but Mardian also are charged 
with actual obstruction of 
justice. And ther are various 
perjury counts charged 
against Mitchell, Haldeman 
and Ehriichman. 
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fight for his constitutional 
rights. 

Justice Dekle. who was 
tried in private as was his 
right, also expressed sur- 
prise and asserted his inno- 
cence. 

In the Dekle influence 
case. Judge Fitzpatrick testi- 
fied in secret that Justice 
Dekle * 'indicated very 
strongly to me that the defen- 
dant should prevail, that k 
was important to him and his 
friends, as I lecall the 
words" in a conversaticHi in 
the winter of 1970. 

The case involved Sam 
Jackowitz, a Miami cam- 
paign worker for Justice 
Dekle, according to the com- 
mission's findings of facts. It 
said that Jackowitz feared he 
might not get a fair trial in a 
property dispute in "rural" 
north Florida pending before 
Judge Fitzpatrick. 

Justice Dekle admitted , the 
commission said, that he had 
talked to Fitzpatrick about 
Jackowitz's apprehension 
about being fairly treated. 

But in August, 1972, the 
commission said, in a tele- 
phone conversation, Justice 
Dekle reminded Fitzpatrick 
of the Jackowitz case. 

Fitzpatrick disqualified 
himself from the case there- 
after. 

The conduct of Dekle, the 
commission said, gave 
grounds for "resonable 
suspicion by Judge Fitz- 
patrick that Dekle was uti- 
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University files accessible, few respond 



Few FSU students have 
taken advantage of the 
recently implemented ••Fam- 
ily Educatkmal Rights and 
Privacy Act of 1974/' 
according to a spokesperson 
in the Registrar's Office. 

The law which went into 
effect Nov. 19 allows stu- 
dents access to all reccn^s, 
files and data which in any 
way identify or otherwise 
directly relate to the particu- 
lar student. 

'i don't know if the stu- 
dents are fully aware of the 
opportunity or not/' the 



spokesperson said. ••Stu- 
dents seem to be reviewing 
their records for curiosity's 
sake rather than for a spec^ 
reason.** 

Appropriate identification 
is all that is needed for a stu- 
dent to see his or her files. 
The law states that any such 
request must be responded 
to within 45 days. 

According to the official, 
the Registrar's Office has 
always operated on the pre- 
mise that anything in a stu- 
dent's file is open to that 
student's viewing.

"Politics of Energy " course 
to be offered winter quarter 



"Politics of Energy", a new course being offered in 
conjunction with the Government Department, will begin at 
FSU winter quarter. 

The course is designed to probe responsibility for the 
soaring cost of oil, environmental protection versus 
production of energy and whether or not there really is an 
energy crisis. 

Dr. F.S. Crowe, an energy analyst with the state energy 
office, will conduct the course. According to Crowe, the 
course is designed for students of relevant disciplines, such as 
chemistry, business, government, biology and law. 

Students will be able to do energy-related research 
connected with their major and will study questions of energy 



policy at the international, federal, state and local levels. 

Presentations by national and state energy officials will be 
featured. They will include persons from the Federal Energy 
Administration, the Florida Energy Committee, the Energy 
Assistant to the Governor and the State Energy Director. 

Crowe said he believes the course is being introduced at a 
crucial lime and that focus on long term problems and effects 
are necessary. 

The outcome of federal legislative proposals may shape the 
energy future of the nation for the next fifty years or more, 
according to Crowe. "But the long range problems of solving 
the nation's energy future remains totally unsolved," he said.

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Workable funding 
process essential 



With the inevitable implementatioii of the much 

talked about Title IX, it is time for administrators, 
faculty members and students to seriously 
re -evaluate the role of intercollegiate athletics at 
FSU. 

Once the guidelines have been finalized. Title IX 
will require that "no person in the United States 
shall on the basis of sex, be excluded from 
participation in, be denied the benefit of, or be 
subjected to discrimination undo* any education 
ptognm or activity receiving federal assistance." 

Simply put, this means that all women's 
intercollegiate athletic programs across the nation 
will be in for substantial boosts in their allocation. 

Two years ago, FSU was saddled with a 
disastrous 0-11 football season. Donations and 
revenue subsequently decreased, causing the 
Athletic Department to dip into its reserve funds to 
make ends meet. 

This year, Seminde supporters, along with the 
Athletic Department, launched a massive 
fund-raising campaign in hopes of bolstering 
sagging resources. The drive met with a fair 
amount of success, but this year's losing team is 
unlikely to provide any type of monetary cushion. 

Currently, women's athletics at FSU receives the 
smallest budget of any of the programs at the three 
largest universities in Florida — $45,000. This 
figure will probably have to be drastically increased 
to comply with Title IX guidelines and it appears 
that the Athletic Department might not have the 
resources to do it. 

Even FSU President Stanley Marshall, who has 
been the Athletic Department's greatest supporter 
over tiie years, seems to be tiring of the constant 
aggravations which accompany the operation of a 
major intercollegiate athletic program. At a recent 
Student Senate meeting, Marshall said that 
beca.use at the problems presented, ' *it would be a 
great pleasure not to have inteicdlegiate athletics, 
but it is not my choice. My own personal views 
don't count for much." 

The Flambeau believes that it is time for the 
university to.create a conraiittee which will i^udy 
both intercollegiate athletics and other recreational 
activities on campus and come up with regulations 
which would provide equitable funding for all.

Defining Affirmative Action 



The recent cotitroversy over Affirmative Action has re- 
vealed some strange bedfellows. Responsible members of the 
university faculty have been ^Hned' by outright racists In 
attacking the program, while supporters have fqund them- 
selves, sometimes with obvious discomfort, defending a 
university administration they have soundly condenmed in 
the past. 

Affirmative Action is an emotional issue and emotions are 
the grounds upon which it will be fought — especially if the 
university community refuses to provide another kind of 
leadership. It is imperative that the personality, and motives, 
of Stanley Marshall be separated from the issue itself. Simi- 
larly, those who oppose the program will, if they are un- 
cautious, find themselves feeding the flames of racial antago- 
nism. 

Certain facts are clear. There are a significant number of 
black people in the Tallahassee area and relatively few of 
them hold the so-called prestige jobs. In the university itself, 
black people are more often janitors, waitresses and maids 
than professors, administrators or secretaries. 

That set of facts would seem to lead to one of two conclu- 
sions. Either black people possess some set of characteristics 
or inherent disabilities which render them unfit for most 
positions beyond menial labor, or the system has discrimi- 
nated against them in some way. 

On this point, it would seem that the racists have a better — 
or at least more consistent — argument than the "liberal" 
opponents of Affirmative Action. If blacks are not inherently 
inferior, then they must surely have been discriminated 
against by the system. If the system has been discriminatory, 
then it is the responsibility of the system to readjust itself so 
as to cure the evils it has engendered. That readjustment 
must, if it is to be meaningful, provide the kinds of opportuni- 
ties which will encourage black pe<^e to develop the skills 
needed to take advantage of those opportunities. 

The attadL on Affirmative Action is insidious. It fms thrown 
up terms like ''reverse discrimination" and "equal oppoT" 
tunity" in an effort to maintain the status quo. It is un- 
questionably unrealistic to hire people for jobs they are un- 
qualified to fill, but it is equally unrealistic to penalize people 
for not acquiring skills they never expected to use. One cannot 
logically argue — except from a racist viewpoint — that there 
are not large numbers of black people in Tallahassee who 



have the intelligence, ability and incentive to fill the j(4>s that 
are now being opened to them. ' 

Moreover, many of the qualification exams are staa 
against persons who have not previously worked at the p. 
tions for which they are being tested. Not knowing hou 
spell * *per ifiem* • or bow many rubber bands are i n a jjnns 
may be more indicative of one*s background than of one s 
ability. These exams, like so many other obstacle s, alkm tho 
white establishment to hide behind an apparently liberal 
position and perpetuate racial discrimination

Affirmative Action, to be meaningful, must fulfill 
implications of its name. The university must take posit,, 
steps to recruit qualified people, to pr(>\ ide trammii for those 
who have not had an opportunity to obtain it in (he past, and to 
provide sympathy and encouragement to those w ho are tr\ink; 
to provide a better life for themselves. Undoubtedly, the 
administration has perpetuated some wrongs in its impk- 
mentation of the program, but it is essential to separate our 
criticism of enforcement procedures from the objectiv es of the 
program itself. The administration has taken the right stand 
on this issue and, in so doing, it deserves applause rather thin 
carping criticism. 

The emotional content oi the argument over Afftrmative 
Action may easily blind us to the human aspects of the 
program. It is surely difficult for a black pmon to enter a pre- 
dominantly wfe^e instlttttion and compete for jobs with per- 
sons who secretly suspect him of incosqietence. It is even 
more difficult to aceept such a job and attenpt to perform well 
in die fmceoiijipen hostility Uiat runs from one's co-workers to 
respected leaders of the faculty. It is unquestionably easier to 
stay on one's own stde of the tracks among friendly faces, and 
it ill behooves us to make the task more difficuh by lashing out 
with irresponsible charges that smack of racial prejudice.

I 
am not aware of those trage- 
dies in Rozbury and no less 
saddened by them. I did not 
say at any time that South 
Boston has a monopoly on 
violence. I am just as aware 
that there is danger to whites 
in Roxbury as there is for 
blacks in South Boston. It 
must be said that it is as 
equally unsafe for blacks in 
Roxbury as it is for whites in 
South Boston. The violence 
in neither of the areas 
diminishes nor justifies each 
other. 

Yes, I did survive South 
Boston. I might also add that 
I survived life in Roxbury and 
commuted to Dudley Station 
for over a year, as well as 
having lived under the 
shadows of the Prudential 
Building in the south end. 

I had only one bad en- 
counter there and was res- 
cued from it by a black who in 
tervened on my behalf at 
personal risk to himself. 

Somehow, now, as then, 
just surviving did not seem 
worth the fear, the torment, 
the imprisonment or the 
hatred of South Boston and 
Roxbury life. 

I do not deny that men 
from South Boston have gone 
to war for their oountiy. I 
cannot help but question 
your use of that Utit as being 
a valid, sole indicator of their 
love of Gonotfy. I find it diffi- 
cult te one to miss tiie ob- 
vious paiadoz of men fight- 
ing supposeifly to protect 
men's freedcMn ia o&er parts 
of the world, while teiyiog 

<mdom to some of tlieir own 



Perhaps I should have 
qualified my statement con- 
cerning busing in Boston by 
saying that it has been used 
for many years as a means of 
transportation to as well as 
from neighborhood schools. 
Your list of city-wide schools 
was limited in that there are 
several such schools in Bos- 
ton. Realizing that there are a 
number of them is important 
in understanding how much 
busing goes on in Boston. 

I feel that your alleged 
knowledge of Edmund Burke 
is not relevant here. What I 
question is your misuse of his 
writings to condone segrega- 
tion. 

I place as much value on 
your "almost guarantee" of 
his opposition to busing as I 
do on almost being alive. 
Regardless of how much you' 
know or think you know about 
Edmund Burke, there is only 
one thing you could guaran- 
tee (almost or otherwise) 
about him, if he were still 
alive today.

Marshal] ai^ieared on the "Uiuvefsity Perspective" 
program to discuss poas&le sohitioiis to parking problems on 
campus. Department of PliMic Safety head William Tanner, 
Dr. William Olsen, who b chairing a university committee 
studying parking problems, and Student Sen. Doug 
Mannheimcr also appeared on the program. 

•*We must all acknowledge that there are better ways to 
deal with the problem than we are now using, ' ' Marshall said. 

He cited recent action by the Board of Regents which may 
establish a parking fund to help alleviate parking problems on 
campuses in Florida. Marshall said FSU had requested $3 



niillioo from the fiind to construct three parking garages aad 
ooodiBCt other paving activity. 

'There are three multi-level parking garages in the 
planning stages at different points on campus." Marshall 
said, adding that no defmite plans for development have been 
made. 

The garages were recommended by a task force committee 
which studied the problems. They would be constructed south 
of the Diffenbaugh Building, north of Tennessee Street near 
DeGraff Hall, and on the west end of campus to serve 
dormitory residents. 

Marshall denied that recommendations of the Voorhees 
Report, a professional study dealing with parking problems 
here, has been disregarded, and pointed to implementation of 
two of the suggestions from the report. 



These include e staMlsh me a t of m 
and the interchange at Palmetto and Woodward Streets. 

Mannheimer said Student Government kaders ate 
presently considering allocating $50,000 to attempt to 

improve the efficiency of the Semint>ie F.xpress bus service. 

Mannheimer also discussed the possibility of rescheduling 
classes to improve traffic flow, saying that "students have 
been conditioned to early morning and afternoon classes." 
and that the problem might be reduced by rearrangmg the 
schedule. 

Marshall pointed out that the university has recently 
acquired a parking lot across from Westcott Hail, and said this 
should also help reduce the problem.

Barring convicted felons from state 
universities amount to "an extra 
punishment not meted out by the 
court," according to the headofFSU's 
School of Criminology. 

Dean Eugene Czajkoski said the 
entire criminology faculty opposes 
such a policy and urges that felons be 
allowed to "Compete for learning like 
anyone else. Such prohibitions,*' he 
said, "are antiquated phenomenon." 

But Olin E. Watts, Jacksonville 
attorney, former chairman of the 
Board of Law examiners and member 
of the University of Florida Law Center 
Board of Trustees, disagreed. He said 
an unpardoned felon cannot practice 
law in Florida and the universities 
must be sensitive to the "character 
requirements*' for lincensing profes- 
sional people. 

The Board of Regents Executive 
Committee took testimony on both 



sides of the controversial issue of 
whether it needs a policy to govern 
admission of unpardoned felons to 
schools with limited enrollment. 

Chairman Marshall Criser of West 
Palm Beach said no decision would be 
made in the hearings yesterday, but 
that the committee, which also 
includes Vice Chairman James 
Gardner of Ft. Lauderdale and J.J. 
Daniel of Jacksonville, will make a 
recommendation to the full Board in 
December. 

The hearing grew out of protests 
raised when David Morrison, a 
convicted felon on parole, was 
admitted to FSU's law school. 

Nothing the Board decides will 
affect Morrison since he is already 
enrolled in classes. It will affect other 
felons whose civil rights have not been 
restored, who want to enroll in law, 
medicine, architecture, and other high 



demand undergraduate and graduate 
programs at the nine state 
universities. 

Watts said the admission of 
Morrison was a disservice to the school 
and the bar and "an inexcusable 
action.** 

**1 am shocked at our admitting this 
man," he said. "There is a clear duty 
upon any law school to take into 
account and be sympathetic with the 
Bar's requirements for attorneys.** 

He said since the bar will not perimit 
an unpardoned felon to practice law, it 
is a waste of time and money to 
educate a convicted fekm. 

However, the deans of the FSU and 
University of Florida law schools 
testified that many of their students do 
not become lawyers and that there is 
trend toward other careers, including 
politics, for law school graduates.

Congress asked 
to cut spending 

WASHINGTON — President Ford asked Congress 
Tuesday to cut federal spending by $4.6 bilUon this year, but 
his chief budget adviser said the change would have only a 
''fractional" effect on the fight against inflation. 

About three qpiarters of Ford's pn^xised ^lending cuts 
would come from programs to h^ tte poor, to aid veterans 
and to provide medical care for poor or old peof^. 

If Congress takes the 155 separate actions that Ford 
requested — and that is unlil»ly — the federal budget for the 
current fiscal year would total 9302.2 billkm, stiH above tiie 
$300 billion Ford has been pfodainnng since August. 

Roy M Ash, director of tiie Office of Management and 
Budget, said the spending cuts would result in unemployment 
for 40,000 to 50,000 people, induding 3,000 federal 
mployes and are based upon the assumption that the 
unemployment rale would go as high as 6.7 per cent in the 
coming months. 

Ford, in a special message to Congress, said the reductions 
' *aie essential td demonstrate to the American people that the 
fe^ral government is working seriously to restrain its 
spending" in an effort to slow down the rate of inflation. 

But Ash, talking to reporters, said that for the immediate 
future the reductions would have ' *only a fractional effect' * on 
the inflationary rate. He stressed, however, that the trend 
toward a slowdown in the growth of federal outlays would help 
in the inflationary fi^ht in the long run. 

Mine officials reject 
proposed contract 

WASHINGTW9 — United Mine Workers Union officials 
rejected a proposed three-year ccmtract for tiie secoild time 
Tuesday, threatening to futher pnriong the crippling 15 day 
nationwide strike by coal miners. 

The UMW Bargaining Council met for two hours early 
Tuesday aftetnoon and then adjourned with one union official 
comfrfaining that the wage package offered by mine owners 
wasn't enough. 

**Most of us feel that the money is not enough, ' ' said Gene 
Mitchell of Benton, 111., a member of the union's international 
executive board. "We'll stay here until we get something 
ironed out." 

The council was scheduled to meet later in the day and 
federal mediators were informed of the rejection. 

Mitchell said the council was satisfied with UMW President 
Arnold Miller's success Sunday in obtaining changes in 
vacationing scheduling but * 'there are other areas we'd like to 
be improved. Whether they will or not, I can't say." 

After meeting for less than 2 hours, the council was unable 
to bring the new contract to a vote on whether to submit it to 
the striking miners for ratification. 

It would take at least 10 days for a vote by miners once the 
contract is submitted to them by the council, meaning that the 
strike will reach near the middle of DecenOier, even with 
qiuck approval.

'While Bud Dickinson 
must be presumed innocent 
until proven otherwise, it 
seems clear that the wisest 
course of action that he can 
choose is to resign," Askew 
said, noting that his position 
as Qiief Fiscal Officer and 
the nature of the charges 
against him makes resigna- 
tion "even more impera- 
tive." 

**My service to assist in 
effecting an orderly transfer 
far outweighs whether I 
serve another five weeks," 
Dickinson said in an inter- 



view. '*I am certain I wffl be 
vindicated."

WASHINGTON — President Ford has 
decided to veto a 22.7 per cent increase in 
veterans educational benefits, the White 
House said Tuesday. 

Ford said his action "wasn't an easy 
decision," but that the boost over the 18 per 
cent increase he recommended plus a loan 
program and stretch out of training time 
made the measure inflationary. 

Press Secretary Ron Nessen relayed 
comments Ford made to congressional 



leaders at a White House meeting Tuesday. 

The bill would have cost $700 million a year 
and in addition to the benefits boost would 
allow veterans to borrow up to $600 a year to 
bolster their living costs and extend training 
time from the present 36 months to 45 
months. 

Nessen said Ford may have compromised 
his ealier 18 per cent benefit but that the loan 
and extended training time provisions would 
still make the measure too e^>enave.

Negotiations rejected 

MOSCOW — The Soviet Union rejected as "absolutely un- 
acceptable" Tuesday an offer from China to negotiate their 
border disputes because the Chinese demanded withdrawal 
of Soviet troops from the disputed zone. 

The blunt Soviet reaction came in a speech in Mongolia by 
Communist party General Secretary Leonid I. Brezhnev and 
at the same time in a telegram from the Supreme Soviet to the 
Chinese leaders. 

In his speech, Brezhnev also hailed the progress toward 
limiting nuclear arms in his weekend meeting with President 
Ford as "a considerable step forward.'* 

Speaking in Ulan Bater at ceremonies marking the 50th 
anniversary of the founding of the Mongolian Peoples 
Republic, Brezhnev said the Chinese offer on Nov. 7 to nego- 
tiate border questions demanded prior withdrawal of Soviet

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Drug-related campus arrests on the rise 



Drug-related arresU by 
the FSU Department of 
Public Safety have jamped 
approiimately 300 percent 
over last year's total, 
according to Information 
Officer Jun SeweO. 

Total arrests have also 
increased rather sharply with 
132 cases reported widi 112 
arrests for all 1973. 

Sewell said the increases 
r. fleeted new patrol pro- 
cdures and denied that the 
FSU police were engaged in 
any sort of crackdown on 
campus. 



"We have latitiated heav- 
ier ooven^ at night ever 
since there were a rash of 
rape attempts several years 
afo/' Sewen said. "I thmk 
the main reason we're seeing 
mofe arrests this year is 
because we have more men 
on the street and more men 
on the street means more 
eyes on the street.*' 

Drug arrests for the entire 
year of 1973 numbered only 
12 at FSU. Through 
yesterday, there have been 
42 such cases in 1974. In 
1973, drug related arrests 
comprised about 10 percent 



ofallarrests wJic reas in 1974, 
that figure has jumped to 
about one-third. 

Despite a recent increase 
in reports received by the 
Flambeau of harrassment by 
FSU police, Sewell said that 
there was no active 
crackdown going on at this 
time. 

In one case reported to the 
Flambeau, a student walking 
across the intramurals fields 
Sunday night was stopped 
and searched by a campus 
officer. 

"The cop said he thought 1 



was suspicious because I was 
walking across this field." 
the student, who asked to 
remain unidentified, said. 
"He ran a computer check on 
me and when that came back 
negative, he reached mto one 
of my pockets." 

The student said that the 
officer found a small quantity 
of marijuana — "about two or 
three joints." 

"Right away I asked if the 
search was legal and he said 
that it was because I was a 
suspicious person," the 
student said. "Then he said, 
'it's cool, keep it cool' and

In setting down the guidelines for Affimiative Action, Dr. 
Stanley Marshall certainly couldn't have taken such ocmcur- 
rence for granted justhecauseof past faculty <^inion to tlie 
effect that true civil rights could not he fnlfflled wittiout 
across-the-board desegregation. 

Those feelings, voiced years ago when an affimiative stand 
on the Issue of equality of the races (and more recently, the 
sexes) was part and parcel of the rqiertiore of tlie 
open-minded ^ofessor, have shice succurahed to the liard 
realities of personal sacrifice. 

Dr. Marshall has said tliat tiie first desegregation 
recommendations were not realized because of a failure on 
the part of department heads to v(duntarily implement 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare (HEW) 
suggestions. 

So, for whom is our president risking faculty, student and 
community consternation — and possibly his job? 

A recurrent theme is that he is trying to score points with 
the Board of Regents (BOR), to whom he owes his job, and 
HEW. It is generally accepted by the university 's faculty that 
Dr. Marshall is acting more like a professional administrator 
than a former professor. 

Not only is he answering to the higher ups for reasons of 
future status, he must also help the BOR choose a qualified 
successor in the event of resignation, a traditional 
responsibility to the university. 

Marshall's Afifirmative Action plans and reorganization 
have led to bickering betwera hcolty and intermecfiary 
administrators. The decision-making wliicfa has transpired 
serves the BOR in tlie form oi auditions — means tlKough 
wliidi tiiey mi|^t be able to make a fiir estiniate as to who 
oouid fin tlie vacancies from a resignation. 

MarsliaU's direct confficts wiOi irrate fricnlty members 
seem to fad the fires of local discontent. Could this signify a 
lack of patience on his part? This tlieotem is proposed with the 
thought in mind that he wfil concede in the new future. 

His reported o«ti>urst at the last Faculty Senate meetmg, 
indicating paranoia over the possibility of an impeachment of 
sorts, was out of character. Earlier, with the Tallahassee 
Democrat an The Flambeau present at the humanization 
seminar, and knowing fiill well that reporters would jump on 
anything resembling a stance on resignation. Dr. Marshall 
committed what most perceive as a slip — he admitted he 
might resign under certain conditions. 

What could explain these actions of a man who has main- 
tained strict self-control through similar faculty discontent in 
the past, coupled with the pressures of recalcitrant student 
demonstrations? 

Of course. Dr. Marshall would not suffer financially from 
forced resignation. The sizable profits from the recent^ 
publicized real estate investments would attest to this. 

A plausible theory sees Dr. Marshall setting us up lor what 
is actually a premeditated resignation. 



Con^dering the fmet that the average tenure of tin 
country's university president is four years, it could be said 
that Dr. Marshall, bei^ oogirizant of that statistic, feels he is 
sitting on borrowed time and a veritable time bomb. In 1973. 
Dr. Marshall pubUca^f considered seeking the high seat of 
Commissioner of Education, an action which lends credencf 
to the sumMxrition that he is looka^ for greener pastures, or. 
at least, other pastures.

The mood of aiiticipatkm 
here now is for aeit year, 
after a season of rebail^g. 
But in '64 Seminole suppor- 
ters were looking ahead a 
mere six weeks — to a Gator 
Bowl appearance against the 
Oklahoma Sooners. 

The Seminoles had just 
upet Florida for the first time 
in the history of the series, 
and the campus was in an 



uproar. Before the 
forecaster Tom Harmon liad 
rated the Gatofs ei^idi-best 
in tiie nation, pkkmg tliem 
five point favorites to heat 
tiie Seminoles. 

The Gators at that time 
were being quartoiMcked hy 
Steve Spurrier, widle the 
Seminoles had wide receiver 
Fred Biletkikaff, who had 
just been named FSU's first 
AU-American. 

Both players are presently 
playing professional football, 
though their fortunes on that 
level very much mirror what 
happened that day in Camp- 
bell Stadium when the Semi- 
noles beat the Gators 16-7. 

A Spurrier fumble in the 
first half, on the FSU 45-vard 





line, gave the Semincto 
decent field positioii for tfie 
first tone in the guae. Ttibe 
quarterback Steve Tensi 
immediately hit Biletnikoff 
with a 55-yard touchdown 
bomb as the Seminoles took a 
7-0 lead, paving the way for 
the 16-7 upset. 

Immediately following the 
victory, FSU Head Coach Bill 
Peterson accepted the Gator 
Bowl bid, and the Tribe went 
on to defeat Oklahoma 36-19 
to complete the year with a 
9-1-1 record.

The Flambeau of Tuesday, 
Nov. 24 tlurt week reported 
that a petition was bekig cir- 
culated oo the FSU cam^BS of 
12,000 students to honor 
Kietnflujff, wlionitlwy dlM 
"Fleet Fied." 

"As of today...tiiey liave 
5500 names mainly throng)! 
the efiforts of dorm canvas- 
sers and campus petition 
stations manned by APO and 
freshmen flunkies," the 
Flambeau cheered. 

In all, Fleet Fred account- 
ed for 16 school records, 
while his compatriots on that 
legendary Seminole squad 



tied or broke 1 6 more over the 
course of the season. 

In a touch of melodrama 
which could only have 
happened in a year like 1964. 
Fleet Fred was married the 
following spring — in the 
west end mm of Campbcli 
Stadium. 

In the decade since then, 
Biletnikoff lias become one of 
tiie most ceapected wi^ re- 
ceivers in professional foot- 
ball, playing for the Oakland 
Raiders. Meanwhile Spur- 
rier, despite winning tiie 
Hdsman Trophy hi 1966, 
hasn't eiactiy set the world 
on fire in the NFL, only 
finding himself last year in 
San Francisco when he 
finally beat the aging John 
Brodie out of his job.
